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PREFACE 

THE  present  work  is  intended  to  be  the  first  of  a  series  of  three 
volumes.  In  the  second  volume,  Canon  Longley  will  bring 
together  under  one  head  the  chief  facts  relating  to  each  village 
which  are  to  be  found  in  Domesday  Book,  dispersed  there  under 
the  heads  of  the  several  barons  amongst  whom  the  village  was  divided. 
Besides  this  reconstruction  of  the  villages,  the  results  of  an  exhaustive 
comparison  of  Domesday  Book  with  the  Lindsey  Survey  (a.d.  ii  15-18),  will 
be  set  out ;  and  also  a  systematic  account  will  be  given  of  the  assessment 
of  the  villages,  wapentakes,  and  county  to  the  danegeld,  an  intricate  sub- 
ject to  which  Canon  Longley  has  devoted  many  years  of  study.  In  a 
third  volume  it  is  proposed  to  trace  the  descent  of  the  various  fees  within 
the  county  from  1066,  the  year  when  King  Edward  'was  ahve  and  dead,' 
to  about  1250.  When  using  these  two  volumes,  students  will  find  it 
necessary  constantly  to  refer  to  Domesday  Book,  for  which,  among  other 
reasons,  it  has  been  decided  to  make  a  translation  of  that  record  the  first 
volume  of  the  series. 

It  is  the  third  time  that  the  Lincolnshire  part  of  Domesday  Book 
has  been  translated  into  English.  In  1809,  the  Reverend  William  Bawd- 
wen,  vicar  of  Hooton  Pagnell  in  Yorkshire,  edited  A  Translation  of  the 
Record  called  Domesday,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  Yorkshire  and  parts  of 
the  counties  of  Lancaster,  Westmoreland,  and  Cumberland,  and  to  the 
counties  of  Derby,  Nottingham,  Rutland,  and  Lincoln.  This  was  followed 
by  another  volume  in  1812,  relating  to  the  counties  of  Middlesex,  Hert- 
ford, Buckingham,  Oxford,  and  Gloucester.  In  1870,  Mr.  Charles  Gowen 
Smith  edited  A  Translation  of  that  part  of  Domesday  Book  which  relates  to 
Lincolnshire  and  Rutlandshire. 

A  new  translation  is  desirable  on  several  grounds.  Bawd  wen  says  in 
his  prospectus,  '  On  account  of  the  high  price  of  paper  it  is  not  intended 
to  strike  off  more  copies  than  are  subscribed  for.'  In  consequence  of 
this,  the  book  is  now  practically  unobtainable.  Copies  of  Smith's  book, 
though  not  so  scarce,  are  by  no  means  plentiful.  But,  further,  the  work 
of  later  scholars,  such  as  Professors  Maitland,  Vinogradoff,  and  Stenton, 
and  Dr.  J.  H.  Round,  has  done  so  much  to  increase  the  knowledge  of 
Domesday  Book  that  a  new  edition  in  English  is  fully  justified.  Also,  the 
present  edition  embodies  the  first  scientific  attempt  to  give  the  modern 
names  of  the  places  mentioned  in  the  record.  This  part  of  the  work  has 
involved  an  immense  amount  of  research  on  the  part  of  both  the  editors. 
Documents,  both  early  and  late,  have  been  examined,  many  sites  have 
been  explored,  and  local  information  carefully  sifted.  Mistakes  are  un- 
avoidable, but  the  identifications  which  are  added  to  the  text  are  put 
forward  with  a  considerable  degree  of  confidence.  Bawdwen  supplied 
identifications  of  the  Domesday  forms  with  some  measure  of  success,  and, 
being  a  wise  man,  he  left  many  blanks.     Mr,  Smith  corrected  some  of  his 
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predecessor's  mistakes,  and  sometimes  made  alterations  for  the  worse. 
He  also  filled  in  almost  all  Bawdwen's  blanks,  in  many  cases,  seemingly, 
supplying  identifications  by  guess-work,  a  peculiarly  hazardous  method, 
for  Lincolnshire  place-names  afford  many  pitfalls  for  the  unwary.  In  the 
first  238  pages  of  Smith's  text,  the  actual  misidentifications  or  failures  to 
distinguish  between  places  of  the  same  name  number  about  220.  One 
further  advantage  of  the  present  edition  may  be  mentioned,  namely,  that 
each  entry  in  the  text  is  numbered,  thus  making  reference  to  any 
particular  passage  more  precise  as  well  as  more  expeditious. 

The  editors  have  added  a  translation  of  the  text  of  the  Lindsey 
Survey  (British  Museum,  Cotton  MS.,  Claudius,  C.  v),  in  order  that  it  may 
be  available  for  reference  in  the  use  of  the  other  volumes  of  this  series, 
and  here  also  the  places  are  identified.  At  page  xliv  below,  Professor 
Stenton  indicates  the  importance  of  this  document,  and  gives  particulars 
of  the  two  previous  editions  in  which  the  Survey  has  appeared. 

To  another  feature  of  the  present  work  attention  may  be  directed, 
namely,  the  two  appendixes  of  extinct  villages  and  other  forgotten  places, 
of  which  a  surprising  number  has  been  found.  In  many  instances  the 
cause  of  decay  can  only  be  surmised,  but  the  cases  of  Dunsthorpe  near 
Hameringham  and  West  Wykeham  (pp.  liv-v,  Ixxii)  suggest  that  tlie  great 
pestilences  of  the  fourteenth  century  were  chiefly  answerable  for  the 
depopulation  of  the  villages.  This  conclusion  is  reinforced  by  the  records 
of  institutions  to  benefices  which  prove  that,  in  a  considerable  number  of 
cases,  no  incumbents  were  instituted  after  the  end  of  the  fourteenth 
century. 

The  present  writer  is  responsible  for  the  text  of  the  volume,  the 
identifications  of  places,  the  appendixes  of  extinct  villages,  the  lists  of 
wapentakes  and  villages,  and  the  indexes,  and  also  for  seeing  the  volume 
through  the  press.  Canon  Longley  read  the  translations  of  the  Latin 
texts,  and  made  many  valuable  suggestions  ;  and  he  has  also  read  most  of 
the  proofs.  Further,  he  has  supplied  indispensable  help  in  the  identi- 
fication of  places  ;  and  the  convenient  plan  of  numbering  each  entry 
for  the  purpose  of  reference  is  due  to  his  suggestion. 

The  Introduction  by  Professor  F.  M.  Stenton  is  primarily  intended 
to  make  the  highly  technical  language  of  the  Domesday  Survey  intelligible 
to  those  readers  who  have  made  no  previous  acquaintance  with  it.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  reconstruct  the  social  condition  of  Lincolnshire 
in  1086,  and  the  history  of  the  persons  whose  names  occur  in  the  Survey 
is  omitted  from  the  introduction  unless,  as  sometimes,  though  rarely, 
happens,  it  throws  light  on  dark  passages  in  the  text.  The  writer  also 
wishes  to  acknowledge  his  indebtedness  to  Professor  Stenton  for  constant 
help  and  encouragement,  and  especially  for  his  assistance  when  revising 
the  translation  of  the  two  most  difficult  portions  of  Domesday  Book, 
namely,  the  sections  about  Lincoln,  Stamford,  and  Torksey  at  the  begin- 
ning, and  the  Clamores  at  the  end  of  the  text  ;  and  also  for  guidance  in 
classifying  the  names  of  persons  of  native  descent  for  the  index. 

Sir  H.  C.  Maxwell  Lyte,  K.C.B.,  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Public 
Records,  kindly  allowed  the  writer  to  use  the  proof  sheets  of  Parts  I 
and  II  of  The  Book  of  Fees,  which  have  since  been  published  ;  and  the 
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Director-General  of  the  Ordnance  Survey  Department  kindly  supplied 
proof  copies  of  the  Ordnance  Maps  of  Lincolnshire  now  in  course  of 
publication,  which  are,  for  the  first  time,  ruled  in  squares  for  the  purpose 
of  reference.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  Captain  W.  A.  Cragg.  who  lent  a 
useful  manuscript  gazeteer  of  Lincolnshire,  compiled  by  Mr.  John  Cragg, 
of  Threckingham,  about  one  hundred  years  ago — a  work  which  supplied 
valuable  evidence  in  connexion  with  some  of  the  extinct  villages. 

The  two  maps  which  have  been  added  to  the  volume  have  been 
drawn  by  Miss  F.  E.  Thurlby,  the  writer's  secretary.  In  these  maps,  the 
present  coast-line  has  necessarily  been  followed,  since  the  coast-line  of 
1086  cannot  be  traced  with  certainty.  For  during  eight  and  a  half 
centuries  the  sea  has  encroached  upon  the  land  here,  and  receded  there. 
A  single  instance  of  each  kind  may  be  mentioned.  On  the  one  hand,  in 
1086,  Guy  of  Craon's  land  in  Wrangle  which  was  assessed  at  two  caru- 
cates,  was  waste  propter  fluxum  maris  {D.B.,  57/36)  ;  while  on  the  other 
hand,  the  large  tract  of  land  which  lies  between  North  Somercotes  and 
Grainthorpe  Haven  was  reclaimed  from  the  sea  in  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  a  fact  which  made  it  difficult  to  determine  the  exact 
locality  of  the  Swine  haven  (pp.  Ixiii,  Ixxxvii)  which  is  mentioned  in  the 
Clamores  of  1086.

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INTRODUCTION 

THE  Lincolnshire  portion  of  the  Domesday  Survey  is  an  important 
and  an  interesting  record,  but  neither  its  importance  nor  its 
interest  he  upon  the  surface.  Its  seventy-two  fohos  of  ahnost 
unreheved  statistics  contribute  httle  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
actors  in  the  Norman  Conquest  of  England.  Its  value  as  the  earliest 
record  of  the  villages  and  hamlets  of  the  modern  map  is  not  peculiar  to 
itself.  In  most  parts  of  England,  Domesday  Book  is  the  topographer's 
starting  point.  It  is  as  material  for  social  history  that  the  Lincolnshire 
Domesday  fills  a  unique  place.  With  each  year  that  passes,  the  interest 
of  the  form  of  society  that  prevailed  in  Lincolnshire  and  the  other 
regions  of  Danish  settlement  becomes  more  clearly  apparent.  Lincoln- 
shire under  William  I  was  one  of  the  richest  counties  in  England.  Its 
life  had  not  been  broken,  as  the  life  of  Yorkshire  was  broken,  by  devas- 
tation following  the  Norman  Conquest.  Its  prosperity  meant  that  the 
masses  of  free  peasants  registered  by  Domesday  under  the  name  of  soke- 
men  could  transmit  their  independence  to  their  successors.  Whatever 
direction  may  hereafter  be  given  to  the  study  of  English  social  history, 
the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  will  never  want  its  students. 

The  first  step  towards  an  edition  of  any  part  of  the  Domesday 
Survey  is  the  precise  identification  of  the  place-names  which  it  records. 
Every  county  presents  its  own  problems  of  identification,  but  those  pre- 
sented by  Lincolnshire  are  the  most  difficult  of  all.  Most  of  them  have 
been  answered  by  reference  to  the  recorded  descent  of  the  great  feudal 
estates  of  the  county.  Others  have  yielded  to  an  investigation  of  the 
ground,  for  the  tofts  and  crofts  of  a  deserted  village  sometimes  leave 
their  imprint  on  the  ground  for  centuries.  Some  of  them  still  remain 
unsolved.  But  it  is  now  possible  to  attempt  a  reconstruction  of  the 
eleventh  century  wapentakes  of  Lincolnshire,  to  trace  the  distribution  of 
the  different  peasant  classes  over  the  vast  area  contained  within  the 
county  boundary,  and  to  identify  the  scattered  estates  of  the  Conqueror's 
tenants  in  chief.  The  results  of  Canon  Longley's  work  upon  the  assess- 
ment of  the  shire  to  the  Danegeld  and  other  public  burdens  are  to  form 
a  second  volume  of  this  edition.  In  a  third  volume  it  is  hoped  to  use 
the  Domesday  Survey  as  a  foundation  for  the  feudal  history  of  Lincoln- 
shire. All  that  will  be  attempted  in  this  introduction  is  a  discussion  of 
the  terminology  of  the  Survey,  regarded,  as  its  compilers  regarded  it,  as 
a  record  to  serve  the  purposes  of  royal  finance. 

For  the  whole  character  of  the  Domesday  Survey  is  governed  by  its 
fiscal  purpose.  It  was  compiled  in  order  that  the  king  might  know  how 
far  assessment  to  public  burdens  corresponded  to  the  facts  of  real  life. 
The  Danegeld,  the  heaviest  of  these  burdens,  belongs  to  the  closing 
phase  of  Old  English  history,  but  in  many  shires  Danegeld  was  paid  in 
the  eleventh  century  upon  an  assessment  which  had  persisted  from  a  far 
remoter  age — from  a  time  before  the  earliest  Danish  raids  upon  England.

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Lincoln  is  not  one  of  these  shires  ;  but  even  in  Lincohishire  it  is  certain 
that  Kesteven  and  Holland  bore  a  far  heavier  assessment  than  Lindsey, 
and  there  is  no  economic  or  geographical  explanation  of  the  severity 
with  which  Kesteven  and  Holland  were  treated.  A  description  of  all 
England  according  to  a  uniform  plan  was  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the 
correction  of  such  anomalies.  The  task  of  correction  was  to  prove 
beyond  the  power  of  the  king's  financial  ofticers.  In  the  thirteenth 
century,  it  seems  that  the  men  of  Kesteven  and  Holland  were  still  taxed 
according  to  the  ancient  assessment  of  those  parts,  although  by  negocia- 
tion  with  the  Exchequer  they  secured  a  reduction  of  the  rate  at  which 
taxes  were  actually  levied  upon  them.  The  Domesday  Survey  was  not 
used  as  a  basis  for  financial  reform,  but  it  enabled  the  king  to  know  the 
sources  of  his  revenue  with  remarkable  precision  of  detail. 

A  large,  if  indeterminate,  part  of  that  revenue  was  derived  from  the 
tax  called  Danegeld.  The  word  appears  for  the  first  time  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  Stamford  in  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday.  Danegeld  was  a  land 
tax,  and  in  Lincolnshire  it  was  a  levy  of  so  many  shillings  on  each  '  caru- 
cate  to  the  geld'  at  which  an  estate  was  assessed.  The  rate  at  which 
Danegeld  was  taken  was  in  the  king's  discretion,  but  in  the  twelfth 
century  a  levy  of  two  shillings  on  the  carucate  became  the  rule.  Regarded 
as  a  measure  of  land,  the  carucate  of  Domesday  denoted  the  tract  which 
could  be  cultivated  by  an  eight  ox  plough  team.  The  carucate  was  com- 
posed of  eight  bovates,  and  later  evidence  suggests  very  strongly  that  an 
average  Lincolnshire  bovate  contained  twenty  acres  of  arable  land,  with 
the  meadow  and  the  rights  of  pasture  which  were  annexed  to  such  a 
tenement  by  local  custom.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  termin- 
ology represents  a  system  of  land  division  introduced  by  the  Danish 
settlers  of  Lincolnshire.  In  the  south  and  west  of  England,  the  regions 
which  escaped  Danish  settlement,  the  unit  of  assessment  was  not  the 
carucate  or  ploughland,  but  the  ancient  English  '  hide,'  or  family  land. 
It  is  probable  that  the  Lincolnshire  jurors  spoke  of  '  plogslands' when 
the  clerks  of  the  Domesday  commissioners  wrote  '  carucata^.'  The  word 
'  plogsland,'  which  from  its  form  must  be  of  Scandinavian  origin,  is  used 
for  a  ploughland  in  a  Yorkshire  document  of  the  eleventh  century  and  a 
Lincolnshire  document  of  the  twelfth.  It  had  fallen  out  of  use  before 
documents  were  again  generally  written  in  English,  but  the  word 
'  oxgang,'  the  English  equivalent  of  '  bovata,'  which  is  recorded  a  hundred 
years  before  the  Conquest,  is  still  one  of  the  commonest  terms  in  Lincoln- 
shire records  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 

But  Domesday  Book  is  before  all  things  the  record  of  an  assessment, 
and  the  carucates  and  bovates  which  pay  to  the  geld — the  carucativ  and 
bovatct  ad  geldiim  of  the  survey — must  always  be  clearly  distinguished 
from  the  actual  ploughlands  and  oxgangs  of  the  village  fields.  When  the 
survey  records  that  Fulcheri  had  ii  carucates  7  bovates  to  the  geld  in 
Flixborough,  it  is  telHng  nothing  directly  about  the  number  of  real 
ploughlands  and  oxgangs  within  Fulcheri's  lordship,  still  less  is  it  telling 
anything  about  its  acreage.  It  is  merely  recording  that  Fulcheri's  estate 
in  Flixborough  had  answered  for  1 1  carucates  7  bovates  to  the  officers 
collecting  the  king's  geld,  that  if,  for  example,  Danegeld  were  taken  at 
the  rate  of  two  shillings  on  the  carucate  a  sum  of  twenty-three 
shillings  and  nine  pence  would  be  demanded  from  the  property.  In 
some   parts   of    England — in   some   parts    of    Lincolnshire — assessment 
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agrees  very  closely  with  agricultural  facts.  The  village  of  Asgarby  was 
assessed  at  three  carucates  to  the  geld,  it  was  reputed  to  contain  three 
ploughlands,  and  the  twenty  sokemen  and  two  villeins  who  lived  there 
had  three  teams  among  them.  Coincidences  like  this  are  exceptional  in 
Lincolnshire.  It  is  true  that  a  large  village  with  many  working  teams 
will  generally  bear  a  high  assessment.  Even  in  the  eleventh 
century  taxation  was  not  wantonly  inequitable,  and  its  framers  tried  to 
achieve  a  rough  correspondence  between  the  carucates  to  the  geld 
and  the  teams  and  teamlands  of  real  life.  More  than  this  they  could  not 
hope  to  do,  and  the  study  of  the  detailed  assessment  of  any  county  will 
always  bring  out  very  clearly  the  conditions  which  limited  their 
prospects  of  success. 

From  what  has  just  been  said  it  will  be  evident  that  the  total  assess- 
ment of  a  shire  in  carucates  to  the  geld  was  not  obtained  by  counting  its 
actual,  arable,  ploughlands.  It  was  a  round  sum,  laid  on  the  shire  by  the 
king  and  his  council.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  these  high  authorities 
in  fixing  this  sum  took  into  account  what  they  knew  of  the  agrarian 
condition  of  the  shire  which  was  thenceforward  to  answer  for  it.  But 
the  Old  English  state  had  not  yet  developed  the  administrative 
machinery  which  could  make  assessment  correspond  with  reality.  It  was 
easier  to  handle  round  numbers,  to  cast  an  arbitrary  number  of  carucates 
upon  a  shire,  and  to  leave  the  shire  to  distribute  them  among  its 
constituent  wapentakes.  The  men  of  the  wapentakes  could  then 
distribute  among  their  villages  the  carucates  for  which  the  shire  had 
ruled  that  they  must  answer.  They  had  local  knowledge  enough  to 
make  the  assessment  of  a  village  at  least  roughly  proportionate  to  its  size 
or  to  the  fertility  of  its  soil.  The  result  is  seen  in  the  village  assessments 
recorded  in  Domesday. 

The  process  which  has  just  been  described  may  be  illustrated  by  an 
example.  Whatever  the  total  assessment  of  all  Lincolnshire  may  have 
been,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  parts  of  Kesteven  were 
rated  at  exactly  1908  carucates  to  the  geld.  Of  this  sum,  132  carucates 
were  laid  upon  the  wapentake  of  Boothby.  They  were  apportioned 
among  the  villages  within  the  wapentake  in  the  following  way  : —

There  is  no  mistaking  the  conventional  character  of  this  scheme.    It 

was  obviously  framed  by  men  who  felt  that  a  village  ought  to  be  assessed 

either  at  exactly  twelve  carucates  or  at  some  fraction  or  multiple  of  this 

sum.      In  Boothby  wapentake  they  were  able  to  carry  out  this  idea  with 

remarkable  consistency.      The  neatness  of  the  scheme  is  only  broken  by 

the  twenty-one  carucates  assigned  to  Wellingore  and  the  three  carucates 

assigned   to   Skinnand.     The    exception    is    one    of    the    sort    which 

proves  a  rule.     Skinnand,  which  has  almost  faded  from  the  modern  map, 

was  a  small  place  even  in  1086.     It  was  inhabited  by  only  seven  villeins 

who  did  not  possess  a  complete  ox  team  among  them.      It  was  evident 

that  such  a  place  could  not  bear  a  high  assessment.     Three  carucates 

were  assigned  to  it,  Wellingore,  which  overlooks  it  from  the  edge,  was 

let  off  rather  lightly  with  twenty-one,  and  a  neat  combined  assessment 

of  twenty-four  carucates  was  thus  secured. 
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This  habit  of  reckoning  in  twelves  and  sixes  is  characteristic  of  the 
northern  portion  of  the  great  region  called  the  Danelaw.  It  underlies 
the  assessment  of  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire,  and  northern  Rutland,  and  it  undoubtedly  represents 
methods  of  computation  which  prevailed  among  the  Anglo-Danish 
population  of  this  region.  The  assessment  of  the  centre  and  south  of 
England  was  equally  artificial,  but  in  those  parts  assessment  was 
distributed  in  fives  and  tens  of  hides.  A  normal  Bedfordshire  village,  for 
example,  will  answer  for  five  or  ten  hides.  The  duodecimal  system  of 
reckoning  is  confined  to  the  parts  of  England  settled  by  the  Danes  in  876 
and  877,  that  is  to  the  ancient  kingdom  of  York  and  the  territory  of  the 
Five  Boroughs,  Lincoln,  Stamford,  Nottingham,  Leicester,  and  Derby. 
Its  prevalence  in  this  region  is  a  remarkable  illustration  of  the  strength 
of  early  provincial  custom  and  the  vitality  of  ancient  habits  of  thought. 

Nevertheless  it  might  easily  escape  the  notice  of  anyone  reading  the 
Lincolnshire  Domesday  consecutively.  Such  a  reader  might,  indeed,  be 
struck  by  the  curious  recurrence  of  certain  figures.  He  would  probably 
notice  that  Freiston,  Butterwick,  Baumber,  Harlaxton,  Folkingham, 
Welbourn,  Edenham,  Aubourn,  Grantham,  Ruskington,  Potter  Hanworth, 
Digby,  Dorrington,  Rowston,  Westborough,  Branston,  Gelston,  Norton 
Disney,  Carlton  le  Moorland,  and  Billinghay,  are  each  assessed  at  twelve 
carucates  precisely.  He  would  hardly  realise  the  significance  of  these 
figures  unless  he  went  on  to  reconstruct,  village  by  village,  the  several 
wapentakes  of  the  county.  In  1086  most  Lincolnshire  villages  were 
divided  between  two  or  more  tenants  in  chief.  The  unit  of  assessment 
was  not  the  lord's  estate  but  the  village  as  a  whole.  The  assessments 
borne  by  the  various  estates  within  a  village  under  divided  lordship  rarely 
suggest  the  influence  of  a  governing  system.  The  regularity  w'ith  which 
the  carucates  of  the  geld  were  distributed  in  blocks  of  six  and  twelve 
over  the  villages  of  the  county  does  not  appear  until  the  reader  has  before 
him  the  complete  information  given  by  Domesday  about  each  individual 
village. 

Even  then  in  any  given  case  it  may  happen  that  the  complete 
assessment  of  a  village  works  out  at  some  irregular  number  of  carucates 
and  bovates  to  the  geld.  The  assessment  of  a  whole  shire  to  public 
burdens  was  a  difficult  business.  There  were  many  interests  to  be 
consulted,  wide  differences  of  agrarian  condition  to  be  taken  into  account. 
And  the  actual  work  of  apportioning  among  the  villages  of  a  wapentake 
the  number  of  carucates  which  the  court  of  the  shire  had  decided  that 
it  should  bear  had  to  be  done  in  an  open  and  probably  heated  assembly 
by  thegns  and  peasants  little  practised  in  reckoning.  Moreover  the  clerks 
who  wrote  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  were  not  infallible  and  Roman 
figures  were  difficult  to  handle.  A  little  slip,  the  confusion  of  iiii^'^'^ 
partem  with  mV"''  partes,  for  example,  and  the  round,  duodecimal,  total  of 
a  village  assessment  is  hopelessly  blurred.  A  Chinese  puzzle  cannot  be 
reconstructed  if  some  of  the  pieces  are  broken. 

A  few  examples  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  neatness  with  which  the 
distribution  of  the  carucates  to  the  geld  could  be  carried  out,  and,  it 
should  be  added,  the  remarkable  accuracy  which  distinguishes  the 
Domesday  clerks  ;

These  details  of  assessment  are  closely  connected  with  one  of  the 
most  interesting  features  presented  by  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday — the 
occasional  appearance  of  an  anomalous  local  division  called  the  Hundred. 
We  are  told,  for  example,  that  the  bishop  of  Durham's  manor  in  Kelby 
lay  in  Aswardhurn  wapentake  and  in  Laythorpe  hundred,  that  the  '  men 
of  the  hundred '  say  that  the  soke  of  certain  lands  in  Keisby  ought  to 
belong  to  Osgodby.  The  hundred  was  obviously  an  institution,  quite 
distinct  from  the  wapentake,  which  could  speak  for  itself  before  the 
Domesday  commissioners,  but  little  that  is  definite  is  at  present  known 
about  its  origin  or  its  functions. 

One  thing,  however,  which  is  certain  is  that  each  of  these  hundreds 
was  assessed  at  exactly  twelve  carucates  to  the  geld.  In  the  description 
of  Walter  de  Aincurt's  fee,  for  example,  Branston,  which  was  rated  at 
just  twelve  carucates,  is  described  as  a  hundred  by  the  insertion  of  the 
letters  HUND'  above  the  name  of  the  village,  and  Blankney,  which  was 
rated  at  twenty-four  carucates,  is  described  as  two  hundreds.  Belton, 
Little  Bytham,  Skirbeck,  Fishtoft,  Frampton,  Horbling,  Honington, 
Leake,  Leverton,  Drayton,  Walcot  near  Timberland,  Welby,  Potter  Han- 
worth,  and  Gelston,  each  of  which  has  been  observed  to  bear  an  exact 
assessment  of  twelve  carucates,  are  each  definitely  called  hundreds  by 
Domesday.  Long  Bennington,  assessed  like  Blankney  at  twenty-four 
carucates,  was  similarly  described  in  Domesday  as  two  hundreds.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  every  Lincolnshire  village  assessed  at  twelve  caru- 
cates was  known  as  a  hundred  in  the  eleventh  century. 

But  many  villages,  and  in  Lindsey  nearly  all  villages,  were  assessed 
at  a  smaller  sum  than  this,  and  many  hundreds  were  therefore  composed 
of  two  or  more  villages  whose  combined  assessments  amounted  to  the 
precise  twelve  carucates.  Thealby,  Derby,  and  Burton  upon  Stather, 
assessed  together  at  twelve  carucates.  formed  the  hundred  of  Thealby. 
Hough  on  the  Hill  and  Brandon  together  formed  the  hundred  of  Hough. 
The  earl  of  Chester's  estate  which  comprised  the  villages  of  Swaby, 
Belleau,  South  Thoresby,  Claythorpe,  and  Tothill,  and  was  assessed  at 
twelve  carucates,  appears  in  the  Lindsey  Survey  of  the  next  generation 
as  Swaby  Hundred.  We  know  on  the  best  authority  that  the  division  of 
Lincolnshire  into  hundreds,  each  assessed  at  twelve  carucates  to  the  geld, 
was  carried  out  consistently  throughout  the  county.     Of  an  odd  two 
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carucates  in  Pickworth  we  are  definitely  told  that  '  these  are  not  in  the 
'  tale  {in  numero)  of  any  hundred,  nor  have  they  their  like  in  Lincoln- 
'  shire  (26/53).' 

It  is  hard  to  say  exactly  what  part  these  hundreds  played  in  the  life 
of  the  county,  or  what  is  the  origin  of  their  curious  name.  A  passage 
which  is  inserted  between  the  descriptions  of  Lincoln  and  Stamford 
proves  at  the  least  their  importance.  '  If  the  peace  given  by  the  king's 
'  hand  and  seal  be  broken  it  is  emended  by  eighteen  hundreds.  Each 
'  hundred  pays  eight  pounds.  Twelve  hundreds  pay  to  the  king,  and  six 
'to  the  earl.'  These  hundreds  were  therefore  combined  in  large  groups 
to  pay  the  fine  incurred  by  an  aggravated  offence  against  the  king's  peace. 
This  in  turn  suggests  that  they  may  have  discharged  police  and  judicial 
functions.  Of  this  however  nothing  is  at  present  known.  But  these 
hundreds  are  so  closely  connected  with  the  assessment  to  the  king's  geld 
that  we  may  fairly  assume  that  the  system  of  which  they  are  a  part  was 
intended  to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  taxes.  It  was  a  highly 
artificial  system.  We  can  just  see  that  the  hundreds  were  not  all 
continuous  stretches  of  land.  A  carucate  might  be  taken  from  one 
village  assessed  too  highly  to  fit  into  a  local  group  rated  at  twelve 
carucates  and  be  added  to  another  group  to  bring  up  its  assessment  to  the 
neat,  inevitable,  total.  No  convincing  explanation  has  yet  been  given  of 
the  application  of  the  name  hundred  of  these  curious  local  divisions. 
They  may  have  received  this  name  because  they  were  felt  in  some  way 
to  resemble  the  hundreds  of  southern  England.  If  so,  their  function  in 
matters  of  police  and  local  government  might  safely  be  assumed.  At 
present,  their  existence  can  only  be  noted  as  one  of  the  many  features 
which  give  a  special  character  to  the  Domesday  survey  of  the  counties 
of  the  northern  Danelaw. 

In  almost  every  entry,  the  essential  statement  of  the  property  to  the 
geld  is  followed  by  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  plough-teams  that  could 
be  employed  upon  it.  Few  of  the  questions  which  arise  in  the  study  of 
Domesday  terminology  are  more  difficult  than  the  interpretation  to  be 
put  upon  this  estimate.  In  some  counties,  Bedfordshire  is  one,  the 
words  '  There  is  land  for  x  teams  '  can  be  taken  to  mean  precisely  what 
they  say.  They  record  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  teams  for  which 
work  would  be  found  if  the  land  were  cultivated  to  its  fullest  capacity. 
In  effect,  they  tell  the  king's  financial  officers  whether  the  land  will  bear 
heavier  taxation  than  is  already  laid  upon  it.  This  is  what  the  king's 
officers  really  wanted  to  know.  In  Northamptonshire,  which  had 
recently  enjoyed  a  reduction  of  its  assessment  to  the  geld,  the  information 
was  given  by  a  statement  of  the  older,  higher,  assessment  which  the  land 
had  borne.  It  is  highly  probable  that  the  same  course  was  followed  in 
Nottinghamshire.  So  long  as  the  answer  was  relevant  to  the  purpose  of 
the  inquirv  it  did  not  much  matter  at  the  time  in  what  form  it  was  cast. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  Lincolnshire  there  is  often  something  artificial 
about  this  form.  In  many  entries  the  number  of  estimated  teamlands  is 
exactly  equal  to  the  number  of  geldable  carucates.  In  the  soke  of 
Ruskington,  for  example,  Ruskington  itself,  Dorrington.  Digby,  and 
Rowston,  are  each  assessed  at  12  carucates,  and  are  each  estimated  to 
contain  land  for  exactly  12  teams.  The  6  geldable  carucates  at  An  wick 
and  Dunsby  near  Cranwell  are  each  balanced  by  6  estimated  teamlands. 
At  Brauncewell  and  Rauceby  there  were  parcels  of  sokeland  assessed 
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respectively  at  9  carucates  2  bovates  and  at  6  carucates  2^  bovates,  and 
in  each  case  there  was  considered  to  be  land  for  the  same  number  of 
teams  and  oxen.  On  this  great  estate  it  is  only  at  '  the  other  Rauceby  ' 
and  at  Evedon  that  the  coincidence  between  assessment  and  estimate  is 
broken. 

This  coincidence  becomes  more  striking  when  it  can  be  shown  to 
occur  in  every  entry  relating  to  a  village  under  divided  lordship  : 
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These  figures  prove  that  the  Lincolnshire  teamland  was  not  a  measure 
of  area.  In  these  examples,  the  teamlands  must  be  as  artificial  as  the 
carucates  of  assessment,  with  which  they  coincide.  The  jurors  seem,  in 
effect,  to  be  saying  that  the  assessments  of  these  villages  correspond  to 
their  arable  capacity.  They  are  not  putting  forward  any  plea  for  a 
reduction  of  assessment,  but  they  are  making  no  admissions  which  might 
be  held  to  justify  an  increase.  The  numerous  cases  in  which  the 
assessment  of  an  estate  is  followed  immediately  by  the  statement  that 
there  is  land  for  the  same  mumber  of  teams  or  oxen  produce  the  same 
impression.  '  In  Creeton  Fredgist  and  Brictmar  had  12  bovates  and  2 
'  thirds  of  2  bovates  assessed  to  the  geld.  There  is  land  for  as  many 
'  oxen.'  These  words  were  not  meant  to  be  taken  literally,  but  they  told 
the  commissioners  all  that  they  were  really  interested  to  know. 

On  the  other  hand,  Domesday  shows  clearly  that  many  Lincolnshire 
villages  were  under-assessed.  Where  the  discrepancy  between  the 
carucates  and  bovates  on  which  geld  was  paid  and  the  teamlands  and 
oxgangs  of  the  open  fields  was  sufficiently  great  the  jurors  will  often 
estimate  their  teamlands  at  precisely  double  the  carucates  of  assessment. 
'  In  Rothwell  Rolf  had  13  bovates  and  a  half  and  the  third  part  of  one 
'  bovate  assessed  to  the  geld.  There  is  twice  as  much  land  for  ploughing 
'  (Terra  dupliciter  ad  arandtim).'  More  often  in  such  cases  the  number 
of  teamlands  is  expressed  in  figures  : 
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Here,  again,  it  is  evident  that  the  jurors  were  making  an  estimate 
instead  of  recording  facts.  They  were  also  saving  themselves  trouble. 
When  a  village  was  greatly  under-assessed,  it  was  much  easier  to  say  that 
it  contained  two  bovates  of  arable  for  every  bovate  on  which  it  paid  geld 
than  to  make  a  careful  estimate  of  the  land  that  then  was,  or  might 
thereafter  come,  under  the  plough.  Moreover  it  was  not  always  possible 
to  say  how  many  real  teamlands  or  oxgangs  belonged  to  the  several 
estates  within  a  village.  A  hundred  years  after  the  date  of  Domesday, 
the  men  of  Willoughton  could  not  distinguish  the  teamlands  of  Simon  de 
Canci  from  those  of  Roger  de  Buslei  {Feodary  of  the  Templars,  see 
Monasltcon  Anglicanunu  vii,  827).  The  king's  commissioners  were  satisfied 
with  round  figures.  They  learned  that  the  village  in  question  was 
assessed  very  materially  below  its  arable  capacity,  and  they  would  have 
learned  nothing  more  useful  from  a  series  of  detailed  estimates.  The 
jurors,  on  their  part,  dared  not  return  an  estimate  which  was  flagrantly  at 
variance  with  fact.  Other  juries  might  contradict  them,  and  throughout 
the  Middle  Ages  a  jury  suffered  heavily  when  it  was  convicted  of  a  false 
verdict. 

Nevertheless  the  evidence  for  the  conventional  character  of  the 
Lincolnshire  teamland  should  not  be  exaggerated.  It  is  only  conclusive 
when  every  entry  relating  to  a  village  under  divided  lordship  reveals  the 
same  ratio  between  the  carucates  of  assessment  and  the  teamlands. 
There  are  many  cases  in  which  no  such  ratio  is  observed  : 
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Here,  at  least,  there  is  no  valid  reason  to  doubt  that  the  teamlands 
represent  a  genuine  estimate  of  the  existing  arable.  These  figures  clash 
sharply  with  the  neat  ratios  shown  by  the  tables  relating  to  Burgh 
le  Marsh  or  Goxhill.  The  discrepancy  makes  it  impossible  to  give 
a  comprehensive  definition  of  the  Lincolnshire  teamland,  but  it  is  not  in 
itself  remarkable.  To  compel  a  large  number  of  local  juries  to  adopt  an 
identical  principle  in  framing  a  series  of  estimates  was  beyond  the  power 
of  any  eleventh  century  government.  The  Domesday  commissioners  did 
not  attempt  the  impossible. 

From  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  it  appears  that  the  number  of 
teams  working  within  a  village  was  often  in  excess  of  the  number  of 
teamlands  which  it  was  reputed  to  contain.  On  earl  Hugh's  sokeland  in 
Swaby,  Belleau,  South  Thoresby,  Claythorpe,  and  Tothill,  which  was 
estimated  at  i8  teamlands,  46  sokemen,  22  villeins,  and  38  bordars,  had 
31  teams.  Cases  like  this  are  common.  Whatever  their  explanation 
may  be,  they  show  that  the  Lincolnshire  teamlands  were  estimates  of  the 
land  actually  under  the  plough,  without  reference  to  the  possibility  of 
creating  new  teamlands  by  breaking  up  waste.  At  Potter  Hanworth, 
where  there  was  considered  to  be  land  for  6  teams,  Walter  de  Aincurt 
had  2  teams  in  demesne  ;  9  sokemen,  22  villeins,  and  11  bordars  had  9^ 
teams,  a  knight  had  2  teams  and  2  villeins  with  half  a  team.  The  jurors 
who  said  that  there  was  land  for  6  teams  in  this  village  were  obviously 
making  no  allowance  for  the  fresh  teamlands  that  might  be  formed  by 
bringing  stretches  of  the  Heath  into  cultivation.  In  part,  at  least,  it  is 
probable  that  the  explanation  of  this  excess  of  teams  over  teamlands  lies 
in  the  social  condition  of  the  county.  It  may  well  have  been  that  the 
free  peasants  of  Lincolnshire  were  actually  keeping  up  more  teams  than 
would  have  been  required  under  a  more  efficient — a  manorial — system  of 
local  economy.  Moreover,  the  establishment  of  new  demesne  farms 
after  the  Conquest  must  often  have  disturbed  the  traditional  balance  of 
teamlands  and  teams.  The  village  of  Sibsey,  a  member  of  the  soke  of 
Bolingbroke,  was  assessed  at  6  carucates  and  estimated  to  contain  6 
teamlands.  The  men  of  the  village  had  6  teams  among  them,  but  Ivo 
Taillebois,  the  new  lord,  had  also  a  demesne  team  of  his  own.  The  lord's 
team  appears  here  very  plainly  as  an  innovation.  In  this  and  in  similar 
cases  it  should  not  be  assumed  that  the  creation  of  new  demesne  was 
accompanied  by  the  cultivation  of  new  lands.  In  most  cases,  the  new 
home  farm  must  have  arisen  on  ancient  arable.  Its  establishment  meant 
the  employment  of  new  teams  without  any  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  the  village  teamlands. 

In  the  description  of  a  normal  manor,  the  enumeration  of  the  teams 
upon  the  lord's  demesne  is  followed  by  an  enumeration  of  the  teams 
possessed  by  the  men  belonging  to  the  estate — the  sokemen,  villeins,  and 
bordars  :  '  Ivo  has  2  teams  there  in  demesne,  and  2  villeins  and  11  sokemen 
'and  I  bordar  with  2  teams'  (14/22).  Domesday  makes  no  attempt  to 
distinguish  between  the  teams  possessed  by  the  members  of  these  three 
classes  of  men,  and  concise  entries  like  this  obscure  the  important  fact 
that  the  ordinary  bordar  owned  no  plough  beasts.  He  was  a  cottager, 
with  at  most  some  five  acres  of  arable,  gaining  his  living  as  a  hired 
labourer,  or  by  the  exercise  of  some  craft.  He  might  be  a  smith, 
carpenter,  or  wheelwright  ;  he  must  often  have  been  a  herdsman,  but  he 
can  rarely  have  contributed  an  ox  to  a  co-operative  plough  team.     It 
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follows  that  the  bordars  should  be  left  out  of  the  reckoning  when  it  is 
attempted  to  estimate  the  number  of  plough  beasts  possessed  by  the 
average  member  of  a  village  community.  This  number  was  remarkably 
small.  It  is  indeed  possible  to  find  a  Lincolnshire  sokeman  with  an 
entire  plough  team.  At  Ashby  near  Bottesford,  a  sokeman  had  a  plough 
team  and  three  acres  of  underwood  (8/26)  ;  at  Scopwick,  a  sokeman  had 
a  team  and  four  acres  of  meadow  (61/8).  Such  cases  are  rare.  Upon 
an  average,  a  Lincolnshire  villein  or  sokeman  of  1086  possessed  two  oxen, 
the  quarter  of  a  full  team.  At  Dorrington,  28  sokemen,  and  8  bordars 
who  should  be  omitted  from  the  calculation,  had  7  teams  (64/3).  At 
Scothorne,  St.  Peter  had  32  sokemen  having  8  teams  (8/2).  At  Little 
Ponton,  8  sokemen,  12  villeins,  and  3  bordars — the  last  again  to  be 
ignored — had  5  teams  (56/7).  Many  Lincolnshire  peasants  were  still  less 
well  provided  with  oxen.  At  Whitton,  for  example,  10  villeins,  4  bordars, 
and  30  sokemen,  had  only  5  teams  among  them  (21/1).  At  Snarford,  4 
sokemen  had  half  a  team  (35/17).  Many  other  passages  show  the  sokemen 
and  villeins  upon  an  estate  possessing  upon  the  average  only  one  ox 
apiece.  Sometimes  it  is  even  impossible  to  allow  one  ox  to  each 
enumerated  peasant.  At  Thrunsco,  5  villeins  had  one  ox  amongst  them 
(14/6).  At  Stickford  in  Bolingbroke  soke.  28  sokemen  and  2  villeins  had 
only  3  teams  (14/77)  !  ^^  Alvingham  in  Gayton  soke,  14  sokemen,  7  villeins, 
and  5  bordars  had  only  two  (1/88).  In  these  cases,  and  in  many  others, 
two  or  more  villeins  or  sokemen  must  have  combined  to  find  an  ox  for  a 
common  team.  Even  where  Domesday  reveals  a  neat  ratio  between  the 
number  of  villeins  and  sokemen  and  the  number  of  their  teams,  it  should 
not  be  assumed  that  each  enumerated  peasant  possessed  the  same 
number  of  oxen.  Round  totals  and  neat  quotients  may  conceal  much 
real  variety,  and  a  Lincolnshire  village  of  1086  may  have  contained  both 
large  and  small  farmers  as  its  successor  contains  them  today.  Some 
such  conclusion  follows  indeed  inevitably  from  the  Domesday  descriptions 
of  the  several  estates  in  a  village  under  divided  lordship.  There  are,  for 
example,  three  entries  in  Domesday  relating  to  Harpswell.  In  the  first, 
6  sokemen  have  2^  teams,  or  twenty  oxen  (1/42)  ;  in  the  second,  5 
sokemen  and  i  villein  have  6  oxen  (2/27) ;  in  the  third,  13  villeins  have  3 
teams  or  24  oxen  (28/11).  Nevertheless,  when  all  allowance  has  been 
made  for  variations  masked  by  succinct  statistics  it  may  safely  be  said 
that  the  ordinary  Lincolnshire  sokeman  and  villein — for  in  this  respect 
there  was  no  material  difference  between  these  classes — was  a  man  of 
two  or  three  oxen. 

This  conclusion  is  more  important  than  might  at  first  appear.  It 
proves  that  the  remarkable  independence  which  distinguished  the 
sokemen  among  the  Lincolnshire  peasantry  of  the  eleventh  century  was 
not  the  result  of  any  superior  economic  position.  There  were  many 
southern  villages  in  which  the  average  villein  possessed  more  oxen  than 
the  average  Lincolnshire  sokemen.  In  Oxfordshire,  for  example,  16 
villeins  with  8  bordars  at  Mapledurham  had  16  teams  ;  22  villeins  with 
5  bordars  at  Watlington  had  11  teams  ;  19  villeins  with  10  bordars  at 
Kingham  had  12  teams.  Here,  as  in  Lincolnshire,  the  bordars  are  not 
likely  to  have  possessed  plough  oxen.  The  Lincolnshire  sokemen  as  a 
class  had  inherited  their  independence  from  their  predecessors,  the 
Danish  invaders  of  the  ninth  century,  and  the  facts  which  have  just  been 
quoted  are  in  their  way  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  the   Danish 
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settlement.  The  existence  of  a  large  class  of  peasants  who  maintained 
their  personal  independence  with  a  very  modest  agricultural  equipment 
proves  that  this  settlement  was  not  merely  the  establishment  of  a  few 
Danish  chiefs  over  a  subject  English  population.  It  was  also  a  settlement 
of  the  men  of  the  Danish  army  among  the  people  whom  they  had 
conquered. 

Among  the  miscellaneous  sources  of  manorial  revenue,  mills  were 
the  most  important.     Domesday  gives  no  direct  information  as  to  the 
way  in  which  these  mills  came  into  being,  but  it  suggests  that  in  most 
cases  some  earlier  lord  of  a  village  has  built  its  mills.     Of  a  village  mill 
erected  by  the  men  of  a  village  community  there  is  no  evidence  in  the 
Lincolnshire  Domesday.     On  the  other  hand,  the  value  of  a  mill  to  its 
owner  is  often  measured  in  a  way  which  suggests  a  somewhat  remote 
origin  for  the  owner's  rights.     In  many  cases,  the  value  of  a  mill  is  set 
down  at  sixteen  pence,  or  at  some  multiple  of  this  sum.     At  Walesby  and 
Otby  there  was  a  mill  rendering  i6  pence  (14/13) ;  at  Kexby,  there  was 
another  (26/22).     At  Bilhngborough,  a  mill  rendered  5  shillings  and  4 
pence  (26/36)  ;   at  Normanby  by  Spital,  two  mills  rendered  the  same 
amount  (14/18).     At  Great  Sturton,  a  mill  rendered  10  shillings  and  8 
pence  (29/1).     At  Donington  on  Bain,  two  mills  rendered  17  shillings  and 
4  pence  ;  and  the  two  mills  at  Belchford  were  worth  sixteen  pence  more 
than  this  (14/50,  14/45).     ^t  Kirkby  Green  and  Scopwick,  there  were  four 
mills  rendering  21  shillings  and  4  pence  (31/14)  ;   and  at  Claxby  and 
Normanby  the  quarter  of  a  mill  rendered  8  pence  (30/36).     These  figures 
are  interesting  because  sixteen  pence  was  the  value  of  the  ora,  or  ounce  of 
silver,   a   denomination   introduced   into    England   under    Scandinavian 
influence.     The  recurrence  of  this  unit  suggests  very  strongly  that  the 
yearly  render  of  a  mill  was  often  a  traditional  sum.     Documents  of  the 
twelfth  century  will  sometimes  show  a  miller,  on  taking  over  a  mill, 
pledging  his  faith  to  pay  his  lord  the  yearly  sum  required  from  him,  and 
it  may  safely  be  assumed  that  a  similar  practice  existed  in  the  time  before 
the  Conquest.     The  same  ancient  unit  of  account  was  often  used  to 
measure  the  yearly  render  which  a  lord  derived  from  his  salt-pans.     At 
Bicker,  Guy  de  Craon  had  a  salt-pan  rendering  16  pence  (57/44) ;    at 
Stenning   in   Bicker,    Robert   de   Veci   had   two    salt-pans  rendering  2 
shillings  and  8  pence  (37/6)  ;    at  Wainfleet,  two  salt-pans  rendered  16 
pence  to  Eudo  son  of  Spirewic  (29/20)  ;  and  a  single  pan  rendered  8 
pence  to  a  man  of  Gocelin  son  of  Lambert  (28/41).     Here,  again,  it  is 
probable  that  the  figures  recorded  by   Domesday  represent  payments 
which  had  already  been  established  for  many  years. 

Like  a  mill,  a  church  was  usually  a  source  of  profit  to  some  owner. 
Domesday  gives  no  complete  list  of  churches,  and  rarely  assigns  a  value 
to  those  which  it  mentions,  but  there  is  no  mistaking  the  significance  of 
the  numerous  entries  which  record  that  some  fraction  of  a  church 
belonged  to  this  or  that  manor.  At  Scremby,  the  quarter  of  half  a  church 
was  attached  to  a  small  parcel  of  sokeland  belonging  to  a  manor  in  West 
Keal  (29/13).  In  the  single  village  of  Threckingham  there  were  two 
separate  churches,  and  each  of  them  was  much  divided.  The  Bishop  of 
Durham  possessed  a  twelfth  of  a  church  of  St.  Peter,  and  a  sixth  of  a 
church  of  St.  Mary,  with  a  sixth  of  four  bovates  which  belonged  to  it 
(3/55)-  Odo  the  arblaster  had  the  sixth  of  St.  Peter's  church,  and  the 
third   of   St.    Mary's,   with   the   third   part   of   its   four   bovates   (48/7). 
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Ulviet,  a  king's  thegn,  had  a  twelfth  of  St.  Peter's  church  and  a  sixth  of 
St.  Mary's  with  a  sixth  of  its  four  bovates  (67/11).  Of  the  remaining  two 
thirds  of  St.  Peter's  church  and  the  remaining  third  of  St.  Mary's, 
Domesday  tells  nothing.  But  it  shows  clearly  enough  that  the  remarkable 
arrangement  which  it  records  was  the  result  of  the  partition  of  an  estate 
in  such  a  way  that  one  person,  whose  share  had  passed  to  Odo  the 
arblaster,  had  acquired  as  much  land  as  two  other  persons  who  shared  in 
the  division.  It  shows,  therefore,  that  the  division  of  a  property  implied 
a  corresponding  division  of  the  profits  which  might  come  to  an  owner 
from  the  church  or  churches  built  upon  it.  Many  similar  cases  may  be 
explained  in  this  way.  In  others,  the  division  of  the  church — or  rather 
of  its  profits — must  have  existed  from  the  very  time  of  its  foundation. 
When  two  or  more  lords  contributed  equally  towards  the  building  of  a 
church  and  the  endowment  of  a  priest,  all  were  held  entitled  to  share 
equally  in  the  ensuing  profits.  When  a  lord  built  a  church  at  his  own 
cost,  it  became  his  church,  and  it  was  long  before  the  representatives  of 
the  founder  were  compelled,  mainly  by  episcopal  pressure,  to  assign  a 
definite  portion  of  the  revenues  of  the  church  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
priest  who  served  it.  Even  if  the  men  of  a  village  combined  to  build 
and  endow  a  church,  it  would  be  hard  for  them  to  retain  an  interest  in  its 
profits.  The  legal  ideas  of  the  eleventh  century  did  not  include  the 
conception  of  a  rural  community  which  could  present  a  priest  for 
institution  to  a  benefice  and  make  a  collective  bargain  with  him. 
Inevitably  in  such  cases  the  church  would  pass  into  the  power  of  the 
several  lords  of  the  village,  if  the  village  were  under  divided  lordship. 
For  centuries,  the  history  of  a  Lincolnshire  church  might  be  influenced 
by  the  results  of  this  primitive  individualism.  In  the  sixteenth  century  it 
is  still  possible  to  trace  the  six  portions  into  which  the  church  of 
Brocklesby  had  been  divided  in  the  time  of  Henry  II,  and  the  division 
of  Brocklesby  church  amongst  its  several  patrons  answers  precisely  to 
the  division  of  Brocklesby  village  between  the  various  lords  who  had 
authority  there  in  1086. 

The  remaining  sources  of  revenue  raise  few  difiicult  questions. 
Something  should  however  be  said  of  the  figures  which  express  the  total 
value  of  an  estate  in  1066  and  in  1086.  They  are  generally  round 
figures — even  numbers  of  shillings  in  the  case  of  the  smaller  estates,  even 
numbers  of  pounds  in  the  case  of  the  greater.  Some  of  the  exceptions  to 
this  rule  are  only  apparent.  In  1066,  a  small  manor  in  Blyborough  had 
been  worth  26  shillings  and  8  pence — in  round  figures,  20  orce  (14/16). 
Stow  St.  Mary  and  Barrow  on  Humberwere  each  valued  at  £^2  in  1066. 
£-^2  is  the  same  as  48  orw  of  16  pence.  To  a  Lincolnshire  man  of 
Edward  the  Confessor's  time,  practised  in  reckoning  by  twelves  and 
sixteens,  these  were  neat,  round,  figures.  The  roundness  of  these 
figures  makes  it  impossible  to  suppose  that  the  values  which  Domesday 
assigns  to  a  manor  represent  the  sum  of  the  yearly  payments  made  and 
the  customary  services  done,  to  its  lord.  In  many  cases  they  are 
doubtless  estimates  of  the  sum  which  would  be  paid  yearly  by  a  lessee  of 
the  estate.  In  others,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  jurors  are  returning 
as  the  value  of  the  property  the  sum  that  is  actually  being  paid  each  year 
to  its  lord  by  the  person  who  is  holding  it  of  him  in  farm.  In  the  case 
of  Westborough  (64/15),  for  example,  it  is  likely  that  Geoffrey  Alselin  was 
receiving  each  year  from  some  lessee  the  £2^  which  Domesday  returns 
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as  the  value  of  the  manor.  Some  such  explanation  is  required  to 
account  for  the  frequent  appearance  in  Domesday  of  a  sum  called  a 
'  tailla '  beside  the  sum  which  represents  the  '  value  '  of  an  estate  in  1086. 
The  great  manor  of  Folkingham  was  '  worth  '  £40,  but  also  produced  a 
'tailla'  of  ;^5o  (24/82).  This  'tailla'  should  not  be  identified  with  the 
taillage  of  later  medieval  custom — the  sum  exacted  by  a  lord  from  his 
unfree  tenants.  In  1086,  large  payments  were  being  exacted  by  way  of 
'  tailla '  from  manors  which  contained  only  an  insignificant  proportion  of 
villein  peasants.  The  '  tailla  '  should  rather  be  regarded  as  a  sum  of 
money  paid  directly  to  the  lord,  by  both  free  and  unfree  tenants,  and 
standing  outside  the  sum  for  which  the  lessees  of  the  manor  answered  to 
him.  It  is  impossible  to  distinguish  between  the  various  kinds  of  render 
combined  in  this  general  payment,  but  in  most  cases  they  must  have 
included  the  sums  which  a  lord's  free  tenants  were  bound  by  custom  to 
pay  him  yearly  as  an  acknowledgement  of  his  superiority.  It  is  a  rare 
exception  when,  as  at  Owston  and  Haxey  (63/6,  7),  '  tailla  '  was  taken  from 
a  manor  which  included  no  peasants  above  the  villein  class. 

It  is  impossible  to  discuss  the  statements  of  value  which  occur  in 
Domesday  without  introducing  the  word  'manor'  into  the  discussion. 
Nevertheless  it  is  difficult  to  attach  a  definite  meaning  to  the  Domesday 
manor.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  the  word  maneriinn — representing 
the  French  nianoir — was  imported  into  England  by  Norman  clerks,  and 
employed  by  them  in  Domesday  with  little  regard  for  diversities  of  local 
usage.  It  was  long  before  the  word  found  its  way  into  common 
employment  in  Lincolnshire.  It  is  rarely  used,  for  example,  in  Lincoln- 
shire private  charters  of  the  twelfth  century.  Fundamentally,  the  word 
means  no  more  than  dwelling,  or  residence.  Originally,  it  can  have 
carried  few  if  any  seignorial  associations,  but  already  by  the  date 
of  Domesday  it  seems  to  have  become  specialised  to  denote  the  dwelling 
of  a  man  of  higher  standing  than  his  neighbours — a  man  in  a  position  to 
exact  payments  and  services  from  the  peasants  around  him.  It  had  thus 
acquired  very  much  the  sense  of  the  Old  English  heafod  boll,  a  compound 
which  passed  into  later  law  through  the  translation  capilale  mesiiagium, 
'  chief  messuage,'  but  before  the  Conquest  had  commonly  denoted 
the  dwelling  of  a  thegn  or  other  high  important  local  person.  Naturally, 
it  is  hard  to  define  so  indefinite  a  word.  It  covered  earl  Hugh's  enormous 
estate  of  Greetham,  with  members  in  thirty-five  villages,  and  also  Outi's 
tenement  in  Hibaldstow,  rated  at  2  bovates,  valued  at  2  shillings,  and 
cultivated  by  a  lord — if  the  word  is  appropriate- — who  possessed  one 
ox  (68/33).  ^t  is  unwise  to  read  into  Domesday  Book  the  highly 
organised  manor  of  the  later  middle  ages,  with  its  court,  its  free  tenants, 
its  economy  resting  on  the  labour  of  serfs,  and  its  staff  of  officers. 
Already  in  1086  estates  of  this  type  must  have  arisen  even  in  Lincoln- 
shire, but  the  conception  of  the  Domesday  manor  was  not  derived  from 
them. 

The  man  whose  house  the  local  juries  distinguished  as  a  manor 
must  in  some  way  have  differed  from  the  men  around  him.  The 
difference  cannot  always  have  consisted  in  his  greater  wealth.  Many 
peasants  must  have  held  more  land  and  owned  more  oxen  than  Outi  of 
Hibaldstow.  It  is  far  more  probable  that  the  distinction  was  a  matter  of 
personal  rank.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  most  of  the  men  who 
were  possessed  of  '  manors  '  in  1066  were  thegns,  with  a  thegn's  wergild 
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of  1200  shillings,  and  the  power  which  contemporary  law  gave  to  athegn 
of  swearing  a  weighty  oath  on  behalf  of  his  men  involved  in  legal  process. 
The  Lincolnshire  Domesday  contains  little  evidence  bearing  directly 
upon  this  point.  The  Nottinghamshire  Domesday  is  occasionally  more 
explicit.  "In  Grove  Alwi  and  Osmund  had  4^  bovates  assessed  to  the 
'  geld  ....  In  Headon  Godric  and  six  other  thegns  had  each  his  hall, 
'  and  8  bovates  assessed  to  the  geld  amongst  them  .  .  .  .  In  West  Markham 
'  Godric  had  4  bovates  assessed  to  the  geld  ' — these  passages,  which  do 
not  stand  alone,  create  a  strong  impression  that  the  normal  possessor 
of  a  manor  was  a  thegn.  There  is  only  one  passage  in  the  Lincolnshire 
Domesday  which  runs  definitely  counter  to  this  impression.  '  In  Est 
'  depinge  ....  habuit  sanctus  Petrus  de  Burgo  v  soc'  super  v  maneria  de 
'  ii  carucatis  terre  et  vi  bouatis  ad  geldum  '  (51/3).  If  the  soc'  of  this  entry 
is  extended  into  soctnannos  it  can  only  be  translated  '  In  East  Deeping 
'  St.  Peter  had  five  sokemen  upon  five  manors  assessed  at  2  carucates  and 
'  6  bovates,'  and  it  will  afford  a  clear  case  of  sokemen  occupying  manors 
before  the  Conquest.  Even  so,  the  entry  will  remain  as  exceptional  in 
form  as  it  is  in  matter.  If  the  abbreviated  soc'  is  extended  into  socam,  and 
the  first  V  is  rejected  as  an  anticipation  of  the  second,  the  entry 
will  read  '  St.  Peter  had  soke  over  five  manors,'  and  its  interpretation 
will  present  no  difficulty.  In  any  case,  the  difficulties  raised  by  a  single 
exceptional  entry  do  not  cancel  the  impression  created  by  a  long 
succession  of  normal  entries  that  the  essential  part  of  a  Lincolnshire 
manor  of  1066  had  been  a  thegn's  house. 

The  problems  presented  by  the  Domesday  berewick  are  different 
from  those  which  attend  consideration  of  the  Domesday  manor.  For 
one  thing,  '  berewick '  is  an  English  word.  The  Old  English  here  wic 
meant  originally  a  place  where  barley  is  stored,  then,  by  natural 
development,  a  grange,  or  outlying  portion  of  an  estate.  The  common 
place  name  Berwick  descends  from  the  employment  of  the  word  in  this 
sense.  The  berewick  of  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  is  a  detached 
portion  of  a  manor.  It  might  consist  of  an  entire  village — the  whole 
village  of  Hundon  formed  a  berewick  of  Caistor — or  of  a  single  bovate  ; 
its  inhabitants  might  be  many  or  few.  In  any  case,  the  soil  of  the 
berewick  was  considered  to  belong  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  which  it 
formed  a  part.  A  few  valuable  passages  early  in  the  Lincolnshire 
Domesday  prove  that  another  Old  English  word,  '  inland  '  was  inter- 
changeable with  the  more  usual  berewick.  The  entry  which  records 
that  of  7  carucates  in  Great  Gonerby  3  were  inland  and  4  sokeland  of 
Grantham  is  distinguished  in  the  margin  by  the  letters  S,  for  Soca,  and 
B,  for  Berewick  (i/io).  So  is  the  following  entry,  which  states  that  9 
carucates  in  Harlaxton  were  sokeland  and  3  belonged  to  the  hall  of 
Grantham.  These  passages  emphasise  the  lord's  ownership  of  the  soil 
of  the  berewick.  They  also  mark  the  fundamental  contrast  between  the 
berewick,  a  detached  property  belonging  to  the  lord  of  a  greater  estate, 
and  the  sokeland  annexed  to  a  manor,  of  which  the  soil  belonged  to  the 
men  who  were  settled  upon  it. 

For  the  lord's  rights  over  his  sokeland  were  far  from  amounting 
to  ownership.  In  the  twelfth  century,  and  probably  also  in  the  eleventh, 
he  held  a  court  for  the  men  who  dwelt  upon  his  sokeland,  did 
justice  between  them,  and  took  its  profits.  He  undoubtedly  received 
payments   from    them,    in    money   or   in   kind.       He    may    sometimes 
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have  required  them  to  assist  in  the  repair  of  the  house  which  was  the 
centre  of  the  manor,  and  there  is  good  evidence  that  before  the  Conquest 
they  had  helped  him  to  perform  the  mihtary  service  which  was  due  from 
the  estate.  An  important  passage  in  an  entry  relating  to  Somerby  near 
Grantham  runs.  '  This  sokeland  was  such  that  it  used  to  render  nothing, 
'  but  used  to  help  in  the  king's  host  on  land  and  at  sea  '  (57/43).  A  lord 
cannot  have  exacted  any  onerous  labour  service  from  the  tenants  of  his 
sokeland  unless  they  happened  to  live  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  the  manor  house,  and  sokeland  often  lay  very  remote  from  tlie 
manorial  centre.  Information  which  comes  from  the  twelfth  and  later 
centuries  shews  conclusively  that  the  tenant  seated  upon  sokeland  was 
then  united  to  the  chief  manor  by  two  principal  ties — the  customary 
rent  which  he  was  bound  to  pay,  and  the  duty  of  attending  the  manorial 
court.  This  statement  would  undoubtedly  be  true  if  it  were  made  in 
regard  to  the  eleventh  century,  although  Domesday  tells  nothing  of 
manorial  courts,  and  little  as  to  the  rents  which  were  being  exacted  from 
the  individual  tenants  of  sokeland. 

Much  sokeland  lay  within  the  confines  of  the  manor  to  which  it 
belonged.  '  In  Tathwell  earl  Harold  had  5  carucates  of  land  assessed  to 
'  the  geld  ....  Two  carucates  are  sokeland  '  (13/28).  On  such  an  estate, 
the  tenants  of  sokeland  may  well  have  done  a  certain  amount  of  labour 
service  upon  the  lord's  demesne — may,  in  particular,  have  done  customary 
works  there  in  hay-time  and  harvest.  More  important  and  more 
interesting  is  the  type  of  estate  which  consisted  of  a  manor  with 
dependent  parcels  of  sokeland  scattered  over  a  number  of  villages.  The 
sokeland  of  Wragby  lay  in  ten  villages,  that  of  Folkingham  in  twenty-hve, 
that  of  Belchford  in  twelve.  It  is  estates  of  this  type  to  which  the  word 
'  soke  '  is  properly  applied.  They  are  by  no  means  confined  to  Lincoln- 
shire. In  Leicestershire,  the  soke  of  Melton  Mowbray  included  nine 
members  ;  in  Nottinghamshire,  the  bishop  of  Lincoln's  soke  of  Newark 
included  sixteen.  Many  of  the  sokes  described  by  Domesday  were 
destined  to  survive  for  centuries.  The  soke  of  Peterborough  is  not  yet 
absorbed  into  Northamptonshire.  It  is  easy  to  find  medieval  reference  to 
the  Lincolnshire  sokes  of  Kirton  in  Lindsey,  Caistor,  Gayton,  Horncastle, 
Bolingbroke,  Waltham,  Belchford,  Greetham,  and  Grantham.  Within 
these  great  estates,  the  tenants  displayed  remarkable  tenacity  in  the 
conservation  of  the  privileges  and  customs  of  the  soke.  It  is  more 
remarkable  that  many  of  the  smaller  sokes  of  Domesday,  which  are 
never  mentioned  in  the  great  feudal  records  of  the  next  centuries,  are 
sometimes  revealed  as  in  being  by  some  phrase  in  an  obscure  private 
charter.  Walter  de  Aincurt's  soke  of  Branston,  for  example,  extended 
into  only  four  villages  (31/12- 14).  It  was  not  the  sort  of  estate  which 
would  be  expected  to  offer  much  resistance  to  the  forces  which  were  to 
convert  many  sokes  into  groups  of  compact  manors.  Nevertheless,  the 
grandson  of  the  Domesday  lord  of  Branston,  when  granting  a  toft  in 
Scopwick  to  Thurgarton  priory,  thought  it  wise  to  record  that  the 
sitting  tenants  of  this  toft  rendered  two  pence  yearly  ad  socam  dc 
Braiincelona  (Southwell  Cathedral  MSS.,  Thurgarton  Cartulary,  i.  133). 
It  is  easy  to  under-estimate  the  part  which  the  soke  played  in  the  social 
and  economic  life  of  Lincolnshire  and  the  adjacent  counties  in  the  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  centuries. 
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On  a  normal  soke,  the  majority  of  the  population  recorded  by 
Domesday  consisted  of  men  who  are  described  as  sokemen.  The  word 
is  English,  though  it  is  not  often  found  before  the  Conquest.  By 
derivation,  it  denotes  a  man  who  is  under  an  obligation  to  '  seek  '  some 
other  person.  By  the  date  of  Domesday  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  it 
had  come  to  denote  a  man  bound  to  seek  a  lord,  to  do  suit  at  his  court, 
to  render  payments  to  him.  It  is  necessary  to  use  indefinite  words  like 
these  for,  to  judge  from  later  evidence,  the  sokeman's  duty  to  his  lord 
varied  greatly  between  different  estates.  In  the  twelfth  century,  there 
was  a  wide  difference  between  the  sokemen  of  Gayton  soke,  with  few 
burdens  beyond  rent  and  suit  of  court,  and  the  abbot  of  Peterborough's 
sokemen  of  Scotter,  bound  to  work  for  the  abbot  one  day  in  the  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  two  days  a  week  in  August  (Black  Book  of 
Peterborough  (Camden  Society),  p.  164).  In  later  medieval  economy  no 
clear  line,  of  universal  applicability,  was  ever  established  between  the 
services  of  villeins  and  sokemen.  Domesday  tells  nothing  of  the  services 
due  from  men  of  either  class,  but  it  may  safely  be  assumed  that  the 
distinction  between  them  did  not  turn  on  the  part  which  they  respectively 
played  in  the  economy  of  the  manor. 

Nevertheless  the  separate  enumeration  in  Domesday  of  sokemen  and 
villeins  implies  that  some  real  distinction  was  felt  to  exist  between  them. 
The  basis  of  that  distinction  is  never  stated,  but  it  can  be  inferred  from 
various  suggestive  facts.  In  the  first  place,  it  seems  clear  that  while  the 
sokemen  paid  the  geld  which  was  charged  upon  his  tenement,  the  geld 
which  lay  upon  the  villein's  tenement  was  paid  by  the  villein's  lord.  The 
sokeman's  responsibility  for  the  geld  must  be  the  explanation  of  a 
formula  which  is  very  often  employed  in  the  surveys  of  Lincolnshire  and 
Nottinghamshire.  '  In  Irnham  Merlosuen  had  7  carucates  of  land 
'  assessed  to  the  geld.  There  is  land  for  7  teams.  Ralf  has  3^  teams 
'  there  in  demesne,  and  7  sokemen  on  2  carucates  of  this  land  and  29 
'  villeins  and  9  bordars  with  7  teams  '  (35/14).  The  point  of  the  statement 
that  the  7  sokemen  held  2  carucates  can  only  be  that  they  paid  the  geld 
levied  on  their  tenements — the  carucates  in  question  are  carucates  of 
assessment.  This  information  was  highly  relevant  to  the  main  purpose 
of  the  Survey,  the  determination  of  the  way  in  which  responsibility  for 
the  geld  was  distributed.  Later  evidence  entirely  supports  the  conclusion 
that  the  sokeman  answered  for  the  geld  that  lay  upon  his  holding. 
Early  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II,  Ralf  and  William,  sons  of  Spracli  of 
Hawthorpe,  granted  seventeen  acres  of  their  land  to  Sempringham 
priory,  and  inserted  into  the  charter  of  their  gift  the  clause,  '  We  and  our 
'  heirs  after  us  will  acquit  this  land  .  .  .  with  our  own  substance  towards 
'  the  king  and  the  king's  servants  and  all  our  lords  from  all  gelds  and  aids 
'  and  customs  '  {Danelaw  Charters,  no.  43S). 

The  grant  which  has  just  been  quoted  suggests  another  distinction 
which  seems  to  have  existed  between  the  sokemen  and  the  villeins  of 
Domesday.  The  sokeman  must  have  enjoyed  a  much  wider  freedom  of 
alienating  his  tenement  than  can  have  belonged  to  the  villein.  Here 
again,  it  is  necessary  to  invoke  later  evidence  to  explain  the  terminology 
of  Domesday,  but  on  this  point  the  later  evidence  is  conclusive. 
Whenever  there  is  adequate  later  material  for  the  history  of  a  district 
where  there  were  many  sokemen  in  1086,  the  successors  of  these 
sokemen   can   be   seen   alienating   their    land    by    written    instrument, 
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Kirkstead  abbey,  for  example,  derived  much  of  its  property  from  the 
oifts  of  men  who  obviously  represented  eleventh  century  sokemen.  The 
167  sokemen  within  the  soke  of  Gayton  in  1086  were  represented  in  the 
twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries  by  scores  of  free  peasants,  who  made 
grants  of  land  by  charter  to  one  another,  and  to  such  religious  bodies  as 
Lincoln  cathedral,  the  priory  of  Alvingham,  and  the  abbey  of  Louth 
Park.  These  men  cannot  have  acquired  during  the  twelfth  century  a 
power  of  alienation  which  did  not  belong  to  their  predecessors  in  1086. 
The  eleventh  century  was  a  time  of  general  depression  for  the  peasantry, 
a  period  in  which  ancient  liberties  were  often  lost.  As  a  class,  the 
Lincolnshire  sokemen  were  fortunate  in  retaining  an  exceptional  measure 
of  the  liberty  which  they  had  inherited  from  the  time  before  the 
Conquest.  The  power  of  alienation  was  perhaps  the  most  notable  sign 
of  their  inherited  independence. 

The  tendencies  of  social  history  in  the  twelfth  century  should  be 
remembered  in  any  estimate  of  the  condition  of  the  Domesday  villein. 
He  should  not  be  identified  with  his  successor  in  name,  the  unfree 
tenant  of  later  centuries.  Even  at  the  date  of  Domesday,  serfdom  of  a 
rigorous  sort  may  well  have  existed  in  many  manors.  The  early  surveys 
of  the  Lincolnshire  possessions  of  Peterborough  abbey  show  a  highly 
developed  manorial  system  in  operation  on  such  manors  as  Thurlby  near 
Bourne,  Scotter,  and  Fiskerton.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  certain  that  the 
villani  of  Domesday  were  a  miscellaneous  class.  If  there  were  serfs,  and 
perhaps  many  serfs,  among  them  there  were  also  men  whose  personal 
freedom  was  unquestioned.  A  man  might  easily  lose  that  power  of 
dealing  with  his  land  as  he  would  which  distinguished  those  whom  the 
Domesday  clerks  called  sokemen.  Inability  to  pay  his  taxes,  inability  to 
meet  a  private  debt,  even  a  couple  of  bad  seasons,  might  compel  a  free 
man  to  become  the  dependent  of  a  lord  who  would  pay  the  taxes,  settle 
with  the  creditor,  or  provide  new  stock.  For  those  who  for  some  such 
reasons  fell  on  the  w-rong  side  of  the  line  which  separated,  in  Domesday, 
the  sokeman  from  the  villein,  the  descent  into  serfdom  was  easy.  In 
the  eleventh  century,  villanus  was  used  as  a  convenient  translation  of  the 
Old  English  ceorl,  the  indefinite  native  word  which  denoted  the  ordinary 
free  householder.  But  the  word  villanus  soon  acquired  servile 
associations,  and  in  a  generation  or  two  the  free  man  who  had  lost  his 
tenurial  independence  lost  also  the  right  to  be  accounted  wholly  free. 
Nevertheless  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries  serfdom  itself  did 
not  always  imply  in  Lincolnshire  the  heavy  burden  of  service  which  was 
usual  in  more  southern  counties.  In  particular,  it  by  no  means  always 
involved  that  '  week  work  '  which  was  generally  the  most  onerous  part  of 
the  villein's  duty  to  his  lord.  Lincolnshire  was  a  rich  county,  and  many 
villeins  must  have  been  in  a  position  to  bargain  with  their  lords  for  their 
release  from  the  heavier  portions  of  their  service.  But  the  descent  from 
freedom  into  villeinage,  which  has  been  described,  need  not  always  have 
involved  submission  to  all  the  burdens  of  full  serfdom,  and  many 
Lincolnshire  villani  must  have  retained  some  trace  of  the  higher  status 
which  had  once  belonged  to  their  ancestors. 

The  law  of  the  thirteenth  century  drew  a  clear  distinction  between 
land  which  a  lord  held  '  in  demesne '  and  that  which  he  held  '  in  service ' 
— land  with  which  he  could  deal  at  his  pleasure  and  land  from  which  he 
only  received  rents  and  services.      A  lord  was  considered  to  hold  in 
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dominico  the  land  of  his  villeins  and  bordars,  he  could  remove  them  from 
their  tenements  at  his  will ;  their  land  was  regarded  as  his  land.  Even 
though  it  is  impossible  to  carry  back  to  the  eleventh  century  the  strict 
conceptions  of  villein  tenure  which  prevailed  two  hundred  years  later, 
this  contrast  between  land  in  doiiiinico  and  land  in  serviiio  is  really 
anticipated  in  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday.  Three  successive  entries 
under  the  fee  of  earl  Alan  are  especially  important  in  this  connexion. 
'  In  Brant  Broughton,  Ralf  the  Staller  had  13  carucates  of  land  assessed 
'  to  the  geld  in  demesne  and  5  carucates  ....  of  sokeland.'  '  In  Fulbeck 
'  and  Leadenham,  Ralf  the  Staller  had  24  carucates  of  land  in  demesne 
'and  15  carucates  of  sokeland  assessed  to  the  geld.'  In  Long  Benning- 
'  ton,  Ralf  had  14  carucates  of  land  assessed  to  the  geld  in  demesne  and 
'  7  carucates  and  6  bovates  ...  of  sokeland '  (12/47-49).  ^^^  demesne  of 
these  entries  cannot  bear  the  usual  sense  of  land  in  the  lord's  immediate 
occupation.  At  Long  Bennington,  earl  Alan  had  only  5  teams  as  against 
a  demesne  of  14  carucates  ;  at  Fulbeck  and  Leadenham  he  had  only  6 
teams  against  a  demesne  of  24  carucates.  The  demesne  of  these  passages 
must  cover  not  merely  the  lord's  home  farm  but  also  the  land  of  villeins 
and  bordars.  Already,  that  is,  by  1086,  it  was  possible  to  regard  the 
villeins'  land  as  the  property  of  his  lord.  There  are  few  passages  in  the 
whole  of  Domesday  which  require  this  construction — so  few  that  the 
employment  of  demesne  to  cover  villein  land  has  often  been  regarded  as 
an  extension  made  by  later  generations.  Nevertheless  the  force  of  the 
entries  must  be  carefully  weighed  in  any  estimate  of  the  position  of  the 
Domesday  villein. 

The  importance  of  Lincolnshire  in  the  eleventh  century  is  illustrated 
by  the  existence  of  three  boroughs  within  the  county.  Few  shires  north 
of  Thames  then  included  more  than  one  borough — that  from  which  the 
county  derived  its  name.  Moreover,  the  Lincolnshire  boroughs,  when 
measured  by  an  eleventh  century  standard,  were  unusually  populous. 
The  size  of  Stamford  cannot  be  precisely  estimated,  but  it  was  certainly 
considerable.  Lincoln,  with  1150  inhabited  messuages  in  1066,  had 
been  one  of  the  greatest  of  English  boroughs,  and  its  relative  position 
was  not  seriously  affected  by  the  subsequent  destruction  of  166  messuages 
to  clear  a  site  for  the  castle,  and  by  the  decay  of  74  messuages 
through  misfortune,  poverty,  and  fires.  Even  the  '  suburb  '  of  Torksey, 
with  213  messuages,  was  considerably  larger  than  Nottingham  in 
1066,  though  the  decay  of  more  than  half  its  messuages  left  only 
102  burgesses  resident  20  years  later.  Domesday  tells  nothing  of  the 
trade  by  which  these  boroughs  lived,  but  the  ports  of  Lincolnshire  look 
towards  the  north  and  east.  A  new  connexion  with  the  Scandinavian 
lands  had  recently  been  established  by  Cnut's  conquest  of  England,  and 
Flemings  were  already  visiting  English  trading  centres.  In  a  writ  which 
must  be  earlier  than  1069,  William  I  forbids  any  man  '  French  or 
Flemish  or  English  '  to  encroach  upon  the  rights  which  archbishop 
Ealdred  of  York  enjoyed  in  the  shires  where  he  held  land  (Farrer, 
Early  Yorkshire  Charters,  i,  30).  Primarily,  the  writ  relates  to  Yorkshire, 
but  the  archbishop  had  land  in  Lincolnshire  also,  and  it  is  probable  that 
the  Flemish  element  in  Lincolnshire,  which  was  to  become  highly 
important  in  the  twelfth  century,  dates  from  the  time  before  the 
Conquest. 
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The  Scandinavian  element  in  Lincoln  undoubtedly  created  the  most 
interesting  feature  of  the  organisation  of  the  city — its  twelve  lawmen.  A 
class  of  men  especially  learned  in  the  law,  and  known  as  lawmen,  existed 
in  the  Scandinavian  countries.  They  gave  judgment  in  cases  brought 
before  them.  They  collected  and  expounded  customs.  Domesday 
proves  the  existence  of  lawmen  at  Lincoln,  Stamford,  and  Cambridge  ;  it 
refers  to  tw'elve  indices  at  Chester  who  clearly  held  a  similar  position  to 
the  Lincoln  lawmen.  In  the  reign  of  Henrv  I,  the  title  of  lawmen  was 
still  known  in  York  [Visitations  and  Memorials  of  Sontlnoell  Minster 
(Camden  Society),  192).  All  these  towns  had  formerly  come  under 
a  strong  Scandinavian  influence,  and  it  is  probably  a  mere  accident  that 
there  is  no  proof  of  a  body  of  lawmen  in  Leicester,  Nottingham,  and 
Derbv.  In  1086,  five  of  the  twelve  Lincoln  lawmen  were  the  sons 
of  men  who  had  held  the  same  position  in  king  Edward's  day.  Such  a 
position  inevitably  tended  to  become  hereditary.  In  Scandinavia  itself, 
among  the  nineteen  recorded  lawmen  of  West  Gothland,  Algut,  the 
sixteenth  in  the  succession,  was  son  of  Sittrygg,  the  iifteenth.  who  was 
son  of  Algut,  the  twelfth,  the  son  of  Karli,  the  eleventh.  In  view  of 
the  Scandinavian  origin  of  their  office  it  is  remarkable  that  only  seven  of 
the  Lincoln  lawmen  of  1066  bore  Scandinavian  names.  One  of  them, 
Suartin  the  son  of  Grimbold,  had  a  father  whose  name  is  neither 
English  nor  Scandinavian,  but  Prankish.  The  names  Brictric,  Godric 
son  of  Eddeve,  and  Leuuine,  are  unambiguously  English  ;  Aluuold  may 
be  either  English  or  Scandinavian.  These  facts  make  it  hard  to  believe 
that  the  lawmen  of  Lincoln  represent  a  Scandinavian  aristocracy  imposed 
upon  a  subject  English  town,  but  they  are  quite  in  keeping  with 
the  blending  of  races  which  in  later  times  was  characteristic  of  the 
Danelaw  at  large. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  in  the  tenth  century  the  lawmen  of 
Lincoln  and  Stamford  had  formed  two  benches  of  expert  doomsmen. 
Whether  they  still  effectively  discharged  this  function  in  1086  is  less 
certain.  According  to  the  explicit  definition  given  by  Domesday,  the 
lawmen  were  a  group  of  privileged  burgesses  rather  than  the  expert 
members  of  a  borough  moot.  '  In  this  city  there  were  twelve  lawmen, 
that  is,  men  having  sake  and  soke  '.  The  clerk  who  wrote  the  description 
of  the  city  of  Lincoln  undoubtedly  intended  the  phrase  hahenles  sacam  et 
socani  to  explain  the  unfamiliar  word  lagaiiian.  The  meaning  of 
the  former  phrase  is  well  established.  To  have  sake  and  soke  was  to  have 
the  right  to  take  the  amercements  of  one's  men  ;  it  was  coming  to  imply 
the  right  to  hold  a  private  court  for  the  settlement  of  their  disputes.  Ulf 
son  of  Suertebrand,  one  of  the  Lincoln  lawmen,  possessed  the  rarer 
privileges  of  toll  and  team,  the  right  of  taking  or  of  being  exempt  from 
toll,  and  the  right  of  holding  a  court  in  which  persons  could  be  '  vouched 
to  warranty '.  At  Stamford,  the  twelve  lawmen  of  1066  had  sake 
and  soke  within  their  houses  and  over  their  men,  though  these  privileges 
did  not  cover  the  forfeitures  and  amercements  imposed  in  respect  of  the 
graver  offences.  As  they  are  described  in  Domesday,  the  lawmen  of 
Lincoln  and  Stamford  may  appropriately  be  compared  with  the  persons 
who  in  the  later  middle  ages  possessed  '  sokes '  within  the  city  of 
London.  Within  the  lawman's  property  the  profits  of  jurisdiction  were 
the  lawman's.  The  Domesday  definition  of  the  lawman  as  a  man 
possessed  of   sake  and  soke  would  have  been    impossible   if   in    1086 
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the  lawmen  as  a  body  had  still  held  in  fact  the  position  of  their 
predecessors  in  title.  Individually,  they  were,  no  doubt,  the  leading 
men  in  their  respective  boroughs,  and  their  opinion  must  have  carried 
especial  weight  in  the  borough  court,  but  their  duty  of  declaring 
and  expounding  the  law  was  becoming  obsolete.  In  1275,  there  were 
still  12  men  in  Stamford  called  lawmen,  but  their  position  could  not  be 
explained  by  a  local  jury  except  by  reference  to  Domesday  (Roliili 
Hundredornui,  i.  354). 

The  longest  paragraph  in  the  description  of  Lincoln  relates  to  the 

property   of   Tochi    son    of    Outi.    the   native  lord  of    Ruskington  and 

Westborough.  and  the  predecessor  of  the  Norman  Geoffrey  Alselin.    He 

had  possessed  a  hall  in  the  city  '  quit  of  all  custom  ',  two  and  a  half 

churches,  and  thirty  messuages.      From  each  messuage  he  took  a  penny 

by  way  of  land  gavel — a  payment  which  normally  would  have  been  made 

to  the  king — and  he  also  exercised  over  his  thirty  messuages  a  right 

which  Domesday  represents  by  the  word  localio.      The  meaning  of  this 

word  is  uncertain.     There   is  good  classical  authority  for  the  use  of 

locatio  in  the  sense  of  '  lease  ',  and  it  need  not  be  doubted  that  Tochi  had 

been  able  to  grant  leases  of  such  of  his  tenements  as  came  into  his  hand. 

The  difficulty  is  rather  that  while  most,  or  all,  important  holders  of 

tenements  within  the  city   must  have  possessed  this  right,  the   word 

locatio  is  introduced  with  an  emphasis  which  suggests  that  it  denoted 

something   unusual.      It   may    be   observed    that    from   a    remote   time 

the   verb  locare  could  be  used  to   denote  the  hiring  of  an  individual 

for  some  specific  purpose.     It  is  at  least  possible  that  the  locatio  of  this 

passage  means  that  Tochi  had    enjoyed  the    right   of    hiring   persons 

resident  within  his  messuages  for  work  on  his  property.     Such  a  power 

would,  indeed,  be  exceptional,  but  it  would  be  cognate  with  the  familiar 

right  which  entitled  a  lord  to  call  on  his  free  tenants  for  occasional 

agricultural  services.      Apart  from  this   difficult  word,  there  are  other 

abnormal  features  in  the  account  of  Tochi's  Lincoln  estate.     He  had 

held  his  hall  quiciam  ab  oinni  consiietiidine,  but  the  rights  which  he  had 

enjoyed  over  those  thirty  messuages  were  evidently  uncertain.    Whereas 

the  burgesses  swore  that  the  king  had  possessed  the  tolls  and  forfeitures 

arising  from   them,   Ulviet  the  priest  contradicted  the  burgesses,  and 

offered  to  prove  the  truth  of  his  contradiction  by  the  ordeal.      Tolls  and 

forfeitures  were  probably  included  in  the  consiictudo  from  which  Tochi 

was  exempt  in  respect  of  his  hall,   but  it  did  not  follow  that  he  had 

enjoyed  a  similar  liberty  in  respect  of  his  messuages.     Moreover,  the 

devolution  of  the  messuages  after  Tochi's  death  or  the  confiscation  of  his 

lands   was   strikingly   at  variance  with    the    cardinal   principle   which 

governed  the  Conqueror's    distribution   of    the   lands   of    Englishmen. 

Geoffrey  Alselin  was  the  successor  in  tide  of  Tochi  son  of  Outi,  and  he 

should   therefore    have   received   Tochi's    property    in    the    city,    just 

as  he  received  his  rural  estates.     But  bishop  Remigius  was  holding  the 

thirty  messuages  as  part  of  the  estate  attached  to  the  church  of  St.  Mary, 

and  Geoffrey  Alselin  had  received  nothing  in  exchange  for  them.     It  is 

not   surprising  that   the  property  of  Tochi   son    of    Outi    occupies   an 

appreciable  proportion  of  the  space  which  the  compilers  of  Domesday 

allotted  to  the  city  of  Lincoln. 

The  compilers  of  Domesday  did  not  attempt  to  give  a  complete  list 
of  the  owners  of  property  in  Lincoln.     A  few  persons  are  mentioned  by 
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name,  but  only  because  they  enjoyed  unusual  liberties  in  respect  of  their 
tenements,  or  because  there  was  some  uncertainty  as  to  their  tenure. 
Ralf  Paganel,  for  example,  had  a  messuage  '  quit  of  all  custom '  ;  earl 
Hugh  had  a  messuage  with  sake  and  soke,  and  two  other  messuages 
from  which  he  took  land-gavel  ;  Ivo  Taillebois  was  claiming  against 
the  countess  Judith  the  messuage  which  had  been  Stori's.  Ivo's  claim 
illustrates  again  the  principle  that  the  Norman  who  is  an  Englishman's 
successor  in  the  country  should  also  be  his  successor  in  the  town.  Stori 
had  preceded  Ivo  as  lord  of  Belchford  and  Bolingbroke,  but  he  had  also 
preceded  the  countess  Judith  in  a  manor  at  Hough  on  the  Hill,  and  it 
was  probably  uncertain  to  which  of  these  estates  the  messuage  in 
Lincoln  had  been  annexed.  Similarly,  earl  Hugh's  messuage  had 
formerly  belonged  to  earl  Harold,  and  Ralf  Paganel's  messuage  to 
Merlesuen — in  each  case  the  new,  Norman,  owner  has  succeeded  in  the 
borough  a  man  whose  estates  in  the  shire  have  passed  to  him.  With 
this  principle  in  mind  it  becomes  possible  to  identify  Suen  son  of  Suaue, 
Roger  de  Bush's  predecessor  in  a  Lincoln  messuage,  with  the  Suuen  who 
in  1066  had  held  the  manor  in  Greetwell  which  afterwards  came  to 
Roger  (17/1).  The  Ulf  whose  messuage  in  Lincoln  had  passed  to  Gilbert 
de  Gand  was  certainly  identical  with  Ulf  '  fenisc,'  one  of  the  greatest 
landowners  in  the  pre-Conquest  Danelaw,  whose  estates  formed  a 
considerable  part  of  the  Gant  fee  of  later  times.  Siward,  Gilbert's 
predecessor  in  another  messuage,  can  safely  be  identified  with  the 
Siward  whose  lands  in  West  Ashby  and  Driby  (24/72-3)  were  Gilbert's  in 
1086.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  Siward,  but  if,  as  Domesday  implies, 
he  had  held  his  Lincoln  messuage  '  quit  of  all  custom,'  he  must  have 
been  a  person  of  greater  consequence  than  would  be  inferred  from  his 
brief  appearance  in  the  body  of  the  Lincolnshire  survey. 

Like  most,  if  not  all,  English  boroughs  of  the  eleventh  century, 
Lincoln  possessed  a  set  of  arable  fields.  They  amounted  to  thirteen 
and  a  half  teamlands.  Many  contemporary  villages  in  Kestevcn 
possessed  more  arable  than  this,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  Lincoln  of 
Domesday  cannot  have  subsisted  on  the  produce  of  its  own  fields. 
These  fields  were  divided  among  a  small  number  of  important  persons. 
One  teamland  belonged  to  a  '  little  manor '  which  bishop  Remigius  held 
outside  the  walls.  In  a  passage  which  cannot  be  regarded  as  descriptive 
of  conditions  in  1086,  eight  teamlands  are  assigned  to  '  the  king  and  the 
'  earl.'  At  the  date  of  Domesdav  there  was  no  earl  of  Lincoln,  nor  did 
Lincolnshire  then  form  part  of  any  larger  district  with  an  earl  of  its  own. 
Here,  and  later  in  the  survev,  where  it  is  said  that  Lincoln  '  now ' 
renders  a  hundred  pounds  '  between  the  king  and  the  earl.'  the  clerks 
seem  to  be  reserving  the  rights  of  the  earldom,  in  view  of  some  possible 
future  appointment.  This  is  the  most  probable  explanation  of  the  entry 
which  states  that  beside  their  eight  teamlands  the  king  and  the  earl  have 
231  acres  of  arable  as  'inland.'  Before  the  Conquest,  it  would  seem 
that  the  king  and  the  earl  had  cultivated  their  respective  portions  of  this 
land  through  reeves,  and  probably  by  means  of  hired  servants.  Nothing 
is  said  as  to  their  treatment  of  their  eight  teamlands,  but  king  William 
had  given  one  of  them  to  a  certain  Ulchel  in  return  for  a  ship,  and  he 
doubtless  held  himself  free  to  do  as  he  would  with  the  earl's  share  in 
the  fields  of  Lincoln. 
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Of  the  remaining  four  and  a  half  teamlands,  two  were  possessed  by 
persons  who  are  known  to  have  been  lawmen  of  the  city.  In  the  fields, 
as  among  the  lawmen,  Sortebrand  had  followed  his  father  Ulf,  and  the 
Norman  Peter  de  Valognes  had  followed  Godric  son  of  Eddeve.  The 
third  teamland  had  been  divided  between  Siward  the  priest,  doubtless 
the  lawman  of  that  name,  and  a  certain  Outi  of  whom  nothing  else  is 
known.  One  half  of  this  teamland — presumably  Outi's — had  passed  to 
a  certain  Alfnod.  The  other  half  was  held  in  1086  by  Siward's  son 
Norman,  but  at  some  time  since  the  Conquest  the  king  had  imposed  a 
fine  of  40  shillings  on  Siward,  and  the  land  had  therefore  been  taken 
into  the  king's  hand.  The  statement  in  this  entry  that  Unlof  the  priest 
had  taken  unlawful  possession  of  the  land  and  of  Siward's  wife  while  it 
was  in  the  king's  seisin  remains  enigmatical,  but  it  may  be  conjectured 
that  Unlof  had  paid  the  money  due  to  the  king,  had  taken  possession  of 
Siward's  land  without  waiting  for  the  king's  writ,  and  had  allowed 
Siward's  widow  to  remain  in  occupation  of  her  husband's  house. 

The  remaining  teamland  and  a  half  had  been  annexed  to  two 
Lincoln  churches  before  the  Conquest.  The  half  teamland  had  belonged 
to  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  to  which,  before  1086,  bishop  Remigius  had 
removed  the  seat  of  his  bishopric.  The  teamland  had  belonged  to  the 
church  of  All  Saints.  Godric  son  of  Garewine,  who  had  possessed  this 
church,  had  become  a  monk  at  Peterborough,  and  the  abbot  had 
therefore  taken  possession  of  the  church  and  the  land  which  belonged 
to  it.  His  action  gave  occasion  for  the  interesting  statement  that  neither 
Garewine  nor  his  son  could  grant  their  property  to  anyone  outside  the 
city,  nor  to  anyone  not  of  their  kin,  without  the  king's  consent.  This 
point  was  raised  in  favour  of  Ernuin  the  priest,  a  kinsman  of  Godric  son 
of  Garewine,  and  in  king  Edward's  time  the  holder  of  a  considerable 
property  in  Stamford  which  had  passed  by  1086  to  Eudo,  one  of  the 
king's  stewards.  In  the  county  at  large,  Ernuin  the  priest  held  six 
bovates  of  the  king's  alms  in  South  Witham  (68/25),  and  he  is  probably 
identical  with  the  Ernuin  who  held  two  bovates  in  Ingham  '  of  the  king 
'  and  the  queen  '  (68/30).  Before  the  Conquest,  he  had  possessed  half  a 
carucate  in  Owersby  which  by  the  date  of  Domesday  had  passed  to 
another  priest,  named  Siward  (68/42).  He  was  one  of  many  Englishmen 
who  suffered  heavily  by  the  Norman  Conquest,  but  received  some  small 
compensation  from  the  new  king,  and  might  thus  be  dissuaded  from 
rebellion. 

The  long  list  of  persons  who  had  withheld  the  geld  due  from 
their  tenements  in  Lincoln  includes  a  passage  which  deserves  particular 
notice.  The  abbot  of  Peterborough  possessed  a  house  which  Norman 
Crassus — a  Lincoln  lawman — claimed  '  as  of  the  king's  fee,'  de  feuo  regis, 
since  Godred,  Norman's  predecessor,  had  received  it  in  pledge  for  three 
and  a  half  marks  of  silver  (p.  7/20).  The  unusual  phrase  de  feuo  regis 
is  probably  intended  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  Norman  claimed  the 
house  by  virtue  of  the  king's  gift.  It  is  also  probable  that  Norman  was 
asserting  enfeoffment  by  the  king  in  all  the  possessions  of  Godred 
{cf.  Vinogradoff,  English  Society  in  Ihe  Eleventh  Century,  233).  If  so,  the 
word  feum  denotes  the  act  of  enfeoffment  rather  than  the  fee  in  which 
a  man  was  enfeoffed.  This  explanation  is  supported  by  the  fact  that 
Godred,  the  name  of  Norman's  predecessor  in  this  house,  is  only  a 
variety  of  the  name  Guret  borne  by  Norman's  predecessor  in  the  office 
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of  lawman.  In  the  twelfth  century,  for  example,  a  man  who  appears  as 
Galfridiis  filius  Giidredi  in  one  charter  appears  as  films  Gunrad  in  a 
second,  and  as  filius  Gnrrcd  in  a  third.  All  these  forms  go  back  to  a 
primitive  Norse  GtiiinfrethiiR.  In  regard  to  property  as  in  regard  to 
office,  Norman  was  claiming  succession  to  Gured. 

Already  in  the  Conqueror's  reign,  the  population  of  Lincoln  was 
beginning  to  spread  beyond  the  ancient  limits  of  the  city  walls. 
Colsuain,  the  one  great  Lincolnshire  tenant  in  chief  of  native  descent, 
had  received  from  the  king  a  stretch  of  waste  land  outside  the  city.  On 
this  he  had  built  and  found  inhabitants  for  thirty-six  new  houses.  He 
also  possessed,  and  may  be  presumed  to  have  built,  two  churches,  which 
in  1086  were  not  yet  provided  with  any  endowment  in  land.  It  may 
safely  be  assumed  that  Colsuain's  houses  and  churches  stood  in  the  tract 
of  low-lying  land  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  Witham,  where  the 
towers  of  the  three  late  eleventh  century  churches  of  St.  Benedict, 
St.  Mary  le  Wigford,  and  St.  Peter  at  Gowts,  still  survive.  There  is  no 
direct  evidence  for  the  attribution  of  any  of  these  churches  to  Colsuain, 
though  in  view  of  the  present  passage  in  Domesday  it  can  hardly  be 
doubted  that  two  of  them  are  of  his  foundation.  As  an  inscription  on 
the  tower  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  le  Wigford  states  that  it  was  built 
by  a  man  whose  name,  now  almost  illegible,  should  probably  be  read  as 
Eirtig,  it  is  at  least  possible  that  Colsuain's  two  churches  were  those  of 
St.  Benedict  and  St.  Peter  at  Gowts. 

The  entry  which   follows  the  description   of    Colsuain's  property 
raises  a  problem  of    another  kind.     It   states  that  Alfred   '  nepos '    of 
Turold  had  three  toits  in  which  he  had  all  customs  '  preter  geldum  regis 
'  de  monedagio.'     Fourteen  years  after  the  date  of  Domesday,  Henry  I, 
in  his  coronation  charter,  forbade  the  future  exaction  of  a  nioneiagimn 
cotnimiiie  which  had  been  taken  from  cities  and  shires,  but  had  not  been 
levied  in  king  Edward's  time.     There  is  no  doubt  that  the  moncdagium 
of   Domesday  and  the   iiionetagiiuii  commune  of   Henry  I's  charter  are 
identical,  but  no  early  authority  explains  the  meaning  of    the  phrase. 
The  tax  was  obviously  connected  with  the  coinage,  but  equally  obviously 
it   was   not   exacted   from    moneyers   alone.     The   types   of    the    early 
Norman  currency  were  frequently  changed,  and  it  seems  probable  that 
the  monetagium  commune  was  a  payment  intended  to  induce  the  king  to 
accept  money  of  an  earlier  issue  in  discharge  of  the  sums  due  to  him 
from    shires   or   boroughs.      Lincoln,    for   example,   rendered  yearly  a 
hundred  pounds  by  tale  '  between  the  king  and  the  earl.'     Strictly,  no 
doubt,  this  sum  should  be  paid  in  pennies  of  the  current  issue,  and  the 
king  might   hold   himself   entitled   to  demand  some  extra  payment  if 
money  of  an  earlier  type  were  tendered  to  him.     It  may  be  suggested  that 
the  earliest  Norman  kings — perhaps  upon  each  change  in  the  currency- 
had  been  exacting  a  general  levy  from  each  borough  and  shire,  and  in 
return  had  accepted  payment  of  the  sums  due  to  them  year  by  year  in 
money  of  an  earlier  type.     An  exaction  of  this  kind   might  easily  be 
abused.      The  language  of   Henry  I's  charter  suggests  that  it  was  an 
innovation  since  the  Conquest,  and  it  was  discontinued  before  its  nature 
could  be  illustrated- by  the  abundant  records  of  the  late  twelfth  century 
Exchequer. 

Like   Thetford  and  Tamworth,    Stamford   is   an   ancient   borough 
on  the  boundary  between  two  shires.     In  1086,  live  of  its  six  wards  were 
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in  Lincolnshire,  the  sixth,  from  which  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  took 
rent  and  toll,  was  in  Northamptonshire.  The  six  wards  were  assessed 
at  twelve  and  a  half  '  hundreds',  that  is,  at  150  carucates,  for  army 
service,  ship  service,  and  danegeld.  At  Stamford,  as  at  Lincoln,  a  body 
of  lawmen  still  survived,  though  their  numbers  had  fallen  from  twelve 
to  nine  during  the  Conqueror's  reign.  They  were  the  leading  members 
of  a  large  community.  In  the  five  Lincolnshire  wards,  for  which  alone 
there  is  sufficient  evidence,  king  Edward  had  taken,  and  it  is  implied 
that  king  William  still  took,  all  manner  of  customs  from  136  messuages. 
Five  messuages  which  had  rendered  customs  to  the  king  before  the 
Conquest  had  been  destroyed  to  make  a  site  for  the  castle.  The  nine 
lawmen,  from  whose  tenements  it  would  appear  that  the  king  only 
derived  geld,  heriots,  personal  forfeitures  above  40  ounces  of  silver,  and 
penalties  for  larceny,  held  among  them  51^  messuages.  A  class  of  men 
who  are  described  as  sokemen,  and  were  so  free  that  they  could  choose 
lords  for  themselves  where  they  would,  held  ']']  messuages.  The  king's 
rights  over  their  tenements  were  limited  in  much  the  same  way  as 
his  rights  over  the  lawmen's  property,  except  that  he  apparently  received 
the  forfeitures  incurred  for  lesser  offences  than  those  emended  by 
40  ounces  of  silver.  In  addition  to  this,  a  special  note  was  made  in 
Domesday  of  six  messuages  which  had  rendered  '  all  customs '  to 
the  king  before  the  Conquest,  but  no  longer  did  so  in  1086.  In  this 
way  270^  messuages  are  accounted  for  in  the  five  northern  wards.  At 
this  point  Domesday  proceeds  to  enumerate  136  more  messuages,  divided 
among  eight  persons,  mostly  of  high  rank.  They  included  the  king 
himself,  who  had  succeeded  to  the  70  messuages  which  had  belonged  to 
queen  Edith,  the  Confessor's  widow,  and  had  been  annexed  to  the  large 
estate  in  Rutland  which  her  husband  had  given  her.  If  these  figures 
can  be  trusted,  the  Lincolnshire  portion  of  Stamford  contained  406 
messuages,  and  the  unsurveyed  Northamptonshire  ward  must  have 
included  at  least  fifty  messuages  more.  Stamford  was  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  most  populous  of  midland  boroughs. 

The  most  interesting  feature  of  the  description  of  Stamford  is  the 
appearance  of  a  class  of  sokemen  holding  tenements  within  the  borough. 
Domesday  normally  denotes  the  inhabitants  of  a  borough  by  the  word 
burgenscs,  and  near  the  end  of  the  survey  of  Stamford  itself  a  paragraph 
reads  Lagemanni  ct  burgenses  ha  bent  cc  et  Ixxii  acras  sine  omni 
consuetiidine.  Unless,  which  is  highly  improbable,  no  sokeman  held  any 
of  this  land,  the  word  burgenscs  must  have  covered  sokemen  in  this 
passage.  In  itself,  this  usage  is  not  remarkable,  for  the  old  English  word 
burgware,  which  Domesday  represents  by  burgcnsts  means  nothing  more 
definite  than  dweller  in  a  borough.  The  passage  relating  to  the 
Stamford  sokemen  is  important  because  it  gives  for  once  a  hint  as  to  the 
status  of  the  persons  who  composed  a  burghal  community.  Besides  men 
bound  to  individual  lords,  men  whose  essential  economic  function  was  to 
supply  the  rural  manors  of  their  lord  with  such  goods  as  could  only  be 
obtained  in  a  borough  market,  there  were  in  Stamford  men  who  could 
choose  lords  at  their  will,  who  as  Domesday  states  '  held  their  lands  in 
'  demesne.'  Men  of  this  sort  must  have  existed  in  other  boroughs.  If 
the  burgesses  of  1086  usually  appear  as  an  undifferentiated  class, 
described  by  an  indefinite  word,  this  is  largely  because  of  the  repetition 
in  Domesday  of  a  uniform  terminology  which  conceals  local  variations  of 
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personal  condition.  Beneath  this  uniformity,  as  the  Stamford  sokemen 
prove,  there  may  have  existed  as  much  variety  between  the  different 
burgesses  of  a  borough  as  existed  between  the  different  classes  of  free 
tenant  upon  a  manor  in  the  open  country. 

Apart  from  its  reference  to  sokemen  and  the  hberty  which  they 
enjoyed,  the  survey  of  Stamford  raises  few  problems.  The  most  difficult 
occurs  in  the  entry  relating  to  queen  Edith's  seventy  messuages.  She  is 
said  to  have  held  them  cum  omnibus  consueludinibus  sine  panificis.  The 
adjective  which  ends  this  phrase  does  not  seem  to  occur  elsewhere  in 
Domesday.  These  consududines  panificcv  were  evidently  customs  relating 
to  the  baking  of  bread,  but  their  exact  nature  is  uncertain.  It  is 
possible  that  the  phrase  denotes  fines  for  baking  bad  bread,  similar  to 
the  amercements  for  breaking  the  assize  of  bread  of  the  later  middle  ages. 
This  is  a  simple  explanation,  but  it  is  not  necessarily  correct.  In  Lincoln 
in  the  twelfth  century  there  existed  a  privilege  called  oven  soke,  which 
by  analogy  with  fold  soke  and  mill  soke  is  best  explained  as  the  lord's 
right  of  compelling  his  tenants  to  bake  their  bread  in  his  oven. 
Domesday  might  well  describe  such  a  right  as  consuetudo  panifica. 
But  the  evidence  is  insufficient  for  a  decision  on  this  point,  and  it  can 
only  be  left  open. 

Between  Torksey,  the  smallest,  and  Lincoln,  the  greatest,  of  the 
three  ancient  boroughs  of  Lincolnshire,  there  existed  a  close  connexion 
in  the  eleventh  century.  The  burgesses  of  Torksey  enjoyed  the  same 
customs  as  those  of  Lincoln,  and  in  addition  certain  exemptions  from 
toll,  which  probably  outweighed  the  occasional  duty  of  conducting  the 
king's  messengers  by  water  to  York.  The  fiscal  connexion  between 
Torksey  and  Lincoln  was  more  remarkable.  When  the  king  took 
Danegeld,  a  round  sum  of  money  was  cast  upon  the  city  of  Lincoln. 
Torksey,  with  the  adjacent  village  of  Hardwick,  was  responsible  for 
a  fifth  of  this  sum  ;  Torksey  paying  two  thirds  of  the  fifth  and  Hardwick 
the  remaining  third.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  parallel  in  Domesday 
to  this  arrangement.  Scarcely  less  abnormal  is  the  fact  that  before  the 
Conquest  queen  Edith  had  held  Torksey  in  demesne.  Torksey,  though 
a  small,  was  an  ancient  borough.  It  had  been  a  minting  place  in  the 
reign  of  /Ethelred  II.  In  the  twelfth  century  its  court,  Hke  that  of 
Lincoln  city,  was  known  as  the  '  Burewarmot '  (British  Museum  Cott. 
MSS.,  Vesp.  E  XVIII,  f.  402),  a  word  representing  the  Old  English  burgwara 
gemot,  '  assembly  of  the  burgesses.'  It  is  only  in  ancient  boroughs  that 
an  assembly  with  this  name  appears  in  the  middle  ages,  and  it  is  highly 
unusual  for  such  boroughs  in  the  eleventh  century  to  be  subject  to  any 
single  lord  other  than  the  king.  Domesday  offers  no  explanation  of  the 
remarkable  decline  in  the  number  of  burgesses  from  213  to  102  between 
1066  and  1086.  It  may  be  conjectured  that  this  decline  w'as  due  to  some 
obstruction  of  the  Foss  Dyke,  which,  when  open  to  traffic,  allowed  ships 
to  pass  by  inland  waters  from  Boston  to  York.  That  the  Foss  Dyke  was 
obstructed  at  or  shortly  after  the  date  of  Domesday  is  certain,  for 
in  1121  it  was  re-opened  for  traffic  (Simeon  of  Durham,  Historia  Regum, 
sub  anno).  In  spite  of  the  decay  of  the  borough,  its  yearly  'farm' 
had  been  increased  from  ^18  to  ^30  since  the  Conquest. 

The  Domesday  descriptions  of  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire,  and 
Huntingdonshire,  are  each  distinguished  by  a  very  remarkable  appendix. 
These  appendices  give  for  once  some  hint  as  to  the  number  and  variety 
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of  the  disputes  which  must  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  replacement  of 
English  by  Norman  landowners.  They  also  prove  that  the  inquiry  of 
which  Domesday  is  the  record  must  have  had  as  one  of  its  principal 
objects  the  settlement  of  suits  between  individuals  as  to  the  ownership 
of  land.  That  the  Domesday  commissioners  had  fuller  instructions 
under  this  head  than  the  text  of  the  survey  suggests  is  probable.  Most 
contemporary  references  to  the  Domesday  inquiry  ignore  its  judicial  side, 
but  from  the  work  which  was  actually  done  in  the  settlement  of  disputed 
claims  to  land  it  may  reasonably  be  argued  that  the  commissioners  held 
a  position  similar  to  that  of  the  later  justices  in  eyre.  In  any  case, 
although  it  does  not  appear  that  the  Domesday  commissioners  held  any 
criminal  pleas  in  the  shires  they  visited,  the  Domesday  inquest  remains 
the  great  precedent  for  the  later  inquiries  conducted  by  parties  of  justices 
itinerant.  The  work  of  the  commissioners  was  not  confined  to  the 
settlement  of  cases  brought  before  them  by  interested  parties — cases 
which  must  be  settled  before  the  entries  concerning  the  land  at  issue 
could  be  made.  In  Lincolnshire,  for  example,  they  heard  complaints  as 
to  new,  and  therefore  presumably  unlawful,  tolls  (69/39,  4^  ;  70/^'  ^4)- 
They  must  have  been  expected  to  take  cognisance  of  encroachments 
upon  the  king's  rights.  In  all  matters  of  civil  justice  their  powers  were 
wide,  and  probably  unprecedented.  It  was  no  nev;^  thing  for  persons  of 
high  rank  to  be  sent  down  into  a  shire  to  hear  some  particular  plea. 
The  innovation  of  1086  lay  in  the  general  and  miscellaneous  character  of 
the  business  brought  before  the  king's  representatives  in  that  year. 

The  method  of  the  inquiry  may  be  inferred,  at  least  in  outline,  from 
various  hints  given  in  the  course  of  the  survey,  and  from  comparison 
with  the  better  known  procedure  followed  in  the  eyres  of  the  thirteenth 
century.  The  commissioners  may  be  presumed  to  have  sat  in  the  county 
town.  They  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the  shire  court,  and  the  whole 
shire  gave  on  occasion  its  collective  testimony.  There  was  also  present 
a  jury  from  each  riding  of  Lindsey,  and  it  would  seem  that  separate  juries 
appeared  from  Kesteven  and  Holland.  Each  wapentake  was  represented 
by  a  jury.  In  most  counties  each  township  was  present  through 
representatives,  but  in  Lincolnshire  it  is  probable  that  the  township  men 
were  replaced  by  juries  from  the  several  hundreds  of  each  wapentake.  It 
was  the  men  of  the  hundred  who  said  that  the  soke  of  four  bovates  in 
Keisby  belonged  to  Osgodby  in  Lavington  (68/22).  The  function  of  the 
commissioners  was  to  control  the  pleadings,  to  see  that  the  questions  of 
fact  were  properly  laid  before  the  appropriate  jury,  and  that  its  verdict 
was  duly  recorded,  and  to  refer  questions  which  lay  outside  the 
competence  of  any  jury  to  the  king  in  person.  There  is  little  trace  in 
Domesday  of  the  pleadings  in  any  suit  before  the  commissioners.  Even 
in  the  reign  of  John,  an  assize  roll  will  often  give  little  more  than  the 
names  of  the  parties,  the  question  at  issue,  and  the  judgment  in  a  suit. 
Domesday  is  even  more  concise,  and  its  terseness  has  tended  to  conceal 
the  vast  amount  of  strictly  legal  business  which  was  incidental  to  the 
taking  of  the  Domesday  inquest. 

One  fundamental  principle  governed  the  settlement  of  the  greater 
number  of  the  pleas  recorded  in  Domesday.  A  Frenchman  who  had 
received  land  from  the  king  ought  to  occupy  in  relation  to  that  land  the 
exact  legal  position  of  the  Englishman  who  had  preceded  him  there.  In 
the   language   of    Domesday,    the    Englishman    was    the    Frenchman's 
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antecessor,  and  in  most  cases  it  was  for  a  claimant  to  prove  that  in  king 
Edward's  time  his  antecessor  had  been  possessed  of  the  land  or  the  rights 
at  issue.  Often,  perhaps  usually,  it  was  impossible  for  either  party  to 
adduce  conclusive  written  testimony  in  the  plea.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  in  the  years  which  immediately  followed  1066  king 
William  often  granted  to  a  follower  the  lands  of  some  Englishman  in 
general  terms,  without  any  specification  of  quantity,  service,  or  situation. 
For  immediate  purposes  it  was  enough  for  the  king  to  issue  a  writ 
commanding  the  sheriffs  of  the  shires  in  which  the  Englishman  had  held 
land  to  put  the  Frenchman  in  seisin  of  all  the  lands  which  the 
Englishman  had  held  in  the  several  shires  where  they  held  office.  It 
must,  for  example,  have  been  in  virtue  of  such  a  writ  that  Gilbert  de 
Gant  had  entered  into  possession  of  the  estates  of  Ulf  Fenisc — Ulf  of 
Fiinen — in  Lincolnshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Derbyshire,  Huntingdonshire, 
and  Cambridgeshire.  This  procedure  left  an  opening  for  much 
subsequent  dispute.  Ulf's  manor  at  Folkingham,  for  example,  had 
extended  into  twenty  seven  villages  :  it  is  doubtful  whether  Gilbert 
could  produce  any  title  to  this  great  property  more  definite  than  a  writ 
directing  the  sheriff  of  Lincolnshire  to  give  him  possession  of  all  the 
lands  which  had  been  Ulf's.  In  any  dispute  which  might  thereafter 
arise  it  was  necessary  to  appeal  to  men  who  had  local  knowledge,  and 
could  speak  with  assurance  as  to  Ulf's  position  on  the  day  when  king 
Edward  died,  or  the  day  when  king  William  gave  Ulf's  lands  to  Gilbert. 
'  They  say  that  Oger  holds  nine  oxgangs  in  Haconby  unjustly,  because 
'  Gilbert  de  Gant  ought  to  have  them  through  Ulf  Fenisc,  his  antecessor, 
'  who  had  them  in  king  Edward's  time  '  (72/44).  The  verdict  of  the 
local  jurors  was  conclusive,  and  the  language  of  Domesday  implies  that 
judgment  followed  automatically  upon  it. 

The  situation  with  which  the  Domesday  commissioners  had  to  deal 
was  seriously  complicated  by  the  fact  that  both  before  and  after 
the  Conquest  one  man  might  possess  a  piece  of  land  and  another  might 
possess  soke  over  it.  Many  Lincolnshire  pleas  in  1086  show  that  the 
right  to  a  property  did  not  imply  any  right  to  the  profits  of  justice  arising 
within  it.  '  Archbishop  Thomas  ought  to  have  soke  over  Aschil's  land 
'  in  Willingham,  which  the  bishop  of  Bayeux  has,  because  the  whole 
'  county  bears  witness  that  the  archbishop's  antecessor  had  sake  and  soke 
'  over  this  land,  and  the  bishop's  men  have  unjustly  taken  away  the  same 
'  soke  from  the  archbishop '  (69/28).  This  is  an  instructive  passage,  for 
it  proves  that  there  was  no  real  difference  in  meaning  between  the  word 
soke  and  the  phrase  sake  and  soke.  By  derivation,  sake  means  a  matter 
in  dispute,  and  soke  means  the  duty  of  seeking  a  lord — '  seeking '  his 
court,  his  fold,  or  his  mill.  '  Soke  '  is  a  vague  word,  and  the  rights 
which  it  might  cover  in  the  eleventh  century  were  various.  One 
important  Lincolnshire  entry  goes  far  to  prove  that  '  soke,'  even  when 
possessed  by  a  man  of  moderate  rank,  might  cover  not  merely  the  profits 
of  justice  but  the  right  of  holding  a  court.  In  the  suit  between  Rainer 
de  Brimou  and  Alfred  of  Lincoln  touching  the  soke  of  three  and  a  half 
bovates  *  the  men  of  the  wapentake  and  riding  say  that  Rainer  ought  to 
'  have  nothing,  but  Roger  of  Poitou  ought  to  have  it  in  the  house  of  Clac, 
'  his  antecessor,  in  Hainton'  (69/25).  This  explicit  reference  to  Clac's 
house  as  the  place  where  Roger  ought  to  exercise  his  soke  implies  that 
Qlac  had  held  a  court  there  before  the  Conquest.     In  the  light  of  this 
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passage  it  is  permissible  to  argue  that  many  other  of  king  Edward's 
thegns  held  that  their  soke  over  their  tenants  entitled  them  to  do  justice 
in  their  own  houses.  Already  before  the  Conquest  the  process  was  far 
advanced  which  was  to  make  the  manorial  court  an  essential  feature  of 
every  manor. 

But  the  word  '  soca '  sometimes  occurs  in  a  less  intelligible  context. 
A  man  might  have  soke  over  a  meadow  or  over  a  wood  in  another's 
possession.  '  The  men  of  the  riding  say  that  Ketelber  ought  to  have 
'twenty  acres  of  wood  in  Hamby,  and  Ivo  Taillebois  the  soke'  (69/20). 
The  exact  sense  of  this  passage  is  not  obvious.  Probably  it  means  that 
Ivo  received  the  amercements  for  scuffles  and  blows  arising  within  those 
twenty  acres.  In  any  case  it  is  certain  that  soca,  in  such  a  context, 
means  something  more  than  the  mere  receipt  of  money  from  the  wood 
or  meadow  over  which  it  was  exercised.  '  They  say  that  in  king 
'  Edward's  time  Leuric  cilt  witheld  the  '  warnode '  from  ten  acres  ol 
meadow  in  Belton.  Colegrim  claims  the  soke  of  these  ten  'acres' 
(72/61).  Here,  '  soke '  is  contrasted  with  '  warnode,'  a  difficult  expression, 
but  one  that  is  explained  clearly  enough  in  later  records  as  a  rent  which 
if  not  paid  on  the  first  day  must  be  paid  two-fold  on  the  second, 
three-fold  on  the  third,  and  so  on,  indefinitely.  Contrasted,  as  in  this 
passage,  with  a  form  of  rent, '  soke '  cannot  well  mean  anything  else  than 
profits  of  justice.  It  seems  to  bear  the  same  sense  also  in  the  passages 
which  refer  to  the  soke  of  a  church.  '  The  men  of  Holland  bear 
'  witness  that  the  soke  of  Ketel's  '  minster '  in  Long  Sutton  belongs  to 
'  the  king's  manor  of  Tydd '  (73/6).  Speculation  as  to  the  way  in  which 
a  man  could  have  soke  over  a  church  is  fortunately  limited  by  a  more 
explicit  passage  relating  to  a  different  part  of  the  county.  '  In  Withcall 
'hundred,  Rainer  claims  the  whole  'minster,'  and  the  men  of  the  riding 
'  say  that  it,  and  the  third  part  of  the  soke  belonged  to  his  predecessor  ; 
'  and  Ilbert  de  Laci  has  two  thirds  of  the  soke  over  the  '  church '  and 
'the  land  which  belongs  to  it'  (69/11).  The  last  words  are  important, 
for  they  show  that  soke  over  a  church  carried  the  profits  of  justice  over 
the  land  with  which  it  was  endowed.  Whether  or  not  it  also  covered 
the  amercements  for  breaches  of  the  peace  within  and  immediately 
around  the  church  must  be  left  an  open  question.  At  a  later  time,  these 
offences  were  a  matter  for  the  ecclesiastical  courts,  but  the  strict 
distinction  between  secular  and  ecclesiastical  justice  cannot  be  carried 
back  to  the  eleventh  century.  It  may  at  least  be  said  that  to  the  men  of 
that  age  there  would  have  been  nothing  repugnant  in  the  idea  that  the 
successors  of  the  man  who  had  founded  the  church  should  claim  the 
penalties  for  offences  committed  in  and  around  it. 

The  rights  brought  by  the  terminology  of  Domesday  under  the 
general  head  of  soke  were  many  and  various.  Among  the  Lincolnshire 
landowners  of  king  Edward's  day,  none  can  have  possessed  more 
extensive  privileges  of  this  character  than  the  church  of  St.  Mary  of 
Stow.  '^The  wapentake  bears  witness  .  .  .  that  over  the  forfeiture  of  the 
'  wapentake  St.  Mary  had  two  thirds  of  the  soke,  and  the  earl  had  one 
'  third.  Now  the  king  has  it.  Likewise  in  respect  of  heriot.  Also  if 
'  men  should  forfeit  their  land,  St.  Mary  had  two  parts  and  the  earl  the 
'  third  '  (71/9).  In  the  next  entry,  this  information  is  brought  up  to  date. 
'  Of  all  the  thegns  who  have  land  in  Well  wapentake,  St.  Mary  has  two 
'  parts  of  the  forfeiture  and  the  earl  has  the  third.     Likewise  touching 
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'  heriot.  Also  if  men  should  forfeit  their  land,  two  parts  belong  to  St. 
'  Mary,  and  the  third  part  is  in  the  earl's  hand.  Now  the  king  has  it. 
'  Gilbert  de  Gant.  Robert  de  Todeni,  and  Ralf  de  Mortemer  are  exempt 
'  from  this  custom,  through  their  anteccssores '  (71/10).  Before  the  end  of 
the  century,  bishop  Robert  of  Lincoln  received  from  William  II  'the 
'  third  penny  of  Stow  wapentake  '  for  a  yearly  rent  of  ten  pounds  (Davis, 
Regesta,  no.  374).  and  thus  obtained  possession  of  all  the  financial  issues 
of  the  wapentake.  They  must  have  been  considerable,  for  ten  pounds 
was  a  large  sum,  and  if  William  Rufus  was  the  man  to  drive  a  hard 
bargain  bishop  Robert  was  not  the  man  to  offer  a  rent  which  left  no 
margin  of  profit. 

Domesday  is  probably  referring  to  similar  financial  issues  in  a  difficult 
passage  which  occurs  near  the  beginning  of  the  Lincolnshireportion  of  the 
survey,  but  of  which  nothing  has  yet  been  said.  '  The  customs  of  the 
'  king  and  the  earl  in  South  Lincoln— that  is  probably,  Kesteven  and 
'  Holland — amount  to  ;^28,  those  in  the  North  Riding  amount  to  £2^, 
'  those  in  the  West  Riding  to  £12,  those  in  the  South  Riding  to  £15  ' 
(pp.  7,  9).  At  first  sight,  these  figures  are  not  easy  to  reconcile  with  the 
sum  which  bishop  Robert  paid  yearly  for  '  the  third  penny  of  Stow 
'  wapentake.'  If  the  earl's  third  penny  for  a  single  wapentake  in  the 
West  Riding  amounted  to  ^10,  the  sums  received  by  the  king  and  the 
earl  from  the  whole  riding  must  have  amounted  to  more  than  £12.  But 
there  are  two  considerations  to  be  set  on  the  other  side.  It  is  very 
probable,  in  the  first  place,  that  in  its  general  estimate  of  '  the  customs 
'  of  the  king  and  the  earl '  Domesday  is  quoting  a  traditional  figure.  In 
any  case,  these  figures  must  represent  the  sums  which  someone — the 
sheriff  or  the  bailiff  of  each  riding — was  paying  to  the  king  for  the  right 
of  collecting  these  issues,  and  the  reign  of  William  Rufus  was  a  time  in 
which  payments  of  this  nature  were  being  greatly  increased.  It  is  no 
less  probable  that  in  other  wapentakes  the  king's  portion  of  the  issues 
was  often  in  the  possession  of  local  magnates.  The  long  list  of  persons 
who  had  sake  and  soke,  toll  and  team,  in  Lincolnshire,  which  includes 
the  names  of  the  greatest  landowners  of  the  county  in  king's  Edward's 
time  (p.  13),  should  probably  be  read  in  this  connexion.  A  similar, 
though  shorter,  list  is  included  in  the  miscellaneous  matter  which 
precedes  the  description  of  Yorkshire.  It  is  headed  with  the  statement 
'These  had  sake  and  soke  and  toll  and  team  and  all  customs' 
{D.B.,  i,  298c).  Domesday  is  still  more  explicit  as  to  the  right  possessed 
by  the  pre-Conquest  magnates  of  Nottinghamshire  and  Derbyshire. 
'  Here  are  set  down  those  who  had  soke  and  sake  and  toll  and  team  and 
'  the  king's  custom  of  the  two  pennies '  {D.B.,  i,  280c).  Each  of  these  three 
lists  was  obviously  made  for  the  same  purpose,  to  record  the  names  of 
those  persons  who  in  king  Edward's  time  had  received  the  king's  share 
of  the  forfeitures,  heriots,  and  similar  issues  arising  on  their  lands.  The 
Lincolnshire  list,  highly  compressed,  and  showing  other  signs  of  hurried 
writing,  omits  the  reference  to  the  king's  customs,  but  it  should 
certainly  be  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the  Yorkshire  and  Nottinghamshire 
evidence.  A  brief  reference  from  the  names  which  occur  in  the  list  to 
the  description  of  the  lands  which  they  had  held  in  the  county  will 
suffice  to  show  the  extent  to  which  '  the  king's  customs '  had  passed 
into  private  hands  before  the  death  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
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Much  that  is  now  obscure  in  the  Lincohishire  '  clamores '  would  be 
explained  if  more  contemporary  documents  were  available  for  comparison 
with  Domesday.  Of  all  the  great  mass  of  writs  and  charters  which  the 
Conqueror  must  have  issued  for  his  English  dominions,  barely  three 
hundred  have  survived.  Less  than  a  score  of  these  are  original 
documents,  and  many  of  the  remainder  have  been  rewritten  or 
interpolated  by  their  later  copyists.  At  the  date  of  Domesday,  few 
religious  houses  held  land  in  Lincolnshire,  and  only  one,  Peterborough 
abbey,  possessed  a  large  estate  there.  On  the  other  hand,  an  unusual 
amount  of  material  exists  for  the  early  history  of  the  Peterborough  lands, 
and  preserves  some  fragments  of  information  about  various  individuals 
whose  names  occur  in  Domesdav,  but  of  whom  there  is  no  other 
memory. 

Without  any  obvious  reason,  there  is  inserted  into  the  Lincolnshire 
'  Clamores  '  an  entry  which  runs  :  '  The  shire  bears  witness  that  on 
'  and  after  the  day  when  king  Edward  was  alive  and  dead  Aschil  had 
'  these  three  manors,  Scotton,  Scotter,  and  Raventhorpe,  of  king 
'  Edward,  at  his  own  disposal  {in  propria  libertale).  In  the  same  way,  he 
'  had  Muskham  in  Nottinghamshire,  and  one  manor,  Manton,  he  had  of 
'  his  brother.  Brand  the  monk,  on  lease  {in  presto)  '  (71/15).  This 
information  is  expanded,  and  also  complicated,  by  a  paragraph  which 
occurs  in  a  twelfth  century  list  of  benefactors  to  Peterborough^  to  the 
effect  that  Askil  son  of  Toke  gave  to  the  abbey  Walcot  on  Humber 
while  he  still  lived,  and  that,  after  his  death  and  that  of  Siric  and  Siworth 
his  brothers.  Brand  the  abbot,  their  brother,  gave  Muskham  in 
Nottinghamshire,  Scotter,  and  other  Lincolnshire  lands,  which  amounted 
to  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  abbey's  extensive  property  in  the  north  of  the 
county.  In  the  text  of  Domesday,  Aschil  is  represented  as  holding  in 
1066  the  lands  which  afterwards  came  to  the  abbey  in  Scotton,  Walcot, 
Appleby  with  Risby  and  Sawcliff,  and  Raventhorpe  (8/15,  23,  27,  28). 
Manton,  which  Aschil  was  holding  in  lease  of  Brand,  according  to  the 
*  Clamores,'  was  held,  according  to  the  text  of  Domesday,  by  a  certain 
'  Rolft.'-  who  was  also  holding  lands  in  Yawthorpe  and  Hibaldstow 
(8/14,  20,  22  ;  71/15),  which,  according  to  the  list  of  benefactors,  came 
to  the  abbey,  like  Manton,  by  the  gift  of  Aschil  and  his  brothers.  Of 
the  remaining  property  which  they  were  believed  to  have  given  to  the 
abbey,  Scotter,  according  to  the  text  of  Domesday,  was  divided,  in  1066, 
between  Aschil  and  a  certain  Alnod,  and  to  Alnod  Domesday  also  assigns 
the  manors  in  Riseholme,  Cleatham,  and  Messingham  which  the  abbey 
possessed  at  the  date  of  Domesday  (8/13,  17,  19,  31).  It  is  evident  that 
the  history  of  these  estates  had  really  been  much  more  complicated 
than  would  be  gathered  either  from  Domesday  or  from  the  list  of 
benefactors  to  Peterborough.  It  is.  no  doubt  possible  to  invent  a 
plausible  explanation  of  these  conflicting  statements — to  conjecture,  for 
example,  that  'Rolft'  and  Elnod  were  the  heirs  of  Siric  and  Siworth. 
It  is  better  to  take  these  discrepancies  as  an  illustration  of  the  complex 
facts  of  personal  history  which  must  often  have  lain  behind  the 
succinct  entries  in  Domesday.

'^  It  is  hard  to  explain  the  final  /  in  this  name.  Most  probably  it  represents  an 
abbreviation  of  some  word  intended  to  distinguish  a  man  called  Rolf  from  some  other 
person  of  the  same  name.  Teinm — '  thegn  ' — is  a  possible  extension  of  this  enigmatical 
letter, 
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But  the  information  about  Aschil  and  his  brothers  is  important  for 
another  reason.     Of  Aschil  himself  all  that  is  known,  apart  from  the 
passages  which  have  been  quoted,  is  the  fact  of  his  attestation  as  '  Askill 
'  Tokes  sun,'  to  the  charter  by  which  Edward  the  Confessor  confirmed 
Fiskerton  to  Peterborough  abbey  in  1060  {Monasiicon,  i,  385).     But  abbot 
Brand  enters  for  a  moment  into  English  history  at  a  very  critical  time, 
and   any   new   facts   which  relate  to   him  are   welcome.      Leofric  his 
predecessor,  the  pluralist  abbot  of  Peterborough,  Coventry,  Burton  on 
Trent,  Crowland,  and  Thorney,  had  joined  the  English  army  before  the 
battle  of  Hastings,  had  fallen  ill,  and  had  died  on  ist  November,  1066. 
The  monks  chose  as  his  successor  Brand  their  '  provost,'  and  sent  him 
for  the  confirmation  of  his  election  to  Edgar  the  Atheling,  whom  they 
thought  likely  to  become  king.     The  Conqueror's  anger  at  this  was  only 
appeased  by  the  mediation  of  good  men  and  the  payment  of  40  marks  of 
gold  {Pelcrboroiigh  Chronicle,  sub  anno  1066).     It  must  have  been  at  this 
time — probably  at  the  Christmas  of  1066 — that  abbot  Brand  obtained 
from  the  new  king  a  charter  confirming  to  his  abbey  '  the  lands  which 
'  his   brothers   or    kinsmen   held    hereditarily    and   freely    under    king 
'Edward'    (Davis,   Rcgcsta,    no.    3;    Monasticon    i,    383).      The    king's 
language  implies  that  the  abbot's  brothers  were  dead  or  had  withdrawn 
from  the  world.     As  Aschil  was  certainly  alive  for  some  time  after  the 
Confessor's  death  on    5th   January,    1066,   it    is  permissible  to  suggest 
that  he  had  fallen  in  one  of  the  two  great  fights  of  that  year,  at  Stamford 
Bridge  or  at  Hastings.     Brand  himself  died  on  27th  November,  1069  ; 
but  at  the  very  end  of  the  century,  after  the  abbey  had  been  ruled  for 
twenty-eight  years  by  the  Norman  abbot  Thorold,  the  monks  gave  two 
hundred  marks  to  William  Rufus  for  liberty  of  election,  and  chose  one  of 
their  own  number,  a  brother  of  abbot  Brand  named  Godric. 

The  list  of  benefactors  which  records  the  gifts  of  abbot  Brand  and 
his  brothers  supplies  important  information  about  other  men  of  their  kin. 
It  states  that  a  certain  Elfgar  of  Dunsby  gave  Dunsby  near  Bourne 
to  St.  Peter,  but  that  abbot  Brand  let  it  at  rent  to  a  kinsman  of  his  own 
named  Halden  son  of  Tope,  because  king  William  had  taken  all  his  land 
from  him  and  given  it  to  Remi  bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  that  on  this 
account  the  bishop  unjustly  took  away  Dunsby  from  St.  Peter.  Nothing 
is  known  as  to  the  reasons  for  Halden's  forfeiture,  but  the  accuracy  of 
this  information  is  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  in  1086  the  bishop  of 
Lincoln  was  holding  manors  in  Grayingham,  Bigby,  Worlaby,  Ulceby, 
Keelby,  Dunsby,  and  Ringstone,  which  had  belonged  to  '  Aldene ' 
before  the  Conquest  (7/16,  18,  20,  22,  27,  30,  32).  The  bishop's  right  to 
Dunsby  is  the  subject  of  an  entry  in  the  '  Clamores '  (72/45).  The 
wapentake  says  that  Aldene's  land  in  Dunsby,  which  bishop  Remi  holds 
and  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  claims,  did  not  belong  to  St.  Peter  in 
king  Edward's  time.  St.  Peter  never  recovered  possession  of  Dunsby, 
but  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  the  story  which  is  preserved  in  the  list  of 
benefactors  to  his  house. 

From  the  same  list  it  also  appears  that  a  brother  of  Halden's  named 
Ulf  son  of  Tope,  gave  '  Manthorpe  and  Carlton  '  to  St.  Peter.  The 
relationship  between  Ulf  and  Haldene,  implying,  as  it  does  a  relationship 
between  Ulf  and  abbot  Brand,  is  an  important  fact,  for  Ulf  was  a  person 
of  much  consequence  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest.  At  the  end  of  1066, 
he   attests  king   William's  confirmation  to  Peterborough  abbey  of  the 
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lands  of  abbot  Brand  and  his  brothers.  His  fellow  witnesses  formed  a 
distinguished  company.  They  include  Aldred  archbishop  of  York,  who 
had  just  crowned  the  king,  Wulfwig  bishop  of  Dorchester,  Merleswein 
the  sheriff  of  Lincolnshire,  who  had  been  king  Harold's  representative 
in  the  north  at  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Hastings,  earl  William  fitz  Osbern 
of  Hereford,  William  Malet,  who  had  been  lord  of  Alkborough  before  the 
Conquest  and  became  the  first  Norman  sheriff  of  York,  and  Ingelric  the 
priest,  who  had  been  one  of  the  Confessor's  chaplains.  Ulf's  signature  in 
such  company  would  prove  his  importance,  even  if  nothing  further  were 
known  about  him. 

A  greater  interest  attaches  to  him  from  the  fact  that  within  three 
years  from  this  time  he  and  Madselin  his  wife  planned,  and  probably 
carried  out,  a  pilgrimage  to  Jerusalem.  Before  their  departure  they 
made  a  will — the  first  of  the  long  series  of  Lincolnshire  wills — of  which 
a  copy  is  preserved  in  a  twelfth  century  cartulary  of  Peterborough  abbey 
(Thorpe,  Diplomataritim,  p.  594).  Its  provisions  were  only  imperfectly 
executed,  but  it  throws  light  on  various  dark  passages  in  Domesday,  and 
it  deserves  analysis.  Ulf  and  Madselin  bequeath  their  land  at  Carlton 
Scroop  to  Peterborough,  their  land  at  Bytham  to  Crowland,  and  that  at 
Sempringham  to  Ramsey.  They  state  that  archbishop  Aldred  is  to 
receive  their  land  at  Lavington  and  'aetHeordwican'  'for  its  full  price,'  and 
their  land  at  Skillington,  Hoby  in  Leicestershire,  and  at  one  of  the  many 
places  called  Morton,  on  which  the  archbishop  had  already  advanced 
them  eight  marks  of  gold.  These  provisions  explain  an  entry  in  the 
'  Clamores  '  which  states  that  archbishop  Aldred  acquired  Lavington 
and  Skillington  with  the  berewick  of  Hardwick  from  Ulf  son  of  Tope 
for  money  which  he  gave  him  in  the  sight  of  the  wapentake,  and  that 
afterwards  the  wapentake  saw  the  king's  seal  by  which  the  archbishop 
was  reseised  of  those  lands  after  Hilbold  had  disseised  him  (72/10).  It 
would  seem  that  Ulf  and  Madselin  alienated  these  estates  in  order  to 
raise  the  money  necessary  for  their  journey,  and  the  fact  that  the 
archbishop  could  take  possession,  be  disseised,  obtain  the  king's  writ,  and 
be  reseised  before  his  death  on  nth  September,  1069,  suggests  that  Ulf 
made  his  will  very  soon  after  his  appearance  at  court  at  Christmas,  1066. 
The  testators  go  on  to  provide  that  if  they  return,  the  archbishop  shall 
have  his  money  again  ;  if  not,  he  shall  expend  for  the  benefit  of  their  souls 
the  sum  by  which  the  value  of  the  land  exceeds  the  money  which  he 
has  gave  for  it,  and  that  if  the  archbishop  should  die,  abbot  Brand 
should  take  over  the  land  under  the  obligation  which  they  had  laid  on  it. 
Ulf  then  bequeaths  his  land  at  Manthorpe  in  Witham  on  the  Hill  to  the 
abbot,  and  his  land  at  an  unknown  plaice  named  Willabyg  to  Siferth  his 
kinsman.  Madselin  leaves  her  land  at  Stoke  to  Leofgifu  her  kinswoman, 
and  her  land  at  Stroxton  to  a  certain  Ingemund,  who  gives  her  in  return 
the  west  hall  at  Winterton.  It  is  next  provided  that  the  testators' 
land  at  Cold  Overton  in  Leicestershire  should  be  sold,  and  the  price 
expended  for  the  benefit  of  their  souls.  Ulf  then  gives  to  his  mother 
his  lands  at  Kettleby  near  Wrawby  and  at  Keelby  Cotes,  and  she  gives 
him  her  lands  at  Messingham  and  Kettleby.  If  Ulf  does  not  return, 
Ingemund  is  to  take  his  land  at  Kirmington.  Ulf  then  gives  his  land  at 
Claxby  by  Normanby  to  Healdene  his  brother — the  Aldene  of  the 
Clamores  (72/45) — his  land  at  North  Ormsby  to  the  convent  at  Stow  St. 
Mary,  and  provides  that  his  servants  [cnihts)  shall  have  his  land  at  Limber 
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if  he  does  not  return.      Finally,  it  is  provided  that  Madselin's  land  shall 
be  given  to  Thorney  abbey. 

The  document  is  a  remarkable  combination  of  a  last  will  and  a 
settlement  inler  vivos.  It  is  also  remarkable  among  eleventh  century 
wills  for  what  it  does  not  contain.  The  absence  of  any  provision  for  the 
enfranchisement  of  the  testator's  unfree  dependents  is  abnormal,  but 
agrees  very  well  with  the  fact  that  according  to  Domesday  there  were 
no  slaves  in  Lincolnshire  in  the  Conqueror's  time.  In  regard  to  other, 
and  more  personal,  matters,  the  evidence  of  the  will  with  one  important 
exception  is  in  harmony  with  that  of  Domesday.  It  is  evident,  for 
example,  from  the  will  that  Ulf's  mother  had  possessed  lands  in  Kettleby 
near  Wrawby  and  Messingham.  It  cannot  be  coincidence  that  Domesday 
shows  a  woman  holding  a  manor  in  each  of  those  villages  in  that  year. 
Her  name  was  Eddeva,  and  she  had  also  held  in  Melton  Ross,  Brocklesby, 
and  Grayingham,  lands  which  had  passed  to  the  Norman  Ernis  de 
Burun  (34/1,  3,  8,  9,  27).  There  is  an  apparent,  but  perhaps  only 
apparent,  discrepancy  between  Domesday  and  the  will  in  regard  to  Ulf's 
estate  in  North  Ormsby.  According  to  the  will,  Ulf  states  that  he  has 
given  Ormsby  to  the  the  convent  of  Stow.  According  to  the  '  Clawores,' 
'  the  North  Riding  and  all  the  Shire  bear  witness  that  Ulf's  land  of 
'  Ormsby,  namely  four  and  a  half  carucates  was  sold — or  perhaps  rather 
'  given  in  pledge — to  St.  Mary  of  Stow  in  king  Edward's  time,  and 
'  belonged  there  on  the  day  when  king  Edward  was  alive  and  dead,  and 
'  bishop  Remi  was  afterwards  seised  of  it '  (70/27).  There  is  no  necessary 
contradiction  between  these  statements,  for  Ulf  may  have  thought  it  wise 
to  insert  in  his  will  a  passage  which  would  have  the  effect  of  confirming 
the  convent  in  the  possession  of  an  estate  which  they  had  already 
bought  from  him. 

The  chief  value  of  the  will  lies  in  its  contribution  to  personal 
history.  Ulf  was  the  antecessor  of  the  Domesday  baron.  Drew  de  Beurere, 
whom  he  had  preceded  in  Lincolnshire  at  Kettleby  near  Wrawby, 
Kirmington,  Limber,  North  Ormsby,  Witham  on  the  Hill,  and  Claxby  by 
Normanby  (30/6-8.  20,  32,  36).  Here,  the  evidence  of  Domesday  agrees 
well  with  that  of  Ulf's  will.  On  the  other  hand,  according  to  Domesday, 
Drew's  predecessor  at  Stroxton,  Stoke,  Carlton  le  Moorland,  and  Castle 
Bytham,  had  been,  not  Ulf,  but  earl  Morcar  (30/22,  26,  27,  29),  and  the 
earl  is  also  represented  as  holding,  at  the  beginning  of  1066,  lands  in 
Sempringham  and  Skillington  which  must  be  the  estates  of  which  Ulf 
was  disposing  by  will  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  would  be  presumptuous 
to  offer  any  explanation  of  this  discrepancv,  for  it  puzzled  the  Domesday 
commissioners  themselves.  '  The  claims  which  Drew  de  Beurere  makes 
'  to  Morcar's  lands  they  refer  to  the  king's  judgment,'  is  an  entry  which 
stands  alone  in  the  Lincolnshire  '  clamores  '  (72/50).  Outside  Lincoln- 
shire, Ulf  son  of  Tope  may  be  identified  with  the  Ulf  who  held  with 
sake  and  soke  manors  at  Cold  Overton  and  Hoby  in  Leicestershire 
which  had  come  to  Drew  de  Beurere,  and  with  Ulf,  '  earl  Waltheof 's  man,' 
who  had  possessed  a  manor  at  Chadstone  in  Northamptonshire  which 
Drew  was  holding  and  earl  Waltheof's  widow,  the  countess  Judith,  was 
claiming,  in  1086  {D.B.,  i,  228a).  In  Yorkshire  an  Ulf  who  is  probably 
identical  with  Ulf  son  of  Tope  had  preceded  Drew  in  the  great  manor 
of  Aldborough,  and  in  various  smaller  estates  in  the  same  region 
{D.B.,  i,  324a-c).  A  man  possessed  of  such  large,  if  scattered,  estates 
must  have  been  one  of  the  leading  Danelaw  thegns  in  1066, 
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The  importance  of  such  a  man  was  due  as  much  to  his  influence 
with  other  land-holding  families  as  to  the  extent  of  his  own  possessions. 
This  makes  the  relationship  which  existed  between  Ulf  and  abbot  Brand 
a  fact  of  some  significance.  It  is  highly  probable  that  king  William  was 
moved  to  grant  his  peace  to  abbot  Brand  in  1066  not  merely  by  the 
proffer  of  40  marks  of  gold  and  the  mediation  of  good  men,  but  by  a 
sense  that  it  would  be  indiscreet  at  that  moment  to  indulge  his  anger 
against  an  abbot  with  powerful  kinsmen  in  the  unquiet  Danelaw.  At 
the  time  of  the  reconciliation,  the  attitude  of  the  Danelaw  magnates 
towards  the  new  Norman  king  must  have  been  highly  uncertain.  There 
was  a  real  possibility  that  they  would  refuse  to  accept  the  battle  of 
Hastings  as  a  final  decision,  and  would  invite  Swegn  Estrithson  of 
Denmark  to  assert  his  claim  to  the  English  kingdom.  The  Scandinavian 
ancestry  of  abbot  Brand,  and  his  kinsfolk  is  proved  by  the  names  which 
they  bore :  Toke,  Tope,  Askil,  Siworth,  Siferth,  Brand,  Haldene, 
Ingemund  all  belong  to  the  stock  of  personal  names  imported  into 
England  as  a  result  of  the  Danish  settlement  of  the  north  and  northern 
midlands.  In  1066  the  Scandinavian  strain  in  the  leading  families  of 
Lincolnshire  was  a  fact  which  a  wise,  but  alien,  king  would  take  into 
account  in  his  dealings  with  that  region.  William  the  Conqueror  was 
pre-eminently  wise. 

THE    LINDSEY    SURVEY 

The  Lindsey  Survey  (1115-1118),  of  which  a  translation  is  given  at  the 
end  of  this  book,  is  the  earliest  of  three  similar  records  compiled  during 
the  reign  of  Henry  1.  The  larger  portion  of  a  survey  of  Leicestershire, 
made  between  1125  and  1130,  was  printed  by  Dr  Round  in  Feudal 
England.  A  survey  of  Northamptonshire,  of  approximately  the  same 
date,  was  translated  and  compared  with  Domesday  by  Dr  Round  in 
Volume  I  of  the  Victoria  History  of  that  county.  The  Lindsey  Survey, 
unlike  the  other  two,  is  preserved  in  a  contemporary  text.  It  has  long 
been  known.  It  was  first  printed  by  Thomas  Hearne  in  his  edition  of 
the  Black  Book  of  the  Exchequer.  In  1883,  Mr.  Chester  Waters 
translated  it,  apparently  from  Hearne's  text.  He  also  compared  it,  entry 
by  entry,  with  Domesday,  but  at  that  date  the  medieval  topography  of 
Lincolnshire  was  not  sufficiently  known  to  enable  an  exact  comparison 
to  be  made.  In  1884,  Mr.  Greenstreet  published  it  in  facsimile,  with  an 
index,  but  without  any  identification  of  places.  Its  date  was  first 
precisely  determined  by  Dr  Round,  who  also  was  the  first  to  indicate  its 
great  value  to  the  student  of  danegeld  and  its  assessment.  This  value  is 
largely  due  to  the  way  in  which  the  Survey  is  arranged.  Domesday  is 
arranged  according  to  the  fees  of  tenants  in  chief,  and  the  wapentakes  in 
which  those  fees  lay  are  rarely  indicated.  The  Lindsey  Survey  is  drawn 
up  riding  by  riding  and  wapentake  by  wapentake.  Within  each 
wapentake,  the  lands  belonging  to  each  fee  are  brought  together,  but  the 
arrangement  by  wapentakes  makes  it  easy  to  reconstruct  the  assessment 
of  the  several  villages  which  each  wapentake  contained.  Moreover,  the 
survey  of  every  wapentake  is  preceded  by  a  statement  of  its  assessment, 
giving  the  total  number  of  twelve  carucate  hundreds  which  it  contained. 
It  was  the  Lindsey  Survey  which  supplied  the  conclusive  proof  of  Dr 
Round's  epoch-making  discovery  that  the  assessment  of  the  northern 
Danelaw  was  distributed  on  a  duodecimal  basis. 
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Canon  Longley's  detailed  comparison  of  the  Lindsey  Survey  with 
Domesday  will  form  part  of  the  second  volume  of  this  edition.  But  the 
value  of  the  Lindsey  Survey  is  not  confined  to  its  importance  as  a  fiscal 
record.  In  feudal  history,  the  reit,m  of  Henry  I  is  a  most  obscure  period. 
The  Lindsey  Survey  shows  the  changes  which  had  taken  place  among 
the  tenants"^  in  chief  of  north  Lincolnshire  in  the  generation  which 
followed  1086.  Its  information  is  no  less  important  in  quite  a  different 
direction.  The  clerk  who  compiled  the  existing  text  of  the  Survey  was 
very  conservative  in  his  spelling  of  place  names.  He  found  much  less 
difficulty  than  his  Domesday  predecessor  in  representing  the  uncouth 
combinations  of  sound  which  distinguished  the  local  nomenclature  of 
north  Lincolnshire.  The  result  is  that  his  work  supplies  a  sound  basis 
for  the  interpretation  of  the  place  names  of  Lindsey.  It  also  reveals 
many  examples  of  Scandinavian  influence  upon  the  earliest  English 
names  of  this  region,  which  are  not  brought  out  by  the  clerk  who  wrote 
the  Lincolnshire  portion  of  Domesday  Book.  The  Lindsey  Survey  will 
always  be  of  primary  value  for  the  period  to  which  it  immediately 
relates,  but  like  Domesday  Book  itself  it  can  be  used  to  illustrate  the 
history  of  a  far  remoter  time. 

MODERN    WORKS    ON     DOMESDAY    BOOK 

The  modern  study  of  Domesday  Book  begins  with  the  publication  of 
Feudal  England  by  Dr  J.  H.  Round  in  1895.  There  had  been  many 
earlier  studies  of  the  Survey,  but  Dr  Round  was  the  first  to  demonstrate 
the  artificial  character  of  the  figures  which  record  assessment,  and  he 
thus  relieved  all  future  students  from  the  hopeless  task  of  attempting  to 
establish  a  connexion  between  hides  or  carucates  ad  geldum  and  modern 
parish  acreage.  We  also  owe  to  Dr  Round  the  discovery  that  the 
carucates  of  assessment  in  the  northern  Danelaw  were  normally  grouped 
in  multiples  of  six,  a  discovery  which  provided  a  new  criterion  of 
Scandinavian  settlement  in  northern  England. 

In  1897.  the  late  Professor  Maitland  published  in  Domesday  Book  and 
Beyond  three  long  and  brilliant  essays  which  brought  the  Survey  into 
relation  with  the  pre-Conquest  evidence  on  the  one  hand,  and  with  later 
law  and  rural  economy  on  the  other.  Not  all  the  answers  which 
Maitland  gave  to  individual  problems  have  withstood  subsequent 
criticism.  Nevertheless  it  would  be  hard  to  overestimate  the  stimulus 
which  the  book  gave  to  Domesday  studies.  It  remains  a  model  of  the 
way  in  which  these  questions  should  be  approached.  Many  questions 
were  for  the  first  time  propounded  by  Maitland,  and  all  later  inquirers 
have  been  influenced  by  the  solutions  which  he  advanced,  though  they 
may  ultimately  have  come  to  different  conclusions  themselves. 

In  the  first  decade  of  this  century,  the  study  of  Domesday  Book  as 
material  for  social  history  was  notably  advanced  by  two  books  by 
Professor  (now  Sir  Paul)  Vinogradoff.  The  Growth  of  the  Manor, 
published  in  1905,  traced  the  development  of  English  manorial  institutions 
through  the  phases  illustrated  by  Old  English  laws  and  land  books  to  the 
feudal  age,  of  which  Domesday  is  the  first  great  monument.  English 
Society  in  the  Eleventh  Century,  which  appeared  in  1908,  is  an  indispensable 
introduction  to  the  Domesday  Survey  as  a  whole.  In  such  a  work,  the 
problems  raised  by  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  are  continually  illustrated 
by  material  occurring  in  the  descriptions  of  other  counties,  and  a  long 
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appendix  sets  out  in  minute  detail  the  different  ratios  between  the 
carucates  of  assessment,  the  teamlands,  and  the  teams,  in  the  several 
entries  of  which  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  is  composed. 

Little  work  has  hitherto  been  done  specifically  upon  the  Lincolnshire 
Domesday.  It  has  never  formed  the  subject  of  monographs  such  as 
those  written  by  Eyton  upon  the  surveys  of  Dorset,  Somerset,  and 
Staffordshire,  There  is  nothing  for  Lincolnshire  comparable  to  Professor 
Tait's  translation  of,  and  introduction  to,  the  Cheshire  Domesday,  or  to 
Dr.  Fowler's  digest  and  discussion  of  the  survey  of  Bedfordshire.  In  the 
Victoria  Histories  of  the  Counties  of  England  the  Yorkshire,  Nottingham- 
shire, Leicestershire,  and  Northamptonshire  Domesdays  are  translated, 
and  explained  in  a  series  of  introductions.  The  surveys  of  these 
neighbouring  counties,  especially  those  of  Yorkshire  and  Nottinghamshire, 
inevitably  throw  much  light  on  Lincolnshire  problems,  but  in  Domesday 
each  county  has  its  own  individuality,  and  it  is  unsafe  to  argue 
automatically  from  one  county  to  another.  Work  of  a  general  character 
upon  the  northern  Danelaw  has  from  time  to  time  necessitated  reference 
to  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday.  In  Types  of  Manorial  Structure  in  the 
Northern  Danelaw  (1908)  I  used  the  Lincolnshire  evidence  in  a  discussion 
of  the  Domesday  terminology  of  this  region,  and  in  the  introduction 
to  Danelaw  Charters  (1920)  I  have  argued  for  the  survival  into  the  twelfth 
century  of  the  forms  of  social  organisation  revealed  by  the  Domesday 
description  of  Lincolnshire.  If  the  Lincolnshire  Domesday  has  received 
less  than  its  due  of  attention  from  students,  the  explanation  chiefly  lies 
in  the  exceptional  difficulties  of  medieval  Lincolnshire  topography.  In 
Lincolnshire  there  are  many  examples  of  different  villages  bearing  the 
same  name,  and  many  places  recorded  in  Domesday  cannot  be  found 
upon  a  modern  map.  The  work  of  topographical  identification,  which  is 
the  foundation  of  detailed  Domesday  study,  has  hitherto  been  more 
difficult  in  Lincolnshire  than  in  any  other  English  county,  with  the 
possible  exceptions  of  Devon  and  Cornwall.  It  may  be  hoped  that  this 
difficulty  will  be  lessened  by  the  publication  of  the  present  edition.

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EXTINCT     VILLAGES 

AND  OTHER  FORGOTTEN  PLACES 

The  schedule  includes  extinct  villages  and  hamlets,  and  also  other 
places  which  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  mentioned  independently 
in  medieval  documents.  After  the  name  of  each  place  there  generally 
foUovi^,  within  brackets,  a  reference  to  an  early  source,  and  to  the 
appropriate  square  in  the  one  inch  Ordnance  Survey.  In  some  cases  only 
the  bare  site,  not  the  name,  will  be  found  since  the  place  has  not  yet 
been  entered  in  the  map. 


AcKTHORPE  (Louthesk  wap. — F.C.,  i,  105 — O.S.,  40,  G  6),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  South  Elkington,  which  is  now  represented  by 
Ackthorpe  farm.  Circa  1565,  Hagthorp  is  returned  as  a  hamlet  containing 
one  family  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.,  618,  f.  11). 

AcREHOUSE,  AcREHOLES,  AcREHOLM  (Walshcroft  wap. — Danelaw 
Charters,  171,  174,  176.  192-3—0.5.,  39,  E  9),  an  important  grange  of 
Newhouse  abbey,  with  land  in  Claxby  by  Normanby  and  Normanby  le 
Wold.  The  grange  itself  was  situate  in  Claxby,  just  below  the  top  edge 
of  the  cliff,  in  close  no.  14  of  the  O.S.,  25  in.  scale,  37/8.  The  buildings 
were  demolished  in  the  nineteenth  century,  and  the  present  farmstead  of 
Acrehouse  [O.S.,  39,  E  9]  was  built  in  their  place,  a  httle  distance  to  the 
east,  in  the  parish  of  Normanby. 

Adewelle  (Beltisloe  wap. — D.B.),  apparently  an  extinct  hamlet 
near  Bowthorpe  {O.S.,  64,  D  8)  in  the  hamlet  of  Manthorpe  and  parish 
of  Witham  on  the  Hill.     See  below  under  Bowthorpe. 

Aldefeld  (Lawress  wap. — Monasiicon,  vii,  952a— O.S.,  39,  J  7),  a 
grange  of  BuUington  priory  in  the  parish  of  Faldingworth,  which  is  now 
represented  by  Faldingworth  grange. 

Alfletby  (Well  wap. — F.C.,  ii,  40),  probably  a  hamlet,  which  is  now 
extinct,  in  the  parish  of  Willingham  by  Stow  (O.S.,  39,  J  2). 

Armtree  (Horncastle  wap. — P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines,  2  and  3  Elizabeth, 
Michaelmas,  no.  31),  an  extinct  place  and  manor  in  the  parish  of  Coningsby 
{O.S.,  48,  H  2).  See  Thompson,  The  History  and  Antiquities  of  Boston, 
622. 
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AswiCK  (Elloe  wap. — O.S.,  65,  D  2),  a  hamlet  and  chapelry  in  the 
parish  of  Whaplode.  The  manor  belonged  to  Croyland  abbey,  which 
had  a  grange  there  ;  and,  in  1322,  the  monks  founded  a  perpetual 
chantry  in  their  chapel  en  le  Brodedroue  near  Asewyk  for  the  soul  of 
their  seneschal,  Richard  son  of  Peter  de  Hoddil  of  Cheyle  [Cheal  in 
Gosberton],  who  had  expended  400  marks  out  of  his  own  resources  for 
their  relief  when  their  common  substance  was  diminished  by  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather,  the  common  murrain  among  beasts, 
innumerable  inundations,  and  various  other  causes  {Reg.,  iv,  ff.  5,  5d.). 

AuTBY  (Haverstoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  E  5),  an  extinct  village  and 
parish,  now  represented  by  Autby  or  Audby  house  in  the  south-western 
part  of  the  parish  of  North  Thoresby.  Traces  of  the  ancient  toftsteads 
are  still  visible  in  the  north-west  corner  of  Autby  park  (O.S.  (6in.  scale), 
39N.E.).     See  T^.C,  ii,  pp.  liv,  343. 

AvETHORPE  (Aveland  wap. — D.B),  an  extinct  village,  in  the  western 
part  of  the  parish  of  Aslackby.  No  traces  of  its  site  survive.  It  is  found 
in  1316  as  a  uilla  {F.A.,  iii,  188),  and  in  1327  and  1333  as  nillaia  de 
Haugthorp^  and  iiilUila  de  Hanthorp^  {Snh.,  135/10,  mem.  3d.  ;  135/15, 
mem.  4)  ;  as  Aueihorpe  {Cal.  Inq.,  i,  no.  583),  Aihorp  {ibid  ,  v,  no.  522), 
Awlhorpe  (P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines,  7  Eliz.,  Easter,  no.  i),  Hauetorp 
(Peterborough  Cathedral  library,  Goxhill  Leiger,  no.  127).  Avethorpe 
has  often  been  confused  with  Hawthorpe  in  the  parish  of  Irnham, 
which  probably  adjoined  it.  It  may  be  presumed  that  the  site  of 
the  village  is  not  far  from  a  moated  enclosure  in  the  western  part 
of  the  parish  of  Aslackby,  called  The  Aveland,  which  was  the  traditional 
meeting-place  of  the  wapentake.  Mr.  John  Cragg  of  Threckingham  in 
a  manuscript  gazetteer,  which  he  compiled  about  100  years  ago,  states 
that  the  vicar  of  Aslackby  had  the  great  and  small  tithes  of  Avethorpe 
but  only  the  vicarial  tithes  of  the  rest  of  the  parish.  The  tithe  award, 
however,  does  not  throw  any  light  on  this  assertion  (Lincoln  Diocesan 
Registry,  Tithe  Rcntchargc  Awards,  H.  455). 

Bainthorpe  (Horncastle  wap.— O.S.,  48,  C  2),  probably  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  Little  Sturton  in  the  parish  of  Baumber,  and  presumably  near 
the  river  Bain.  A  probable  site  is  where  the  monks  of  Kirkstead  had  a 
mill  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  at  a  place  where  a  mill  still  exists.  See 
Lancaster,  Cliartnlaiy  of  Bridlington  Priory,  354. 

Banthorpe  (Ness  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of 
Braceborough.  In  13 16,  Braussingburg  cum  Branthorp  was  a  uillata 
{F.A.,  iii,  187  ;  cp.  Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  id).  Banthorpe  wood  {O.S.,  6  in. 
scale,  146  S.W.),  which  lies  to  the  north-west  of  Shillingthorpe  hall, 
and  Banthorpe  lodge  to  the  south-west  of  the  hall  (O.S.,  64,  E  8),  mark 
the  approximate  site. 

Bassingham  (Candleshoe  wap. — F.C.,  ii,  35— O.S.,  48,  E  9),  an 
extinct  village  or  hamlet,  in  the  parish  of  Scremby,  which  is  now 
represented  by  Bassingham  farm  {O.S.,  ut  supra),  and  Bassingham 
plantation  {O.S.,  6in.  scale,  75,  S.W.).  The  place  must  have  become 
decayed  at  an  early  date,  for  the  only  documentary  evidence  of  it  that 
has  been  found  is  the  mention  of  rent  in  Basingham  in  conjunction  with 
the  manor  of  Scremby,  in  1246  {F.C.,  ii,  35,  where  the  place  is  misidenti- 
fted  as  the  modern  parish  of  Bassingham). 
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Beckfield  (Walshcroft  wap.— F.C.,  i,  320— O.S.,  40,  F  2,  3),  an 
extinct  hamlet,  in  the  parish  of  Binbrook.  The  site,  which  shews  traces 
of  foundations,  is  in  the  southern  hah'  of  the  grass  close  {OS.,  6  in.  scale, 
46.  N.E.).  which  is  bounded  on  the  south  and  east  by  the  road  from 
Binbrook  to  Kirmoad  le  Mire,  and  on  the  west  by  a  stream  which  divides 
the  parishes  of  Binbrook  and  Kirmond  le  Mire.  The  hamlet  was 
therefore  close  to  the  latter  village.  In  1316,  Bynbrok  cum  Beckefeld 
and  Irford  was  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  182). 

Bergestorp.     See  Bredestorp. 

BiRKWOOD  (Gartree  wap. — F.C.,  i,  104 — O.S.,  48,  H  3),  an  extinct 
chapelrv  in  the  parish  of  Kirkby  on  Bain,  and  extending  into  the  parish 
of  Mareham  le  Fen,  in  which  latter  parish  there  is  the  moated  site 
of  Birkwood  hall.  In  1158,  Henry  II  confirmed  to  Durham  priory  the 
church  of  Kirkby  '  cum  capella  de  Birchewda '  {Charters  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Durham,  3,  i,  Regal,  i). 

Bowthorpe  (Beltisloe  wap. — F.A. — O.S.,  64,  D  8),  an  extinct  village 
which  is  now  represented  by  Bowthorpe  park  farm  in  the  south-western 
part  of  the  hamlet  of  Manthorpe  and  in  the  parish  of  Witham  on  the  Hill. 

The  house  dates  from  the  Tudor  period,  and  contains  a  fine  oak 
stair-case.  It  was  evidently  a  place  of  some  importance  in  former  days. 
Near  the  house  there  is  an  oak-tree  which  is  believed  to  be  more  than  a 
thousand  years  old.  Inside  it  a  room  has  been  formed  in  which  a  dozen 
people  have  dined  with  comfort.  An  engraving  of  the  tree  and  house, 
from  a  drawing  made  by  J.  C.  Nattes,  in  1804,  is  given  by  Howlett  in  A 
Selection  of  Vieivs  in  the  Conntv  of  Lincoln. 

In  1 3 16,  Manthorp  cum  Beirethorp  was  a  uillata  {F.A.  iii,  188)  ;  and 
the  name  of  the  uillata  is  given  as  Manthorp'  cum  Bourethorp'  in  1327, 
and  as  Manthorp'  cum  Bourthorp  in  1333  {Sub.,  i^Sl^o,  mem.  4d  ; 
135/15  mem  7).  By  the  time  of  Henry  VIII,  Bowthorpe  had  dropped 
out  of  the  subsidy  rolls.  In  1304,  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  had  one  knight's  fee 
in  Wytham,  Manthorp,  and  Bourethorp  {Cal.  Inq  ,  iv,  p.  154  ;  cp.  D.B., 
24/32).  In  1226,  the  abbot  of  Croyland  had  the  twenty-hfth  part  of  a 
knight's  fee  in  Burethorp  {I'.C,  i,  205).  In  1253.  the  abbot  and  convent 
of  Croyland  had  a  grant  of  free  warren  in  their  demesne  lands  in 
Burthorpe  {Cal.  Charter  Rolls,  i,  419)  ;  in  1282,  they  were  lords  of  the 
manor  of  Burthorpe,  which  is  referred  to  as  a  village  {Chartulary  of 
Bridlington  Priory,  ed.  Lancaster,  377)  ;  in  1535,  they  had  rents  in 
Manthorpe  7/.  9s.  gd.,  and  in  Baurthorpe  11/.  {Valor  Ecclesiasticus,  iv,  86a). 
In  the  Croyland  Cartulary  the  name  appears  as  Burthorpe  (ff.  179-184). 
In  1545,  the  duke  of  Suffolk  received  a  grant,  inter  alia,  of  the  possessions 
of  the  collegiate  church  of  Tattershall  in  Manthorp  and  Burthorp  {State 
Papers,  Henry  VIII,  xx,  part  i,  214a).  In  1585,  there  was  a  final  concord 
touching  the  manors  of  Burthorpe,  Manthorpe,  etc.  (P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines, 
27  Eliz.,  Trin.,  no.  19). 

Brachecourt  (Beltisloe  wap. — Monasiicon,  v,  489 — O.S.,  64,  B  7),  a 
place  in  the  parish  of  Edenham,  which  was  given  to  the  monks  of  Castle 
Bytham  as  a  new  site  for  their  monastery,  to  which  they  gave  the  name 
of  Vaudey.     See  below  Vaudey. 

Brakenholm  (Calcewath  wap. — F.C.,  i,  75),  an  island  in  the  parish 
Qf  Farlsthorpe  (O.S.,  48,  C  10). 
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Bredestorp  alias  Bergestorp  (Beltisloe  wap. — D.B.),  which  either 
is  to  be  identified  with  the  extinct  village  of  Bowthorpe  or  is  another 
extinct  village  in  the  parish  of  Careby.  The  weight  of  evidence  seems 
to  be  on  the  side  of  the  former  alternative.  The  place  is  mentioned  twice 
in  Domesday  Book,  and  it  will  be  convenient  to  set  out  the  relevant  entries 
with  the  corresponding  items  in  later  surveys  :

The  earl  of  Albemarle   [Drew  de   Beurere's   successor    in    title]    holds 
Helewell  in  demesne  of  his  barony  (p.  182). 
Each  subsequent  survey  contains  a  similar  entry  {B.F.,  1050;  F.A.,  iii,  151, 
204). 

The  identity  of  Bergestorp  and  Bredestorp  cannot  be  justified  by 
pure  philology.  Nevertheless  it  seems  certain.  The  spelling  Breidestorp, 
circa  iioo  {Chronicon  Petroburgense,  179)  shows  that  the  name  is  derived 
from  the  O.N.  personal  name  Breithr,  '  the  broad,'  which  occurs  again  in 
Braceby,  co.  Lincoln,  Bradeston,  co.  Norfolk,  and  Bracewell,  co.  York. 
Now  the  link  between  this  form  and  Bergestorp  is  supplied  by  the 
spelling  Brerchestorp  given  by  Hugh  Candidus  in  a  list  of  the  benefactors 
to  Peterborough  abbey,  temp.  Henry  H,  (ed.  Spark  43).  An  independent 
copy  of  this  list  in  Lansowne  MS.  994,  f.  147b,  reads  Breidestorp,  thus 
preserving  the  original  form.  The  early  development  of  the  forms,  berg, 
berch  seems  to  be  due  to  the  influence  of  neighbouring  places  with 
similar  names,  and  in  particular  to  Birthorpe  in  the  wapentake  of 
Aveland  (derived  from  berg,  a  hill),  and  Barholme  in  the  wapentake  of 
Ness.  It  may  be  noted  that  when  two  r's  occur  in  a  word  one  of  them  is 
quite  likely  to  change  its  place  or  to  disappear.^ 

The  philological  evidence  supplied  by  the  ancient  forms  of  Bowthorpe 
— Beirethorp,  Baurthorpe,  Bourethorpe,  Burethrope,  Burthorpe — is  in 
favour  of  identifying  Bredestorp  alias  Bergestorp  with  that  place.  But 
the  tenurial  evidence  is  not  quite  so  strong.     If,  however,  the  name 

1  For  the  information  in  this  paragraph  the  writer  is  indebted  to  Professor  Stentop, 
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Bergestorp  or  Breidestorp  does  not  occur  amongst  the  possessions  of 
Peterborough  abbey  after  the  date  of  the  Chronicon  Pcirobur^eme  this 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  later  surveys  suggest  that  the 
monks  parted  with  their  land  in  Witham  on  the  hill,  Manthorpe, 
Bovvthorpe,  Toft,  and  Lound  at  an  early  date. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  D.B.  8/7  states  that  the  4  carucates  in  Bintham 
are  a  berewic  of  [the  manor  of]  Bergestorp,  and  yet  the  name  of  the 
manor  under  which  the  berewic  is  entered  is  Adewelle  (D.B.,  8/5). 
Adewelle  has  generally  been  identified  with  Holywell,  the  early  form  of 
which  is  Helevvell ;  but  there  is  little  beyond  their  common  termination 
to  connect  the  two  names,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  Peterborough 
abbey  held  any  land  in  Holywell.  Adewelle  and  Bergestorp  or 
Bredestorp  may  be  alternative  names  of  a  village  ;  but  it  is  more  likely 
that  Adewelle  was  a  hamlet  near  Bergestorp,  in  which  case  a  parallel 
may  be  found  in  the  extinct  hamlet  of  Holme  (D.5.,  24/78)  v^hose  24 
carucates,  in  1086,  include  the  assessment  of  Beckingham  and  its  hamlets. 
There  are  many  springs  and  streams  in  the  districts,  and  names 
compounded  of  ivell  seem  to  have  been  common.  In  the  parish  of 
Witham  on  the  Hill  six  of  these  names  are  recorded  [Chartulary  of 
Bridlington  Priory,  ed.  Lancaster,  366,  374-7),  besides  the  Caudell  (cold 
well)  springs  close  to  Bowthorpe  park  farm  ;  and  three  more  are 
mentioned  in  a  terrier  of  the  glebe  of  Careby,  dated  1577  (Lincoln 
Diocesan  Registry,  Terriers,  i,  ff.  6g-'j2d). 

The  substitution  in  later  documents  of  the  name  of  Careby  for  that 
of  Bergestorp  or  of  Adewelle  raises  no  difiiculty  ;  for  when  a  tenement  lay 
in  two  parishes,  it  was  a  common  practice  to  call  it  indifferently  by  the 
name  of  either  place.  In  the  case  of  Drew  de  Beurere's  land,  Domesday 
Book  itself  (30/28)  paves  the  way  for  the  change  of  name  from  Bredestorp 
to  Helewell  by  stating  that  the  7  carucates  in  Bredestorp.  though  the 
entry  has  a  marginal  M,  were  sokeland  of  West  (or  Castle)  Bytham,  of 
which  parish  Holywell  was  a  hamlet. 

Brethage,  Brethawe  (Wraggoe  wap. — Bardney  Cartulary,  ff.,  89, 
90),  a  district  and  manor  in  the  parish  of  Langton  by  Wragby  {O.S.,  47, 
B  10),  extending  to  the  boundary  of  Hatton. 

BucKLAND  (Gartree  wap. — L.S.—O.S.,  probably  48,  E  2),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Woodhall,  and  probably  comprising  the  north- 
eastern part  of  that  parish.  Entries  relating  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Buckland  appear  in  the  parish  register  of  Woodhall  as  late  as  1580- 1600. 
The  land  of  the  hamlet  of  Torp,  which  is  entered  in  Domesday  Book 
(1/94  ;  4/51)  in  close  association  with  Langton  by  Horncastle  and 
Thimbleby,  appears  in  ii  15-18  and  1212  {B.F.,  169),  under  the  name  of 
Buckland. 

Burgh,  Burg  (Aswardhurn  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  which, 
in  1086,  was  associated  with  Evedon  and  perhaps  also  with  Kirkby  by 
Laythorpe  {O.S.,  55,  C  9).  The  assessment  of  Burgh  in  Domesday  Book 
is  as  follows  :  car.     bov.

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It  may  be  conjectured  that  the  village  of  Burgh  was  grouped  with 
Evedon  (12  car.  4  bov.)  and  part  of  Quarrington  (9  car.  2|  bov.)  to  make 
a  double  hundred  of  24  carucates. 

Colegrim's  holding  of  6  bovates  in  Burgh  descended  to  the  Clinton 
family  together  with  his  manor  of  2  carucates  in  Ewerby  {D.B.,  67/1)  of 
which  it  was  sokeland,  and  also  with  2  bovates  of  sokeland  in  Evedon 
(67/4) — 3  carucates  in  all  ;  and  all  this  land  belonged  to  Henry  de 
Clinton's  fee  in  1212  {B.F.,  180).  Towards  the  end  of  Henry  II's  reign, 
the  mesne  tenant  of  the  3  carucates  was  Nigel  son  of  Alexander,  who  had 
been  succeeded  by  Osbert  son  of  Nigel  in  12 12  (ibid.).  The  immediate 
tenants  were  as  follows  :  William  son  of  Ranulf  who.  before  1185,  gave 
one  bovate  in  Evedon  of  this  land  to  the  Templars  (Monasticoii,  vi,  826a). 
About  that  date,  William's  sons  held  his  land,  namely  Nicholas  (son  of 
William)  of  Holland  and  Walter  his  brother,  who  paid  rent  to  the 
Templars  for  i  carucate  and  6i  bovates  (ibid.  826a,  826b).  In  1212,  the 
two  brothers  held  the  two  carucates  in  Ewerby,  which  were  returned  as 
being  free  from  service.  In  1239,  Robert  de  Rye,  for  20  marks  quit- 
claimed to  William  son  of  Nicholas  2  carcuates  of  land  in  Ewerby 
(Iivardehy)  and  i  carucate  in  Evedon  and  Kirkby  [F.C,  i,  303).  These 
are  the  same  3  carcuates  which  Colegrim  held  in  Ewerby,  Burgh,  and 
Evedon  in  1086,  and  it  is  significant  that,  in  1239,  Kirkby  has  taken  the 
place  of  Burgh. 

The  evidence  is  sufficient  to  shew  that  if  Burgh  is  not  included  in 
the  present  parishes  of  Kirkby  and  Evedon,  it  is  at  least  in  close  proximity 
to  them.  The  lane  which  runs  from  Kirkby  to  Ewerby  is  called  Bar- 
gate,  and  Bargate  hill  lies  to  the  south-east  of  it  (O.S.,  6  inch  scale, 
106,  N.E.).  These  names  are  old  ones,  and  it  might  be  thought  that  they 
had  some  connection  with  the  extinct  village  of  Burgh,  were  it  not  for 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  evidence  for  the  form  Burgate. 

No  trace  of  Archil's  two  manors  in  Burgh  has  been  found  after  1086. 
It  is  not  improbable  that  they  were  given  to  the  nuns  of  Haverholme,  and 
are  to  be  sought  in  the  parish  of  Evedon. 

BuRRETH  (Gartree  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  47,  E  10),  an  extinct  village 
and  parish  co-terminous  with  the  present  parish  of  Tupholme.  See  F.C, 
ii,  p.  liii.     Burreth  was  a  uillaia  in  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  180). 

BuTYATE  (Wraggoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.  47,  D  10).  an  extinct  hamlet 
in  the  parish  of  Bardney.  It  was  no  doubt  one  of  the  members  of  the 
nillata  of  Bardney  mentioned  in  the  subsidies  {FA.,  iii,  179  ;  Sub.,  135/10, 
mem.  gd.).  Charters,  especially  those  in  the  Bardney  abbey  cartulary 
(ff.  82d. — 85),  point  to  a  site  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  parish  of 
Bardney,  adjoining  Gautby,  and  the  foundation  of  the  village,  with  clear 
indications  of  a  moat,  may  still  be  traced  in  the  grass  close  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  road  to  Bardney  grange  {O.S.  (25  in.  scale),  72/6, 
no.  228).  A  hundred  years  ago  there  was  a  mean  farm-house  on  the 
moated  site,  known  as  Butchett  farm.  Robert  Marmion  gave  the  town, 
called  Butheatha.  to  Bardney  abbey  in  frank  almoign  {Cnl.  Charier  Rolls, 
iv,  238).  The  place  must  early  have  declined  in  importance  since  its 
name  hardly  ever  occurs  after  the  early  part  of  the  thirteenth  century. 
In  1592,  however,  it  reappears  as  '  Budget '  (L.R.S.,  xvii,  124). 

Cadeby,  South  (Louthesk  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  H  4),  an  extinct 
village    and    parish,    which    is    now    included    in    Grimblethorpe    and 
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Calcethorpe.     See  F.C.,  ii,  pp.  Iviii,  Ixix,  343.     In  1316,  Gayton,  Cateby, 
and  Grimpelthorp  were  a  uillala  {F.A.,  iii,  177). 

Carlton,  Middle  (Lawress  \va.p.—D.B. — O.S.,  47,  B  4),  an  extinct 
village  and  parish,  which  is  now  included  in  the  parish  of  North  Carlton. 
It  was  also  called  Little  Carlton,  Carlton  Makerel,  Barton,  Barkcston, 
etc.  See  KC,  ii,  p.  Ivii.  In  1333,  Middle  Carlton  was  associated  with 
North  Carlton,  and  in  another  subsidy  with  South  Carlton,  to  form  a 
uillala  {Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  26d   ;   135/16,  mem.  6d.), 

Casthorpe  (Winnibriggs  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  55,  F  I,  2),  an  extinct 
village  consisting  of  East  Casthorpe  and  West  Casthorpe  in  the  parish  of 
Barrowby.  The  present  Casthorpe  lodge  seems  to  mark  the  situation  of 
the  former,  and  Casthorpe  house  the  approximate  position  of  the  latter. 
Casthorp  cum  Staynwath'  was  a  uillala  in  1327  and  1333  {Sub.,  135/10, 
mem.  6  ;  135/15,  mem.  7d.). 

Catley  (Langoe  wap. — Monaslicon,  v,  967-8 — O.S.,  47,  J  9),  formerly  a 
Gilbertine  priory,  in  Walcot  in  the  parish  of  Billinghay.  The  site 
shews  many  traces  of  buildings.  See  Transcripts  of  Charters  of  Gilbertine 
Houses,  ed.  Stenton  (L.R.S.,  vol.  xviii),  72-90. 

Cawthorpe  (Ludborough  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  E  8),  an  extinct 
village  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  parish  of  Covenham  St.  Bartholomew. 
See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  Ixi. 

CoNESBY,  North,  or  Little  Conesby  (Manley  wap. — D.B. — O.S., 
33,  J  2)  an  extinct  hamlet  and  chapelry  in  the  parish  of  Flixborough. 
Flikesburgh  and  Parva  Conyngesby  formed  a  uillata  in  1316  {F.A.,  lii, 
185).  The  site  of  North  Conesby  was  marked  by  a  moated  enclosure, 
which  within  the  last  twelve  months  has  been  buried  beneath  a 
huge  mound  of  soil  thrown  up  in  the  process  of  mining  for  iron-stone. 
The  name  occurs  as  Cunigesbi,  Conmgesby,  etc.  {L.S.,  1/14  ;  Cal.  Inq., 
ix,  p.  400). 

Conesby,  South,  or  Great  Conesby  (Manley  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  33, 
J  2),  an  extinct  hamlet,  which  is  now  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  Conesby 
farm  close  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  parish  of  Crosby.  The 
lordship  of  Conesby  appears  as  a  well-defined  area  in  the  estate  maps  of 
Sir  Berkeley  D.G  Sheffield,  of  Normanby  Park.  It  extends  to  the  river 
Trent  on  the  west.  The  name  appears  as  Cunesbi,  Cunihingby,  etc. 
{D.B.,  13/16  ;  Roluli  Hundredorum,  i,  373b.).  Magna  Conyngesby, 
Gunnesse,  and  Crosseby  were  a  uillata  in  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  185)  ;  in  1333, 
the  order  of  the  names  is  Crosseby,  Conyngesby,  and  Gunneys  {Sub., 
135/16,  mem.  2d.  ;  cp.  135/11,  mem.  22). 

Corringham,  Little  (Corringham  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  185 — O.S.,  39, 
G  i),  an  extinct  village  in  the  parish  of  Corringham.  It  appears  as  a 
utllata  in  1316,  1327,  and  1333  {F.A.,  iii,  185  ;  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  24; 
135/16,  mem.  27  ;  Cal.  Pat.  Rolls,  a.d.  1319,  p.  269).  Until  comparatively 
recent  times  Corringham  has  been  known  by  the  name  of  Great 
Corringham  in  contradistinction  from  its  hamlet.  The  tithe  rentcharge 
award  of  the  hamlet  of  Little  Corringham,  dated  23rd  October,  1838, 
shews  that  the  territory  of  the  hamlet  lay  to  the  south  of  the  village  of 
Great  Corringham,  near  Staple  Gate  house  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry. 
Tithe  Rentcharge  Awards,  D.,  213). 
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CoTELAND  (Flaxwell  wap. — D.B. — 0  S.,  55,  B  9),  a  depopulated  place 
in  the  parish  of  Anvvick.  and  possibly  also  in  Ruskington.  It  occurs 
frequently  in  the  Haverholme  priory  charters  {Lincolnshire  Notes  & 
Queries,  xvii,  9,  10,  13,  15,  etc.). 

Cotes  (Langoe  wap. — Kirkslcad  Cartulary,  ff.  32-39d..  63,  6jd. — O.S., 
47,  G  9),  an  extinct  village,  which  was  given,  in  the  time  of  king  Stephen, 
to  Kirkstead  abbey.  The  monks  built  a  grange  there  which  they  named 
Linwood,  and  that  name  soon  superseded  Cotes  as  the  name  of  the  village 
and  its  territory.  Portions  of  the  grange  are  incorporated  in  the  present 
house,  the  name  of  which  has  been  changed  to  Linwood  hall  (O.S.),  See 
F.C.,  ii,  p.  Iv. 

Cotes,  North.  Cotes,  or  Little  Cotes  (Langoe  wap. — Cal.  of 
Charter  Rolls,  i,  383),  a  grange  of  Kirkstead  abbey,  probably  in  the 
parish  of  Dunston  {O.S.,  47,  G  8).     See  F.C.,  ii,  pp.  liv,  Iv. 

CoTOX  (Yarborough  wap. — D.B. — OS.,  40,  A  i),  an  extinct  village 
now  included  in  the  parish  of  Brocklesby,  but  formerly  in  the  parish  of 
Keelby.  It  is  known  as  Nun  Coton  on  account  of  a  priory  of 
Cistercian  nuns  which  was  founded  there  in  the  time  of  king  Stephen. 
See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  Ixv. 

Crossholme  (Aslacoe  wap. — J^.C,  i,  251 — O.S.,  39,  G  5),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  south  part  of  the  parish  of  Bishop  Norton.  The  manor  of 
Crossholme  is  still  in  existence.  The  hall  stood  in  the  close  which  lies 
to  north-east  of  New  Close  plantation  {O.S.,  25  in.  scale,  44/3  and  4, 
no.  92),  and  the  close  immediately  to  the  east  is  known  locally  as 
Crossholme  field  {ibid  ,  no.  93). 

Danmark  (Calcewath  wap. — F.C.,  ii,  287 — O.S.,  48,  D  12),  probably 
a  hamlet,  which  is  now  extinct,  in  Mumby  Chapel  in  the  parish  of 
Mumby.     See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  liii. 

Draycote  (Yarborough  wap. — F.A.,  iii.  182),  an  extinct  hamlet,  in 
the  parish  of  Nettleton  {O.S.,  39,  D  9),  the  site  of  which  has  not  yet  been 
found.  In  1316,  Nettleton,  Herwyk,  Wikham,  and  Draycote  were 
a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  182). 

Drayton  (Kirton  wap. — D  B. — O.S.,  55,  E  13),  a  village  which  in  very 
early  times  lost  its  separate  existence,  and  became  part  of  Swineshead, 
and  is  now  represented  by  a  cluster  of  houses  south  by  south-east  of  that 
village.  Drayton  was  a  hundred  of  twelve  carucates,  and  Count  Alan's 
manor  there  had  a  considerable  quantity  of  sokeland  attached  to  it 
{D.B.,  12/58  ff  ;  Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  iii,  326-7). 

Dunsthorpe  (Hill  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  245 — O.S.,  48,  F  4),  an  extinct 
village  and  parish,  now  included  in  the  parish  of  Hameringham.  The 
benefice  was  a  rectory.  In  1437,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  bishop 
of  Lincoln  by  John  Derman,  rector  of  Hameringham,  the  prior  and 
convent  of  Bullington.  patrons  of  the  church,  and  John  Kighley,  laic, 
patron  of  the  church  of  Dunsthorpe,  shewing  that  the  church  of 
Dunsthorpe,  which  was  wont  to  be  ruled  by  a  secular  rector,  is  so 
decreased  on  account  of  the  lack  of  parishioners,  the  fewness  of  peasants, 
their  low  wages,  the  bareness  of  the  lands,  the  lack  of  cultivation, 
pestilences,  and  epidemics  with  which  the  Lord  afflicts  his  people  for  their 
sins,  that  it  is  hardly  sufficient  for  the  eighth   part  of  the   salary  of  a 
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stipendiary  chaplain,  much  less  of  a  rector  who  has  to  bear  necessary 
charges  ;  and  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  its  sufficing  in  the  future  since 
the  world  is  going  from  bad  to  worse,  and  that  the  church  of  Dunsthorpe 
has  no  parishioners  ;  and  praying  that  the  two  churches  may  be  united. 
Thereupon  the  bishop,  on  7  February,  1437-8,  decreed  the  union,  and 
ordained  that,  to  compensate  John  Kyghley  for  the  loss  of  the  patronage, 
the  rector  should  be  bound  to  observe,  on  9  November  every  year,  the 
anniversary  of  John  himself  and  Alice  his  late  wife,  and  also  of  Sir  Robert 
Elkyngton  and  Joan  his  wife  and  John  Greg,  chaplain,  both  in  the 
church  of  Hameringham  and  in  that  of  Salmonby  {Reg.,  xx,  ff.  77,  77d.). 
Terriers  of  the  glebe  of  the  rectory  of  Hameringham,  dated  27  July, 
1601,  and  1634  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry,  Terriers,  iii,  f.  97d.,  ix,  f.  52), 
prove  that  Dunsthorpe  comprised  the  southern  portion  of  the  present 
parish  of  Hameringham.  The  site  of  place  is  marked  by  '  The  Grange ' 
(see  OS.,  48,  F  4),  which  is  to  be  identified  with  Dunsthorpe  grange. 
The  terriers  mention  a  little  close  or  pingle,  containing  half  a  stong, 
called  '  the  Chappell  yarde,'  which  is  surrounded  by  the  lands  of 
Dunsthorpe  grange  on  every  side.  This  close  has  now  been  thrown  into 
the  adjoining  grass  field  {O.S ,  25  in.  scale,  81/8,  no.  119),  but  its 
boundaries  can  still  be  traced  immediately  to  the  east  of  the  present 
grange.  Many  bones  of  men,  women,  and  children  have  been  found 
there.  It  is  not  improbable  that  Low  Hameringham  may  have  formed 
part  of  Dunsthorpe  (See  i^C.,  ii,  liv). 

Dunsthorpe  (Louthesk  wap.),  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  South 
Elkington,  which  has  lost  its  separate  status.  It  is  almost  certainly  to  be 
identified  with  Thorpe  or  Elkington  Thorpe  {O.S.,  40,  H  6)  a  group  of 
houses  which  lies  to  the  east  of  the  village  of  South  Elkington.  It  was 
a  hamlet  circa  1565  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.,  618,  f.  11).  See  Lincoln 
Cathedral  Charters,  D  ij,  69/2,  no.  41.  Dunesthorpe  in  J^eel  of  Fines  (P.R.O.), 
3-4  Philip  and  Mary,  Michaelmas,  no.  33,  and  4-5  Philip  and  Mary, 
Hilary,  no.  18,  seems  to  correspond  with  Lesthorpe  in  Feet  of  Fines,  3-4 
Elizabeth,  Michaelmas,  no.  7. 

Dunsthorpe  (Threo  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  now  included 
in  Old  Somerby  {O.S.,  55,  G  4),  Harrowby,  and  the  borough  of  Grantham. 
See  F.C.,  ii,  p,  Ixii.  In  1316,  Donston  \sic\  cum  Herierby  was  a  tullata 
{F.A.,  iii,  191)  ;  while,  in  1333,  the  names  are  given  as  Dunsthorp'  cum 
Herierby  and  Westhorp  {Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  8d.). 

Fanthorpe,  Felmethorp  (Louthesk  wap. — B.F.,  169 — O.S.,  6  in. 
scale,  48,  S.W.),  in  the  parish  of  Louth,  a  grange  of  Tupholme  abbey,  now 
represented  by  Fanthorpe  Lawn  and  certain  cottages  near  the  boundary 
of  South  Elkington.     See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  Iviii. 

Fen  (Skirbeck  wap. — B.F.,  195),  an  extinct  hamlet  and  chapelry 
in  the  parish  of  Fishtoft  {O.S.,  56,  D  4).  See  Thompson,  History  and 
Antiquities  of  Boston,  593-4. 

Fulsthorpe.  Fughelesthorp  (Calcewath  wap. — FA.,  iii,  lyS  —  O.S., 
48,  A  10),  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Trusthorpe,  which  seems  to  have  lost 
its  separate  status,  though  it  is  still  marked  by  the  name  of  Thorpe  in 
the  O.S.  There  is  a  moated  site.  Trusthorpe  hall  has  seemingly  been 
misnamed,  since  it  is  situate  in  Thorpe,  and  not  in  the  village  of  Trus- 
thorpe. Trussethorp  and  Foulesthorp  formed  a  uillata  in  1316  and  1327 
{F.A.,  iii,  178  ;  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  19). 
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Ganthorpe  (Winnibriggs  wap. — D.B.  (Geniiuulorp) — O.S.,  55,  H  3), 
an  extinct  village  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  parish  of  Great  Ponton. 
The  site  is  now  a  plantation,  in  the  north-east  corner  of  Stoke  Rochford 
park,  which  bears  the  name  of  '  Ganthrops  '  {O.S.,  6in.  scale,  122,  S.E.). 
See  F.C..  ii,  p.  Ixiii. 

GiPPLE  (Threo  wap.— Z?.i^.,  1003  (Typpehall')— (9.S.,  55,  E  5),  a 
grange  of  St.  Katherine's  priory,  Lincoln,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Welby, 
close  to  Ermine  street.  The  site  is  marked  as  Gappel  on  Armstrong's 
map  (a  d.  1778),  but  it  cannot  now  be  traced  since  the  ground  has  long 
been  under  the  plough.  It  was  almost  exactly  opposite  to  Gipple  cottages 
{O.S.)  in  the  parish  of  Syston. 

Greetham,  Little  (Hill  wap. — FA.,  iii,  180),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Ashby  Puerorum.  In  1316,  Parva  Askeby,  Gretham,  and 
Stanesby  formed  a  iiillata  {F.A.,  iii,  180;  cp.  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  13d.  ; 
135/16,  mem.  25d.). 

Greinby  (Candleshoe  wap. — F.C.,  i.  82),  an  extinct  hamlet  probably 
in,  but  certainly  near,  the  parish  of  Scremby.  It  is  possibly  to  be 
identified  wuth  Scremby  itself,  or  with  Grebby,  a  hamlet  of  Scremby  ; 
but  the  evidence  is  slightly  against  such  identification.  The  name 
in  the  final  concord  might  be  read  as  Gremby.  The  concord  is 
registered  in  the  Bardney  cartulary  (f.  45),  where  the  place  is  given  as 
Geuevbby  and  Greinby  ;  but  the  text  is  untrustworthy.  The  bishop  of 
Durham  held  land  in  Scremby  and  Grebby  in  1086  {D.B.  3/43-6),  and 
Pinceon  was  the  tenant  of  the  bishop's  land  circa  11 15  {L.S.,  14/9).  It 
seems  that  Greinby  must  be  looked  for  in  Scremby  or  Grebby,  for  the 
final  concord  was  made  in  1208  to  settle  a  dispute  as  to  whether  2  bovates 
of  land  and  a  toft  in  Greinby  and  half  a  borate  in  Laisingtorp  (q.v.)  were 
the  free  alms  of  the  masters  of  the  hospital  of  Saint  Mary  Magdalene  of 
Partney  or  the  lay  fee  of  Henry  Bee,  who  was  Pinceon's  great  grandson. 

Gunnerby  (Haverstoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  D  3),  formerly  a 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Hatcliffe.  It  is  now  represented  by  two  or 
three  houses,  for  which  the  name  of  Gunnerby  is  retained  in  the  O.S.  In 
1327  and  1333,  Haddeclyff  and  Gunnerby  formed  a  uillaia  (Sub.  135/11, 
mem.  4  ;  135/16,  mem.  I2d.). 

Hakerley,  Ache,  Hacch.*:  (Bolingbroke  wap. — Monasiicon,  v,  454-5 
— O.S.,  56,  A  2),  a  hermitage  in  the  parish  of  Sibsey,  the  approximate 
site  of  which  is  probably  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  Akerley  Bridge  farm 
(56,  A  2),  where  there  is  a  bridge  over  what  is  now  called  Medlam  drain. 
The  hermitage  was  part  of  the  grant  of  William  I  of  Roumare,  earl  of 
Lincoln,  for  the  foundation  of  Revesby  abbey.  Its  existence  suggests 
that  there  was  in  olden  days  a  bridge  or  causeway  which  it  was  the 
hermit's  duty  to  maintain. 

Hanby  (Calcewath  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  48,  E  10),  an  extinct  hamlet, 
in  the  parish  of  Welton  le  Marsh,  which  is  now  represented  by  Hanby 
hall  (moated).     See  Oldfield,  Account  of  Wainflect,  276. 

Hanehaithe  or  Aneheythe  (Langoe  wap. — Kirkstead  Cartulary,  ff. 
71-77),  the  name  given  (a)  to  part  of  the  great  heath  in  the  western  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Nocton,  Dunston,  Metheringham,  Blankney,  Harmston, 
Coleby,  and  Boothby  Graffoe  ;  and  (6)  to  an  important  grange  of 
Kirkstead  abbey,  which  was  sometimes  called  Kirkestedeheyth  grange, 
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some  traces  of  the  buildings  of  which  remain  in  the  iarmstead  called 
Metheringham  lodge  {O.S.,  47,  H  7).     See  F.C.  ii,  pp.  Ivi,  343. 

Hardwick  (Wraggoe  wap. — F.C,  i,  230),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  or 
near  the  parish  of  Panton  {O.S.,  47,  B  11),  the  site  of  which  has  not  been 
found.  Panton  and  Herdwyk  were  a  uillaia  in  1316,  1327,  and  1333 
{F,A.,  iii,  179;  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  gd.  ;  ibid.,  135/16,  mem.  20). 

Hardwick  (Yarborough  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  182 — O.S.,  39,  E  9),  an 
extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Nettleton.  The  approximate  site  was 
marked  by  some  cottages,  known  as  Haddock  houses,  which  were 
demolished  many  years  ago,  but  within  living  memory.  No  traces  of 
foundations  remain.  The  site  is  about  740  yards  east  by  north  from 
Nettleton  Top.  in  the  south-easternmost  corner  of  no.  233  of  the  O.S. 
(25  in.  scale),  sheet  38/1,  where  no.  233  adjoins  no.  238.  See  F.C,  i,  28, 
31-2,  72,  80,  297  ;  ii,  pp.  Ixv,  18,  72.  In  Dodsworth's  transcript  of  the 
lost  Hundred  Roll  of  Yarborough  wapentake  in  1275  (Bod.  'Lih., Dodsworth 
MS.  89)  this  place,  under  the  name  of  Heryewyke,  is  surveyed  with 
Nettleton  and  Wykeham.  Nettelton,  Herwyk,  Wikham,  and  Draycote 
formed  a  uillaia  in  13 16  {F.A.,  iii,  182). 

Havercroft  (Corringham  wap. — F.A.,  iii.  187).  a  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Gainsborough,  which  has  long  been  extinct.  Its  site  is  included 
in  Thonock  park  {O.S.,  38,  G  14).  See  Cal.  of  Charier  Rolls,  li,  p.  no  (4). 
In  1316,  Gaynesburgh,  Thunnek,  and  Havercroft  formed  a  uillaia  {F.A., 
iii,  187).  In  1327  and  1333,  Thunayke  and  Havercroft  were  a  iiillata 
{Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  23d.  ;  ibid.,  135/16,  mem.  5). 

Haverholme  (Calcewath  wap. — F.C,  ii.  141),  possibly  a  hamlet 
which  is  now  extinct,  near  Mumby  {O.S.,  48,  C  11). 

Hawthorn  (Horncastle  wap. — P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines,  2  and  3 
Edward  VI,  Hilary,  [no.  i] — O.S.,  48,  J  2).  an  extinct  place  in  the  ancient 
parish  of  Coningsby,  now  represented  by  Hawthorn  hill. 

Have.  Upper,  and  Lower  Haye  (Corringham  wap. — Danelaw 
Charters,  60,  62,  63  (bis)),  two  islands  in  the  parish  of  Redbourne.  See 
Monaslicon  vii,  954,  982.  The  land  in  the  neighbourhood  has  been 
drained,  and  the  islands  have  disappeared  ;  but  their  position  is 
established  approximately  by  the  farm  of  Redbourne  Hayes  and  by  Hayes 
wood  {O.S.,  39,  D  5  ;  and  6  in.  scale,  27  s.e.). 

Haythby  (Manley  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  33.  G  2),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  West  Halton,  lying  to  the  south-west  of  Coleby.  See  F.C, 
ii,  p.  Ixi.  In  1316,  Colby,  Teuelby,  Haccheby,  and  Dorby  were  a  uillata 
{F.C,  iii,  184  ;  cp..  Sub.,  135/16,  mem.  2).     See  F.C,  ii,  p.  Ixi. 

Heynixgs  (Well  wap. — Monaslicon,  v,  723a — O.S ,  38,  J  14),  a 
suppressed  priory,  in  the  parish  of  Knaith.  Part  of  the  priory  church  is 
used  as  the  parish  church  of  Knaith. 

Hole  or  Hoole  (Bradley  wap. — L.S. — O.S.,  40,  A  6),  a  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Clee,  which  has  been  swallowed  up  in  the  modern  civil  parish 
of  Cleethorpes.  The  latter  name  means  the  thorpes  of  Clee.  and  is  due 
to  the  grouping  together  of  the  thorpes  of  Hole  and  Itterby.  Hole  town 
street  is  now  called  Market  street.  See  C.  E.  Watson,  A  History  of  Clee 
and  the  Thorpes  of  Clee,  g8,  gg.  Circa  1565,  there  were  thirteen  families 
in  Hole  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.  618,  f.  I2d.) 
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Holme,  or  South  Holme  (Bradley  wap, — F.A.,  361 — O.S.,  40,  A  5), 
a  hamlet  and  manor  in  the  parish  of  Clee,  and  now  included  in 
the  borough  of  Great  Grimsby.     See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  lii. 

Holme  Spinney  (Loveden  wap. — D.B. — 55,  A  2),  an  extinct  village 
adjoining  Sutton  in  the  parish  of  Beckingham.  In  D.B.  '  Holm  '  included 
Beckingham  and  Sutton.  Close  no.  237,  on  sheet  95/6  of  the  O.S.  (25  in. 
scale)  is  the  site  of  the  strongly  fortified  manor  house  of  the  Furnivals 
who  were  the  lords  of  the  manor  in  the  thirteenth  century.  See  F.C.,  ii, 
pp.  Ix-i,  for  an  account  of  the  site,  and  of  the  chantry  of  the  chapel  of 
St. 'Leonard  founded  there. 

Holtham  (Wraggoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  H  i),  an  extinct  village 
in  the  parish  of  Legsby,  now  represented  by  the  farm  of  Holtham  Garrs, 
or  Holtham  Garth,  or  Holtham  Carrs.  On  the  south-east  side  of  the 
farmstead,  adjoining  the  boundary  of  Sixle,  the  foundations  of  the  village, 
and  a  moat,  may  be  traced  (O.S.,  25  in.  scale,  54/2,  no.  loi).  See  F.C.,  ii, 
p.  Ixiv. 

HoRNODE  (Yarborough  wap.),  a  place  in  the  parish  of  North  Kelsey 
(O.S.,  39,  D  7).  On  16  August,  1420,  the  bishop  of  Lincoln  granted  to 
John  Whyte  of  North  Kelsey,  hermit,  that  he  might  celebrate  divine 
service  in  a  certain  chapel  in  Hornode  St.  Mary  situated  within  the  same 
parish,  which  he  was  to  inhabit  as  long  as  the  bishop  pleased  {Rc^ ,  xvi, 
f.  2iod.). 

HouFLET  (Yarborough  wap. — D  B. — O.S.,  34,  J  8),  an  extinct  place 
in  the  parish  of  Stallingborough,  and  one  of  the  numerous  medieval 
ports  on  the  coast  of  Lincolnshire.  Henry  II  granted  to  Grimsby  abbey 
'  totam  decimam  piscium  de  portu  meo  de  Houllet '  {Cal.  of  Charier  Rolls, 
iv,  311).  Oldfleet  drain  (O.S.,  6in.  scale,  14,  s.w.),  or  Oldfleet  Clough 
(BrvanVs  Map),  which  forms  the  boundary  between  the  parishes  of 
Stailingborougla  and  Healing,  and  runs  into  the  Humber,  is  probably 
a  modernised  form  of  Houflet.  This  evidence  suggested  the  identifi- 
cation of  the  Wenflet  of  D.B.  (4/29)  which  was  sokeland  of  Stallingborough 
with  the  Houflet  of  Henry's  charter.  The  name  occurs  elsewhere  in 
Lincolnshire  as  Hoffleet  Stow  (O.S.,  55.  F  13)  in  Wigtoft.  and  '  Holflete 
in  pratis  de  Trentemersch,'  probably  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Gains- 
borough (Stenton,  Transcripts  of  Charters,  L.R.S.,  vol.  xviii,  p.  89). 

Houghton  (Winnibriggs  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  6  in.  scale,  122,  n.e.), 
an  extinct  village,  now  represented  by  Houghton  farm  in  the  ancient 
parish  of  Grantham.  See  F.C.,  ii,  pp.  Ixiii-iv.  The  issues  of  the  altar  of 
the  chapel  of  Horton'  (which  is  probably  to  be  identified  with  Houghton) 
formed  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  southern  mediety  of  the  vicarage 
of  Grantham  in  1224-5  (L.R  S.,  ix,  136). 

HuBERDHEYTHE  (Langoe  wap. — Roinli  Hundredortim,  390b — O.S , 
47,  H  7),  a  grange  of  St.  Katherine's  priory,  Lincoln,  on  Scopwick 
heath,  in  the  western  part  of  the  parish  of  Scopwick.  The  farm  called 
Scopwick  lodge  is  probably  close  to  the  site  of  the  grange. 

Itterby  (Bradley  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  A  6,  B  6),  a  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Clee  which  is  now,  like  Hole  (q.  v.),  included  in  the  modern 
civil  parish  of  Cleethorpes.  Itterby  stood  on  rather  higher  ground  than 
Hole,  and  a  little  to  the  south-east,  near  the  present  Cliff  hotel.     Sea 
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View  street  is  the  old  town  street  of  Itterby.  Circa  1565,  there  were 
seventeen  families  in  Itterby  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.  618,  f.  I2d.). 

Langene  (Candleshoe  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  the  name  of 
which  does  not  occur  after  D.B.  The  place  is  represented  in  later 
records  by  Irby  in  the  Marsh  (48,  F  10).  Land  in  Bretoft  and  Langene 
in  1086  (D.B.,  13/6)  is  entered  as  11  carucates  in  Breitoft  and  Irebi  in 
1115-18  {L.S.,  14/7).     Cp.  B.F.,  164. 

Langworth  or  Langwath  (Horncastle  wap. — Kirksiead  Cartulary, 
ff.  I39-I56d.  passim — O.S  ,  48,  J  3),  an  important  grange  of  Kirkstead 
abbey,  in  the  parish  of  Coningsby. 

Langworth,  East  (Wraggoe  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  lyq—O.S.,  circa  47, 
B  8),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Stainton  by  Langworth. 
Staynton.  Rercsby,  Neubel  and  Langwath  formed  a  uillala  in  1316.  In 
1633,  Langworth  in  the  parish  of  Barlings  and  wapentake  of  Lawress 
was  known  as  West  Langworth  (L.R.S.,  xvi,  347). 

Lavington,  Little  (locally  in  Beltisloe  wap.,  but  assessed  partly  in 
Aveland  wap.— D.JS. — O.S.,  55,  H  7),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of 
Lavington  alias  Lenton,  lying  between  Hanby  on  the  north  and  Lavington 
on  the  south.     In  its  history  it  is  closely  associated  with  Hanby. 

In  1086,  Offram  had  two  carucates  in  Parva  Lavintune  (D.B.,  68/21), 
which  correspond  to  the  two  carucates  in  Handebec,  that  is  Hanby, 
which  belonged  to  the  Clinton  fee  in  1212,  1242,  1303,  and  1346, 
constituting  one-tenth  of  a  knight's  fee  in  1212,  and  one  twelfth  of  a 
knight's  fee  in  1242,  1303,  and  1346  {B.F.,  183,  1049  ;  F.A.,  iii,  166,  210, 
where  '  Hanbec '  is  wrongly  indexed  as  Handbeck  [s/c]  in  Wilsford). 
At  the  last  two  dates  Vaudey  abbey  was  sub-tenant.  These  two 
carucates  were  not  included  in  the  hundred  of  Lavington,  for  Lavington, 
with  its  hamlets  of  Keisby  and  Osgodby  (in  part),  is  assessed  at  exactly 
12  carucates  {D.B.,  2/42  ;  8/8  ;  24/26  ;  57/41  ;  68/22). 

In  ]o86,  Gilbert  de  Gant  held  4  carucates  and  2|  bovates  in 
Lavintone,  which  were  sokeland  of  the  manor  of  Folkingham  (D.B., 
24/86).  Richard  I  confirmed  to  Vaudey  abbey  Reiner  de  Sally's  gift  of 
the  grange  which  is  called  Parva  Lanintona  \_sic^,  namely,  4  carucates  of 
land,  with  all  their  appurtenances,  and  the  quittance  and  liberties  of  the 
same  land,  which  Alice  de  Gant,  the  countess,  and  Robert  de  Gant 
granted  to  them  (Dugdale,  Monasticon,  v,  490b.).  The  jurors  of  the 
wapentake  of  Aveland,  in  1275,  state  that 

the  abbot  of  Vaudey  holds  4  carucates  in  Parva  Lavinton  of  Gerard  le  Saille  in 
alms  ;  and  they  were  geldable,  but  are  not  so  now,  but  by  what  warrant  they 
know  not.  Gerard  holds  them  of  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  by  mesne  as  one  fee,  and 
Gilbert  holds  them  of  the  king  in  chief,  by  a  service  which  is  unknown.  Thev 
are  worth  20  pounds  by  the  year  (^Rotidi  Himdredorwn,  254b,  cp.  pp.  256,  392). 

The  inclusion  of  these  4  carucates  in  the  assessment  of  the  wapentake  of 
Aveland  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  sokeland  of  the  manor 
of  Folkingham. 

In  1535,  Vaudey  abbey  held  demesne  lands  in  Lavyngton  cum 
Hambeke,  worth  21  pounds  and  4  pence  a  year  (Fior /or  Ecclesiasiicus,  iv,  90). 

This  evidence  justifies  the  conclusion  that  Hanby  grange,  the  site  of 
which  is  marked  in  the  O.S.  (6  in.  scale,  124,  s.w.),  is  the  grange  spoken 
of  above  as  Little  Lavington.  Vaudey  abbey  owned  most  of  the  land  in 
both  places,  and  their  estate,  including  the  grange,  was  probably  known 
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by  either  name.  An  award  of  the  tithe  rentcharge  of  Little  Lavington, 
dated  17  May,  1848,  shews  that  the  territory  of  Little  Lavington  lay  to 
the  east  of  the  road  from  Lavington  to  Sapperton  and,  with  the  exception 
of  one  close,  on  the  south  side  of  the  road  from  Lavington  to 
Folkingham  ;  and  that  it  came  to  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  Lavington 
church  on  the  south,  and  to  within  less  than  half  a  mile  of  Hanby  grange 
on  the  north.  In  the  award  the  place  is  described  as  '  the  hamlet  of 
Lavington  otherwise  called  Lenton  in  the  parish  of  Lavington  otherwise 
called  Lenton'  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry,  Tithe  Rentcharge  Award, 
H.  524).  The  following  are  the  numbers  in  the  O.S.  of  the  closes  in 
Little  Lavington  that  are  subject  to  tithe  rentcharge — sheet  124/9,  ^^o^. 
93-95,  98,  and  101-103.  The  actual  site  of  the  village  has  not  yet  been 
found. 

Laysingthorpe,  Laisintorp  (Candleshoe  wap. — F.C.,  i,  82),  an 
extinct  village  or  hamlet,  probably  situate  in  the  parish  of  Scremby. 
Henry  Bee,  in  1208,  granted  to  the  hospital  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene 
of  Partney  two  bovates  of  land  and  a  toft  in  Greinby  and  half  a  bovate  in 
Laisintorp  in  frank  almoign  (F.C.,  i,  82)  ;  and  the  gift  of  Henry  Bot  [sic'\ 
to  the  hospital  of  these  two  bovates,  which  are  described  as  two  bovates 
in  Laysingthorp  in  frank  almoign  was  confirmed  by  the  king  to  Bardney 
abbey  in  1331  (Cal.  Charter  /Colls,  iv,  253).  See  also  Lincoln  Cathedral 
muniments,  D  iv,  69/3,  no.  4. 

Laythorpe  (Aswardhurn  wap. — D.B.—O  S.,  55,  C  9),  a  village  in  the 
parish  which  is  now  called  Kirkby  Laythorpe.  Laythorpe  is  now 
represented  by  a  cluster  of  houses  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
parish  of  Kirkby  Laythorpe,  on  the  south  side  of  the  high  road  from 
Sleaford  to  Boston.  The  place  has  lost  its  separate  status,  and  also  its 
name  which  is  now  found  only  in  the  conflate  form  Kirkby  Laythorpe. 
The  modern  form  Kirkby  la  Thorpe  is  due  to  a  misconception  as  to  the 
origin  of  the  name  which  is  derived  from  the  Scandinavian  personal 
name  Leithulfr.  The  site  of  an  ancient  chapel  is  marked  in  the  O.S. 
(6in.  scale)  106,  n.e.  Kirkeby  Leylthorp  was  a  uillata  in  I3i6and  1327 
{F.A.,  iii,  189  ;  Sub.  135/10,  mem.  7)  ;  while  in  1333,  the  uillatci  is  called 
Kyrkeby  and  Laylthorp'  (Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  lod.).  Laythorpe  is  found 
as  a  separate  place  until  early  in  the  fourteenth  century  (P.R.O.,  Feet  of 
Fines,  i^Sb?^  "O  13).  For  the  hundred  of  Laythorpe,  see  below,  p.  34. 
See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  1. 

LiNDLEY  (Corringham  wap. — Danelaw  Charters,  2),  an  extinct  place 
in  the  parish  of  Lea  (O.S.,  38,  H  14),  where  the  nuns  of  Bullington  priory 
were  first  established.     See  Calendar  of  Charter  Rolls,  ii,  106. 

LissiNGLEYS  (Wraggoe  wap. — F.C.,  i,  98 — O.S.,  39,  J  8).  A  small 
extraparochial  district  of  which  the  eastern  part  is  called  Lissingleys,  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Buslingthorpe,  on  the  south  by  Wickenby,  on 
the  east  by  Lissington,  and  on  the  west  by  Friesthorpe  (Lincoln 
Diocesan  Registry,  Award  of  the  Tithe  Rentcharge  of  Friesthorpe, 
F,  476). 

LoBiNGHAM  (Yarborough  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village  of  6 
carucates,  of  which  the  name  has  not  been  found  in  any  document  later 
than  the  Lindsey  Survey.  Its  site  is  unknown,  but  it  was  no  doubt  in 
the  present  parishes  of  Killingholme  and  East  Halton  (O.S.,  34,  G  5,  H  5, 
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H  6)  ;  for  territory  that  is  described  as  Lobingham  in  1086  is  reckoned 
to  be  in  Killingholme  in  11 15-18  and,  later,  in  that  place  and  East 
Halton.  The  present  boundaries  of  these  parishes  were  not  established 
before  the  latter  part  of  the  twelfth  century.  In  the  charters  of  that 
period.  South  Killingholme  included  both  North  and  South  Killingholme  ; 
and  the  church  of  St.  Denis  of  South  Killingholme  was  the  church  which 
is  now  known  as  the  church  of  that  dedication  at  North  Killingholme  ; 
while  North  Killingholme  then  meant  East  Halton.  Nicholas  de  Areci, 
about  1 155,  gave  to  Newhouse  abbey  the  portion  which  he  had  in 
the  church  of  St.  Peter  of  Nortkiluingholm  '  que  alio  nomine  uocatur 
Haltuna'  (Stenton,  Danelaw  Charters,  213  ;  cp.  p.  169,  also  p.  459,  columns 
a  and  b). 

Mar^  (Axholme  wap — D.B. — O.S.,  33,  H  i),  an  extinct  hamlet  the 
site  of  which  is  approximately  represented  by  Mere  Dyke  Staith  on  the 
river  Trent,  in  the  parish  of  Luddington.  Before  the  drainage  of  the 
district  much  of  the  land  was,  in  the  words  of  the  ancient  maps,  '  fenny 
and  marische  soyle.'  The  Meredyke  (O.S.),  or  Mare  dyke  as  it  is 
generally  found  in  medieval  documents,  was  an  arm  of  the  old  river  Don 
(Stonehouse,  History  and  Topography  of  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  52,  69  ; 
Coucher  Book  of  Selby,  ed.  J.  T.  Fowler,  ii,  286,  291,  392  ff.). 

Mare.     See  Saltfleetby  Haven,  Mare,  and  Swine. 

Mareham  or  Cold  Mareham  (Aswardhurn  wap. — D.B., — O.S.,  55, 
D  8),  an  extinct  village  in  the  present  parish  of  Burton  Pedwardine,  of 
which  the  site  is  marked  by  a  moated  enclosure,  containing  about  nine 
acres.  It  gave  its  name  to  the  Roman  road  from  Bourne  to  Sleaford, 
which  is  still  called  Mareham  lane.  Sempringham  priory  had  a  grange 
there,  and  one  of  the  priory  charters  mentions  '  ilium  montem  qui  uocatur 
'  J?inghou  iuxta  Caldmarham '  (The  Genealogist,  n.s.,  xvi,  77).  As 
Thinghou  means  '  hill  of  assembly,'  perhaps  this  mons  was  the  meeting- 
place  of  the  wapentake  of  Aswardhurn. 

Medlam,  Medelham  (Bolingbroke  wap. — Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls  iv, 
95 — O.S.,  48,  J  5),  an  extinct  hamlet  or  place  in  the  parish  of  Revesby, 
which  was  given  to  Revesby  abbey  by  William  III  de  Roumare. 

Millthorpe  (Aswardhurn  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  189),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Quarrington  {O.S.,  55,  C  7),  the  site  of  which  has  not  yet 
been  found.     See  J^.C,  ii,  p.  1. 

Minting,  Little  (Gar  tree  wap. — D.B),  an  extinct  village,  the  site  of 
which  must  be  sought  in  the  parish  of  Minting  {O.S.,  48,  C  i),  or  in 
Minting  park. 

Nongetune,  Nongtone  (Winnibriggs  wap.— D.5. — O.S.,  55,  G  3), 
the  name  of  a  village  which  has  not  been  found  after  1086.  The  place 
may  almost  with  certainty  be  identified  with  Spittlegate  (see  F.C.,  ii,  Ixiv). 
The  assessment  of  Nongetune  is  4  carucates  i^  bovates,  and  this,  when 
added  to  the  7  carucates  6|  bovates  of  Houghton  near  Grantham,  makes 
a  village  of  12  carucates.  In  this  community  Walton  also  must 
no  doubt  be  included.  In  1316,  1327,  and  1333,  Houton,  Walton, 
and  Spitelgate  constitute  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  190  ;  Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  6  ; 
ibid.,  135/15,  mem.  7d.)  ;  and  the  three  places  are  often  named  together 
in  other  documents.  They  formed  a  lordship  or  manor  at  the  time  of 
the  enclosure  ;    and  Spittlegate  Without  (that  is,  so  much  of  the  place 
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as  has  not  been  incorporated  in  the  borough  of  Grantham),  Houghton, 
and  Walton  now  form  a  civil  parish. 

NoRCOTES  (Horncastle  wap. — Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  i,  iii),  an 
extinct  village  in  the  parish  of  West  Ashby  {O.S.,  48,  D  3).  See  Kirkstead 
Cartulary,  169-173,  i75d.,  lybd. 

Ogarth  (Threo  wap. — F.A.,  iii.  191),  an  extinct  hamlet,  probably  in 
the  parish  of  Ropsley  (O.S.,  55,  G  5),  the  site  of  which  has  not  yet  been 
discovered.  It  occurs  as  Ogarth  in  F.A.  (iii,  191),  and  in  Sub.,  135/10, 
mem.  6d.,  and  as  Osgarth  in  Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  8d.  The  name 
appears  again  in  the  parish  of  Tathwell  as  Orgarth  hill  (O.S.,  48,  A  5). 

OsGODBY  (Wraggoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  47,  D  10).  an  extinct  village 
in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  parish  of  Bardney.  Charters,  especially 
those  in  the  Bardney  abbey  cartulary,  shew  that  the  village  lay  near 
Butyate  (see  above  p.  Iii),  to  the  east  of  Holme  wood.  The  hamlet  of 
Bardney  Dairies  represents  the  ancient  village,  and  the  form  Osgarby 
Daries  occurs  in  an  administration  bond  in  the  Lincoln  Consistory  Court, 
dated  1646.  Traces  of  the  village  may  be  seen  in  a  grass  close 
immediately  to  the  south-east  of  Lodge  farm  (O.S.,  25  in.  scale,  72/5, 
no.  161).  It  is  probable  that  the  stream  which  flows  from  Hatton 
through  Langton  and  to  the  east  of  Lodge  farm  formed  part  of  the 
boundary  between  Osgodby  and  Butyate,  as  it  still  divides  two 
properties.  Osgodby  was  no  doubt  one  of  the  members  of  the  uillata  of 
Bardeney  cum  membris  (F.A.,  iii,  179;  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  10;  ibid., 
135/16,  mem.  2od.). 

Otby  (Walshcroft  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  F  i),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Walesby.  now  represented  by  a  farm.  Walesby  [and 
Otby]  formed  a  uillata  in  1327  {Sub.  135/11,  mem.  i). 

OusEBY  (Aveland  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  55,  G  9).  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
Birthorpe  which  was  formerly  in  the  parish  of  Stow  by  Threckinghani, 
but  is  now  in  Sempringham.  See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  li.  Birthorp  cum  Useby 
was  a  uillata  in  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  189  ;  cp.  Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  4),  and 
Birthorp  and  Ouseby  in  1327  (Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  3d.). 

OuTHORPE  (Loveden  wap. — O.S.,  54,  D  14,  C  14),  perhaps  an  extinct 
hamlet ;  now  represented  bv  a  farm  called  Outhorpe  in  the  parish  of  Long 
Bennington.  A  William  Barn  of  Owthorp  or  Howthorp  appears  in 
1 33 1 -2  in  the  charters  of  the  family  of  Staunton  of  Staunton,  co. 
Nottingham.  As  Outhorpe  farm  is  only  a  mile  from  Staunton.  William 
Barn  is  more  likely  to  have  come  from  there  than  from  Owthorpe  in 
Bingham  wapentake,  eleven  miles  away. 

PooLHAM  (Horncastle  wap. — B.F.,  165 — O.S.,  48,  E  i),  an  extinct 
hamlet  and  chapelry  in  the  parish  of  Edlington,  which  is  now  represented 
by  Poolham  hall.     See  Walter,  Parishes  Round  Horncastle,  35-8,  43. 

RiCHE  (Kirton  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  now  included  mainly  in 
the  parish  of  Wigtoft,  and  perhaps  partly  in  Algarkirk  and  Sutterton. 
The  site  is  unknown.  The  hundred  of  Riche  included  10  carucates  in 
Riche  and,  no  doubt,  2  carucates  in  Dowdyke.  Swineshead  abbey 
received,  during  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  gifts  of  land 
in  Richundred  or  Rikehuudred  {Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  iii,  324-5,  327  ; 
see   also   Cal.  of  Inquisitions   Miscellaneous,   ii,   no.    1482).     The  use  of 
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the  word  '  hundred '  in  the  case  of  these  gifts  suggests  that  the  village 
was  extinct  when  the  gifts  were  made,  or  at  least  when  the  confirmatory 
charter,  in  which  they  are  enumerated,  was  granted  in  1316. 

RiXGSTHORPE  (Threo  \v^^.—F.A.,  iii.  190— O.S.,  55,  D  3),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  southern  part  of  the  parish  of  Barkston.  Its  site  is  in 
two  grass  closes,  adjoining  the  village  of  Barkston,  which  shew  faint 
traces  of  foundations.  These  closes  lie  on  the  west  side  of  the  river 
Witham,  and  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  which  leads  from  Barkston 
to  Barkston  railway  station,  and  they  are  numbered  22  and  23  on  sheet 
114/1  of  the  O.S.  (25  in.  scale).  Barkeston  cum  Ringstorp  was  a  uillata 
in  1316  and  1333  {F.A.,  iii,  190  ;  Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  8). 

RiNGSTONE  (Aveland  wap.— Z).5.— O.S  ,  55,  J  9),  an  extinct  village  in 
the  parish  of  Rippingale.  See  F.C.,  ii.  p.  li.  In  1316,  1327,  and  1333, 
Ringsdon  was  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  188;  Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  4;  ibid., 
135/15,  mem.  4d.). 

RisBY,  High,  or  Great  Risby  (Manley  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  33,  H  3), 
formerly  a  uillata  {FA.,  iii,  184),  and  a  parish  ;  now  a  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Roxby.  Traces  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  Bartholomew  may 
still  be  seen,  and  a  service  is  occasionally  held  on  the  site.  Vicars  were 
instituted  until  1631.  By  1662,  the  vicarage  had  been  united  to  the 
vicarage  of  Roxby  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry,  Liber  Cleri,  1662,  f.  89d.). 

Risby,  Low,  or  Little  Risby  (Manley  wap. — FA.,  iii,  184 — O.S. 
(6  in.  scale),  11  s.w),  a  uillata  in  1316  [FA.,  iii,  184).  In  1327  and  1333, 
Magna  and  Parva  Rysby  formed  a  uillata  {Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  2id.  ;  ibid., 
135/16,  mem.  2d.).  It  has  now  lost  its  separate  status  and,  with  High 
Risby,  forms  the  hamlet  of  Risby  in  the  parish  of  Roxby. 

Riskenton  (Kirton  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  and  hundred  of 
twelve  carucates,  now  included  in  the  parish  of  Kirton  {O.S.,  56,  E  2). 
The  site  is  unknown.  Swineshead  abbey  in  the  twelfth  or  the  thirteenth 
century,  received  gifts  of  land  in  Riskenton,  Riskenton  fenland,  and 
'  Riskentonbrac  in  the  territory  of  Kirketon,'  and  a  mill  in  Ryskington 
hundred  [Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  iii,  328).  For  the  use  of  the  word 
'  hundred  '  in  these  gifts,  see  Riche  above. 

St.  Anne's  (Threo  wap.— B.M.,  Harl.  M.S.  618,  f.  5— O.S.,  55,  F  3), 
a  hamlet,  formerly  at  the  extreme  western  end  of  the  parish  of  Somerby, 
but  now  included  in  New  Somerby,  in  the  borough  of  Grantham  and  the 
ecclesiastical  parish  of  St.  Anne's,  Grantham.     See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  Ixii. 

Saltfleetby  Haven,  Mare,  and  Swine  (Louthesk  wap. — D.B.), 
three  havens  where  there  was  a  dispute  in  1086  about  a  new  toll  that 
had  been  established.  It  will  be  convenient  to  deal  with  the  names  in 
reverse  order 

Swine  Haven  {O.S.,  40,  D  9)  was  situated  at  the  mouth  of  a  stream 
which  locally  is  still  called  Swine  dike.  It  runs  through  the  village  of 
Grainthorpe,  and  anciently  it  formed  the  boundary  between  that  parish 
and  North  Somercotes.  Near  the  coast  it  joined  the  northern  arm  of  the 
river  Lud,  and  its  mouth  formed  Swine  haven.  In  later  times  there  were 
some  salt-works  in  North  Somercotes  on  the  south  side  of  the  haven, 
while  on  its  northern  side  there  was  some  rather  higher  land  in 
Grainthorpe.  Owing  to  the  enclosure  of  Porter's  marsh  in  North 
Somercotes,  in  1635,  and  the  disturbance  of  streams  which  it  occasioned, 
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the  haven  seems  to  have  silted  up,  and  a  few  years  later  a  bank  was  made 
across  the  mouth  of  the  stream,  and  a  new  channel  was  made  on  the  west 
of  the  higher  land,  to  carry  the  water  to  the  old  haven  of  Grainthorpe, 
which  lay  half  a  mile  to  the  north  of  Swine  haven.  The  present 
Grainthorpe  haven,  which  was  made  in  consequence  of  a  nineteenth 
century  enclosure,  lies  another  half  mile  to  the  n.n.e.  A  small  dike, 
which  in  an  old  parish  map  is  called  Swine  creek,  remains  to  represent 
the  original  course  of  Swine  dike  to  the  sea  coast.  Temp.  Edward  I, 
Alan  de  Conyngesholm  made  a  fine  with  the  king  because,  amongst  other 
transgressions,  he  had  allowed  40  sacks  of  wool  going  to  parts  beyond 
the  sea  to  be  brought  to  the  haven  {porinm)  of  Swyne  [Placita  de  quo 
Waranto,  399b.).  Swine  and  Swinesbrigge  occur  in  twelfth  and 
thirteenth  century  charters  of  land  in  Grainthorpe  (Lincoln  Cathedral 
muniments,  Registrum  Antiquissimum,  nos.  456,  463,  466). 

Mare  Haven  (O.S.,  40,  F  11)  was  evidently  situated  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Mar  dike  which  runs  through  the  villages  of  Saltfleetby  St.  Peter 
and  Saltfleetby  St.  Clement.  This  stream,  when  it  reaches  the  sand-hills 
on  the  sea-coast,  now  turns  abruptly  to  the  north  and  discharges  itself 
into  Saltfleet  haven.  Speed's  map  (a.d.  1610),  however,  shews  that 
formerly  it  ran  straight  on  into  the  sea.  Mare  and  Maredich  occur  in 
charters  of  land  in  Saltfleetby  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries 
(Lincoln  Cathedral  muniments,  Registrum  Antiquissiiitum,  nos.  479,  488, 
492-4). 

Saltfleetby  Haven  {O.S.,  40,  G  11),  was  a  haven  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Great  Ea  or  Eau  or,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  the  Withern  Ea,  which 
formerly  ran  into  the  sea  at  the  boundary  of  the  parishes  of  Saltfleetby 
All  Saints  and  Theddlethorpe  St.  Helen,  as  shewn  in  Speed's  map 
(a.d.  1610).  This  stream,  however,  like  Swine  dike  and  Mar  dike,  has 
been  diverted  where  it  reaches  the  sand-hills  at  the  coast,  to  the  north, 
and  now  empties  itself  into  Saltfleet  haven. 

It  seemed  obvious  to  identify  the  Salfluet  of  D.B.  6gJ2,9  with 
the  present  Saltfleetby  Haven,  which  was  an  important  harbour  in  the 
fourteenth  century  {Cal.  Patent  Rolls)  ;  but,  temp.  Edward  I,  a  jury  of  the 
wapentake  of  Louthesk  presented  that  Sir  Alan  de  Conigholm'  and  his 
men  gathered  wreck  of  the  sea  from  the  haven  of  Saltfleteby  as  far  as  the 
haven  of  Marr,'  and  also  from  the  haven  of  Marr'  as  far  as  the  haven 
of  Swyne,  but  by  what  warrant  in  each  case  they  knew  not  [Rotuli 
Hundredorum,  i,  336a).  It  may  be  assumed  that  the  same  three  havens  are 
referred  to  here  and  in  Domesday  Book  ;  and  it  is  evident  that  here  Mare 
haven  lay  between  the  other  two.  The  present  Saltfleet  haven,  however, 
is  situated  between  Swine  and  Mare,  and  it  may  therefore  be  left  out  of 
account.  A  haven,  however,  at  the  south-eastern  corner  of  Saltfleetby, 
where  the  Great  Ea  then  flowed  into  the  sea  fits  the  evidence  ;  and  also, 
it  may  be  added,  shews  that  the  order  in  which  the  havens  are 
named  in  Domesday  Book — Salfluet,  Mare,  and  Suine — is  their 
geographical  order  from  south  to  north.  Further,  if  this  theory  be 
correct,  it  is  evident  that  the  present  Saltfleet  haven  was  formed  by  the 
confluence  of  the  two  diverted  streams,  the  Mar  dyke  and  the  Great  Ea, 
with  two  other  streams  converging  to  the  same  point,  a  channel  being 
scoured  by  the  increased  volume  of  fresh  water. 

For  information  about  these  three  havens  the  writer  is  much 
indebted  to  Canon  Longley,  without  whose  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
locality  they  could  scarcely  have  been  identified. 
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Sapperton  (Boothby^wap.),  said  to  be  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of 
Welbourn  {OS.,  55,  A  5),  mentioned  in  the  enclosure  award.  The  little 
manor-house  of  Sapperton  (belonged  to  the  Welby  family,  and  is  said  to 
have  stood  by  the  side  of  the  road  from  Lincoln  to  Grantham. 

Saxedale  (Louthesk  wap.),  a  place  or  district  in  the  parishes  of 
Welton  le  Wold  and  Withcall  {O.S.,  40,  H  5,  6).  See  Kirkstead  Cartulary, 
ff.  79-81  passim. 

ScRANE  and  Old  Scrane  (Skirbeck  wap. — 5.F.,  195),  places  in 
the  parish  of  Frieston,  in  which  Kirkstead  abbey  possessed  a  considerable 
quantity  of  land,  and  which  are  represented  by  Scrane  End  in  the  O.S. 
(56,  D  4),  about  a  mile  south  of  Frieston  church.'  See  Kirkstead  Cartulary, 
ff.  i77d.  — i92d.  See  also,  5.7^.,  i95(Escrahinghe). 

ScREMTHORPE  (Candleshoe  wap. — B.J^.,  16S— O.S. ,  48,  F  10),  an 
extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Bratoft.  Circa  1565,  it  contained  nine 
families  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.,  618,  f.  gd.).  See  P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines, 
9  Henry  VIII,  Trinity,  no.  47  ;  6  Edward  VI,  Michaelmas,  no.  30  :  3-4 
Philip  and  Mary,  Michaelmas,  no.  7.  A  terrier  of  the  glebe  of  Bratoft, 
dated  3  July,  1601,  mentions  land  in  Screventhorpe  feeld  which  butted 
upon  Browgh  (Burgh  le  Marsh)  on  the  north  and  had  a  highway  from 
Somergates  to  Croft  on  the  south  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry,  Terriers, 
iii,  ff.  171-2).  It  would  seem  therefore  that  Scremthorpe  lay  in  the 
westernmost  part  of  Bratoft.  Temp.  Edward  I,  Phihp  of  Kyme  had  land 
in  Scripinthorp  (Placiia  de  quo  Waranto,  397a).  See  Calendar  of  State 
Papers,  Henry  VIII,  xx,  part  i,  pp.  213b,  214a. 

Seney  Place  (Wraggoe  wap. — Monasticon,  i,  641),  a  manor  and 
grange  of  Bardney  abbey  in  Southrey  {OS.,  47,  F  10),  in  the  parish 
of  Bardney.  Called  Seny  place  alias  Sotheray  (P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines,  ij 
Eliz.,  Easter,  no.  37).     Cp.  Sim  Booth  Grange  below. 

SiLKBY  (Aswardhurn  wap. — FA.,  iii,  128,  189 — O.S.,  55,  D  7), 
a  hamlet  and  manor  in  the  parish  of  Willoughby.  The  hamlet  survives, 
being  situate  about  a  third  of  a  mile  to  the  west  of  the  church, 
but  it  has  lost  its  name  and  separate  status,  and  is  merged  in  the  village 
of  Willoughby,  which  is  known  by  the  conflate  name  of  Silk  Willoughby. 
Wylugby  cum  Silkeby  was  a  uillata  in  13 16  {F.A.,  iii,  189),  and 
Wyllughby  and  Silkeby  in  1327  and  1333  {Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  7d.  ; 
ibid.,  135/15,  mem.  10).     See  F.C,  ii,  p.  1. 

SiLVERYS  or  Sellers  (Gartree  wap.— C  S..  circa  47,  E  10),  a  hermitage 

in  the  parish  of  Burreth,  of  which  the  site  has  not  been  found.     On 

20  August,  1395,  at  Sleaford,  the  bishop  of  Lincoln  granted  a  letter  to 

Thomas  de  Gretham,  hermit  of  the  hermitage  of  Siluerys  in  the  parish 

of  Burreth,  that  he  might  celebrate  divine  service  within  the  chapel  of 

the  hermitage  for  the  space  of  two  years,  provided  that  he  did  nothing 

to  the  prejudice  of  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Tupholme  or  to  the  vicar 

of  the  church  of  Burreth  or  his  successors  {Reg.,  xi,  f.  427).     In   1526, 

the   bishop's  vicar  general  issued  a  notification  that  sir   John  Spynk, 

hermit  of  Sellers  in  the  parish  of  Bureth,  had  been  excommunicated  for 

his  contumacy  in  not  appearing  before  him  when  cited  (Lincoln  Diocesan 

Registry,  Episcopal  Court  Books,  1525-1562,  f.  22d.).      Possibly  High  Cell 

house  {O.S.,  47,  E  10)  in  the  parish  of  Tupholme  marks  the  approximate 

ite  of  the  hermitage. 
s  '^ 
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Sim  Booth  Grange  (Lnngoe  wap. — Valor  Ecclesiasiicus,  iv,  31 — 
O.S ,  47.  G  11),  a  grange  of  St.  Katherine's  priory,  Lincoln,  near  the  river 
Witham.  in  the  Dales  of  the  parish  of  Martin  near  Timberland.  The 
place  appears  as  '  Skynnybocke  juxta  aquam  de  Wyme '  in  Rotuli 
Hnndredorum,  i,  390b.  The  medieval  form  of  the  name  is  Senney  Bothe. 
Cp.  Seney  Place  above. 

SouTHORPE  (Beltisloe  wap. — D.B. — 64,  A  6),  an  extinct  village  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  parish  of  Edenham.  It  is  placed  in  ancient  county 
maps  about  one-and-a-half  or  two  miles  south-east  of  Irnham  and  a 
rather  shorter  distance  south-west  of  Bulby.  The  Huntingfield  family 
had  a  manor  at  Southorpe  from  1183,  with  a  chantry  in  their  chapel  for 
five  weeks  in  the  year  ;  and  Bridlington  Priory  held  land  there  {F.C  ,  ii, 
307-8  ;  Chartulary  of  Bridlington  Priory,  ed.  W.  T.  Lancaster,  361-4,422). 
It  seems  to  be  a  uilla  in  the  aid  of  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  188),  and  it  is  certainly 
a  uillata  in  the  subsidies  of  1327  and  1333  {Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  5  ;  ibid., 
135/15.  mem.  sd.). 

Southorpe  (Louthesk  wap. — Danelaw  Charters,  112),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Gayton  le  Wold.  It  is  perhaps  represented 
on  the  map  by  Gayton  grange  {O.S.,  40,  J  4),  which  formerly  belonged  to 
Kirkstead  abbey. 

Stainton  by  Wadingham  (Manley  wap. — O.S.,  39,  E  5),  a  village 
which  was  contiguous  to,  and  afterwards  became  incorporated  with 
and  indistinguishable  from,  the  village  of  Wadingham.  The  united 
villages  are  now  known  by  the  name  of  Wadingham  or  Waddingham.  It 
is  not  unlikely  that  Stainton  comprised  the  western,  and  Wadingham  the 
eastern  part,  of  the  place.  The  church  of  Wadingham  was  dedicated 
to  St.  Peter,  and  belonged  to  the  patronage  of  Thornholme  priory  from 
the  time  of  Henry  III  at  the  latest.  Stainton  church  was  dedicated  to 
St.  Mary,  and  belonged  to  the  patronage  of  the  Multon  family.  The 
church  of  Stainton  in  the  thirteenth  century  is  called  Wadigham,  Magna 
Wadingham,  Wadingham  St.  Mary,  Steynton  in  Wadingham.  The  two 
parishes  were  in  different  deaneries,  Wadingham  being  in  Aslackhoe  and 
Stainton  in  Manlake.  In  a  return  of  the  value  of  benefices  in  1603-4,  i^ 
was  certified  by  the  parson  of  Owmby  and  the  vicar  of  Bishop  Norton 
that 

Waddingham  Petri  and  Waddingham  Marie  twoe  contiguous  small  rectories  are 
not  twoe  seuerall  competent  livinges  but  mighte  be  helped  by  vnitinge  them  in 
one  thev  are  but  one  towne  and  both  the  churches  stand  in  on  churchyard 
(Diocesan  Registry,  Lider  Cleri,  1603-4). 

In  August,  1602,  it  was  certified  about  Wadingham  St.  Peter's  that 
there  were  some  defects  in  the  repair  of  the  church  which  would  be 
speedily  supplied,  and  that  the  chancel  was  in  good  repair  and  kept 
decently  ;  and  about  Wadingham  St.  Mary's  {i.e.  Stainton)  that  the 
church  and  chancel  were  in  '  reasonable  good  case  bothe  for  repaire  and 
decencie  in  the  keapinge '  {ibid.,  1602,  ff.  25,  29).  St.  Peter's  church  was 
pulled  down  many  years  ago,  and  St.  Mary's  church  remains  with  the 
dedication  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Peter. 

In  1316,  Staynton  and  Wadingham  were  a  idlla  {F.A.,  iii,  184),  and 
in  1327  and  1333,  Staynton  cum  Wadyngham  formed  a  iiillala  {Sub., 
135/11,  mem.  23  ;  ibid.,  135/16,  mem.  3d.). 
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Stapleford,  Little  (Loveden  wap. — J^.A.,  iii,  191 — O.S. — 47,  J  2), 
an  extinct  hamlet  and  chapelry  in  the  parish  of  Brant  Broughton, 
a  mile  or  more  distant,  probably  to  the  north-west,  from  the  church  of 
that  place.  Early  in  the  thirteenth  century  part  of  the  endowment  of 
the  church  of  Brant  Broughton  consisted  in  the  tithes  of  12  bovates  of 
land  in  the  fields  of  Parva  Stapelford'  '  que  est  capella  de  Bructon  ' 
(L.R.S.,  iii,  118).  On  2  id.  January  [12  January],  1338-9,  the  bishop  of 
Lincoln  granted  a  commission  to  Ralf  rector  of  Brendebroughton'  to 
remove  the  wood  and  stones  of  a  chapel  in  that  parish  in  a  place  called 
Parva  Stapelford,  a  mile  or  more  distant  from  the  church,  and  to  use  them 
for  the  fabric  of  the  church  or  the  bell-tower.  On  20  February,  123 1-2,  a 
commission  issued  for  taking  an  assize  about  a  dike  raised  in  Magna 
Stapelford  to  the  hurt  of  people  in  Bructon  and  Parua  Stapelford  {Cal. 
Pat.  Rolls,  1232,  p.  512).  In  1316,  Broucton  cum  Parva  Stapelford  was 
a  iiillaia  {F.A.,  iii,  191). 

Stenning  or  Estovening  (Kirton  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  55,  E  13),  an 
extinct  village  of  3  carucates  and  6  bovates,  in  the  parish  of  Swineshead, 
represented  by  Estovening  hall  {O.S.,  55,  E  13),  which  adjoins  a  piece  of 
land  called  The  Steyning,  from  which  Steyning  lane  runs  north-westwards 
{O.S.,  6  in.  scale,  117  N.W.).  Swineshead  abbey  received  gifts  of  land  in 
Stevenynges  {Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  iii,  320-1,  325).  Ralf  son  of  Stephen 
held  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Stevaning  in  1212  {Book  of  Fees,  194)  ;  and  John 
de  Hoyland  held  it  in  1281  of  Peter  de  Sabaudia  {Cal.  Inq.,  ii,  pp,  212, 
217).  In  1303,  1333,  and  1335,  hnal  concords  were  made  touching  the 
manor  of  Steninge  by  Swynesheued  or  Steuenyng  in  Holand  (P.R.O., 
Feet  of  Fines,  134/69,  no.  14;   138/102,  no.  14  ;   138/104,  no.  48). 

Stocking  (Loveden  wap. — FA.,  iii,  192  —  0.5.),  an  extinct  hamlet, 
which  is  associated  with  Dry  Doddington  {O.S.,  55,  C  i).  The  site  has 
not  yet  been  found.  Dodington  cum  Stockyng  was  a  uillata  in  1316, 
1327,  and  1333  {FA.,  iii,  192  ;  Sub.,  135/10,"  mem.  lod.  ;  ibid.,  135/15, 
mem.  i4d.). 

Strubby  (Wraggoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  47,  B  11),  an  extinct  hamlet, 
in  the  parish  of  Langton  by  Wragby,  now  represented  by  Strubby  hall. 
Langeton  and  Strubby  formed  a  uillata  in  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  179). 

Sturton,  Little  (in  Horncastle  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village, 
now  represented  by  Stourton  hall  in  the  parish  of  Baumber  {O.S.,  48, 
C  2).  There  was  a  chapel  there  with  a  chantry  in  the  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  centuries  {Chariulary  of  Bridlington  Priory,  ed.  W.  T. 
Lancaster,  352,  356-7). 

SuDTHORPE  (Loveden  wap. — O.S.  (6  in.  scale),  96  s.w.),  a  place  in 
the  parish  of  Fulbeck.  The  name  has  an  ancient  sound,  but  it  has  not 
been  found  in  medieval  documents. 

SuDTONE  (Gartree  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  circa  48,  C  i),  an  extinct  village 
in  the  parish  of  Great  Sturton.  Eudo  son  of  Spirewic's  land  there  was 
assessed  in  D.B.,  as  a  berewic  of  his  manor  of  Little  Sturton,  at  3^  bovates, 
and  as  sokeland  of  the  same  manor,  at  i^  bovates  (29/2,  3,  15).  The 
corresponding  entry  in  L.S.,  is  5  bovates  in  Strettuna  in  the  wapentake 
of  Gartree  (13/9).  All  or  most  of  this  land  was  given  to  Kirkstead  abbey 
{Kirkstead  Cartulary,  ff.  i58d,  i64d.,  i65d.).  Gilbert  de  Gand  also  had  2 
bovates  in  Sudtone,  as  sokeland  of  his  manor  of  Baumber  (24/1).     It  may 
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be  assumed  that  Sudtone  lay  to  the  south,  and  probably  to  the  south- 
west, of  the  village  of  Great  Sturton  which  in  the  twelfth  century  was 
generally  known  as  North  Sturton. 

SuDWELLE  (Beltisloe  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village,  which  lay 
almost  certainly  in  the  parish  of  Swayfield  {OS.,  64,  A  5).  Walter  de 
Aincurt's  manor  of  2  carucates  in  Sudwelle,  with  its  berewic  of  half  a 
carucate  in  Swinstead,  in  1086  {D.B.,  2>'^ly,  8),  seem  to  be  represented,  in 
12 12,  by  Oliver  de  Aincurt's  one  third  of  a  knight's  fee  in  Swayfield  and 
Swinstead  (B.F.,  183)  ;  and,  in  1242,  by  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Swayfield 
which  Oliver  de  Eyncurt  held  of  ancient  feoffment  {ibid.  1078). 

SuMMERLEDE  is  possibly  a  place,  but  probably  a  personal  name 
which  is  given  in  error  for  Osgodby  in  Walshcroft  wapentake  {D.B., 
4/19,  and  note  to  that  entry). 

Swine.     See  Saltfleetby  Haven,  Mare,  and  Swine. 

SwiNEFLEET  (Kirton  wap. — i^C.,  ii,  98),  probably  a  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of '^Swineshead  {O.S.,  55,  E  13).  See  Lincoln  Wills,  ed.  C  W. 
Foster,  (L.R.S.),  v,  56. 

Sythesby,  Schicthesbia,  Scithesbi  (Bolingbroke  w^p.—Monasticon, 
v,  454-6 — O.S.,  circa  48,  G  5),  an  extinct  village  in  the  parish  of  Revesby. 
The  name  is  given  as  Skydeby  in  an  inspe.ximns  of  Henry  HI,  confirming  a 
charter  of  Richard  I  {Cal.  of  Charter  Rolls,  iv,  95).     See  Thoresby  below. 

Tatebi  (Calswath  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  probably  48,  C  8),  an  extinct 
village  in  or  near  Ulceby  by  Alford.  In  1086,  the  archbishop  of  York 
had  I  carucate  in  Tatebi,  which,  with  land  in  Rigsby  and  Ailby,  is 
described  as  sokeland  of  the  manor  of  Rigsby,  with  the  note,  '  Hoc 
'  manerium  fuit '  {D.B.,  2/20). 

In  1242,  Thomas  of  Rigsby  held  one  knight's  fee  in  Rigsby,  Ailby, 
Tothby,  Alford,  Well,  and  Sutton  le  Marsh,  of  the  honour  of  the 
archbishop  {B.F.,  1059),  and  Tothby  is  mentioned  continually  amongst 
the  lands  of  the  Rigsby  family,  whilst  no  mention  is  made  of  Tatebi. 
Hence,  Tatebi  has  generally  been  identified  with  Tothby,  and  it  is  so 
identified  in  the  text  (2/20).  But  this  conclusion  must  be  revised  in  the 
light  of  new  evidence.  Tothby  is  found  in  Domesday  Book,  under  the 
form  '  Touedebi '  (4/64),  where  it  is  assessed  at  half  a  carucate,  amongst 
the  lands  of  bishop  Odo.  This  half  carucate,  together  with  i  bovate  in 
Well  {D.B.,  4/62),  had  been  acquired  by  the  archbishop  before  1118,  and 
this  is  suiScient  to  account  for  the  name  of  Tothby  in  later  records 
amongst  the  archbishop's  possessions.  Professor  F.  M.  Stenton  has 
pointed  out  that  there  are  very  serious  philological  objections  to  the 
identification  of  Tatebi  with  Tothby.  Further,  a  recent  examination  of 
the  numerous  early  charters  relating  to  the  neighbourhood  has  produced 
evidence  which  suggests  that  there  was  a  village  of  Tatebi  in  the 
northern,  and  probably  the  north-eastern,  part  of  the  parish  of  Ulceby 
by  Alford,  and  therefore  on  the  west  side  of  Ailby,  whereas  Tothby  lies 
to  the  east  of  that  place.  If  the  village  disappeared  before  the  thirteenth 
century,  as  the  absence  of  its  name  from  documents  would  suggest,  the 
carucate  of  land  which  belonged  to  it  in  1086  was  probably  attached  to 
Well. 

The  evidence  of  the  charters  is  as  follows;  (i)  By  a  composition, 
dated  1220,  between  W.  de  Welle,  knight,  and  W.  the  chaplain,  rector 
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of  the  chapel  of  Well  on  the  one  part,  and  the  prior  and  canons  of  St. 
Katherine's,  Lincoln,  on  the  other,  to  settle  a  dispute  as  to  whether 
certain  tithes  belonged  to  the  fee  of  Rigsby  or  to  the  fee  of  Gant.  it  was 
agreed,  inter  aha,  that  the  tithes  '  de  magna  cultura  que  vocatur  Thateby ' 
should  remain  to  the  church  of  Alford  (B.M.,  Harleian  Charier 
57,  F  51).  (2)  A  grant  in  alms  by  Philip  de  Praeres  to  Kirkstead  abbey 
of  two  selions  in  Vlesbi  '  quantum  se  extendunt  in  longum  a  uia  que 
'  uadit  per  medium  uille  de  Vlesbi  usque  ad  semitam  de  Tatebi '  [etc.] 
(B.M.,  Cotton  MSS.,  Vesp.  E.  xviii,  f.  20).  (3)  A  similar  grant  by  the 
same  Philip  to  the  abbey  of  all  t?he  land  that  he  had  in  the  fields  of 
Vlesbi  '  inter  terram  Ricardi  filii  Ricardi  militis  et  curtem  grangie 
'  monachorum  in  eadem  uilla  de  Vlesbi  ex  nord  parte  grangie  quantum  se 
'  extendit  in  latum  et  in  longum  a  magna  uia  que  uadit  uersus  Hagh 
'  usque  ad  semitam  de  Tatebi '  {ibid.).  (4)  An  indenture  between  the 
monks  of  Kirkstead  and  Roger  de  Welle  about  land  in  Ulceby,  recording 
that  Roger  has  exchanged  '  quicquid  habuit  de  feodo  Baldrici  de 
'  Grendale  quod  iacet  ex  est  parte  Tatebigate  et  but[at]  super  croftum 
I  Arnaldi  pro  duabus  acris  et  dimidia  super  Randolfwange  ad  caput  del 
I  west  de  feodo  quod  V/illelmus  de  Fuletebi  dedit  prefatis  monachis  in 
I  elemosinam  '  (ibid.,  ff.  26,  26d.). 

Tetley  (Manley  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  185— O.S.,  38,  A  12),  a  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Crowle,  which  has  lost  its  separate  status,  and  is  now 
reckoned  as  a  part  of  Crowle.  CruU,  Est  Toft,  Aland,  and  Tettelay 
formed  a  uillata  in  13 16  {F.A.,  iii,  185,  where  Tettelay  is  wrongly 
identified  as  Cottley). 

Thetford  (Ness  wap. — Placita  de  quo  Waranlo,  402b.  —  O.S  ,  64, 
D  9),  an  extinct  village  and  chapelry  in  the  parish  of  Baston,  now 
represented  by  the  farmstead  of  Thetford.  Croyland  abbey  owned  much 
of  the  land  {Valor  Ecclesiastictis,  iv,  86).  There  are  institutions,  in 
1529  and  1539,  to  the  vicarage  of  Tetforthe  with  the  chapel  of  Baston 
annexed  {Reg.,  xxvii,  ff.  45d.,  46,  70)  ;  but  this  is  putting  the  cart  before 
the  horse. 

Thoresby  (Bolingbroke  wap. — Monasticon,  v,  454-6 — O.S.,  circa  48, 
H  4).  an  extinct  village  in  the  parish  of  Revesby.  William  I  de 
Roumare,  earl  of  Lincoln,  gave  all  his  land  in  Revesbia  and  Thoresbi 
and  Schicthesbia  to  the  abbot  of  Rievaulx  for  the  foundation  of  a 
Cistercian  abbey  at  Revesby,  recompensing  his  rustics  in  the  three 
villages  for  their  displacement,  either  by  gifts  of  land  elsewhere  or  by 
the  liberty,  for  themselves  and  their  families,  of  going  and  living  where 
they  would.  Thoresby  is  supposed  to  have  been  situated  near  the 
present  chapel  of  St.  Lawrence  ;  and  Sythesby  in  the  present  park  of 
Revesby,  close  to  the  Kangaroo  pond  (Stanhope,  Abstracts  of  the  Deeds 
and  Charters  relating  to  Revesby  Abbey,  i,  note). 

Thorley  (Gartree  wapentake),  an  extinct  village.  Later  it  appears 
as  a  manor  which  included  a  large  part  of  the  parishes  of  Minting  and 
Gautby.  The  name  of  Thorley  was  afterwards  superseded  by  that  of 
Minting  Park  which  appears  in  the  O.S.  (47,  D  10).     See  F.C.,  ii,  p.  hv. 

Thorpe  (Loveden  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  191),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Westborough  {O.S.,  55,  C  i).  It  is  called  Parua  Thorp  in  B.F., 
p.   1041.     See  Cal.  Inq.,  iv,  p.  168.     The  site  has  not  yet  been  found. 
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West  Burg  with  Thorp  was  a  uillata  in  1316  and  1333  {F.A.,  iii,   191  ; 
Sub.,  135/15,  mem.  I4d.). 

Thorpe  near  Langton.     See  Buckland. 

Thorpe  le  Vale,  formerly  Frunthorpe  (Wraggoe  wap. — Sub., 
242/113,  mem.  5 — O.S.,  40,  G  3),  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Ludford 
Magna,  which  has  lost  its  separate  status.  In  the  twelfth  to  the 
fourteenth  centuries  the  place  was  known  as  Frunthorpe  {B.F.,  171  ;  F.C., 
i,  308  ;  P.R.O.,  Feet  of  Fines,  i2,b\^^,  no.  7).  In  the  first  two  of  these 
references  Frunthorpe  should  probably  be  read  for  Frimlhorpe.  Temp. 
Henry  VIII,  the  place  was  called  Frumthorpe  alias  Thorpe  in  le  Mvres 
{Feet  of  Fines,  22/175,  no.  22)  ;  and  temp.  Elizabeth,  Thorpe  in  le  Myre 
{ibid.,  9  and  10  Eliz.,  Mich.,  part  2,  no.  38  ;  17  Eliz.,  East.,  no.  37  ;  44 
Eliz.,  East.,  no.  59) ;  and  Thorpe  le  Mire  in  Bryant's  map,  1828.  The 
adoption  of  the  more  euphonious  form  of  Thorpe  le  Vale  seems  to  be  quite 
modern. 

Tilney  (Langoe  wapentake)  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  village  of 
Thorpe  [Tilney]  and  in  the  parish  of  Timberland.  Mention  of  the 
hamlet  has  been  found  in  two  charters  registered  in  the  cartulary  of 
Thurgarton  priory  which  is  preserved  in  the  library  of  Southwell 
cathedral  (f.  106).  On  4  July,  1545,  John  Broxholme  and  John  Bellowe 
received  a  royal  grant  of  three  houses  in  Thorpe  and  Tylney,  being 
possessions  of  the  dissolved  priory  of  Kyme  {Cal.  State  Papers, 
Henry  VIII,  xx,  part  i,  p.  659b).  In  the  tithe  rentcharge  award  of  Thorpe 
Tilney  a  close  about  half  way  between  the  Car  dike  and  the  river 
Witham,  and  adjoining  the  boundary  of  Walcot  on  the  south,  is  called 
'  Tilney  end.'  The  close  contains  7  acres,  3  roods,  and  35  perches,  and 
forms  the  southern  half  of  close  no.  79  in  the  O.S.  (25  in.  scale — 86/6). 
The  evidence  is  not  sufficient  to  determine  the  site  of  the  hamlet  ;  but  it 
is  not  unlikely  that  a  slight  hill  on  the  east  side  of  the  Car  dyke,  where 
a  farm-stead  now  stands  {OS.,  25  in.  scale,  88/5,  no.  42),  may  be  the 
place.  The  village  of  Thorpe,  or  Timberland  Thorpe  as  it  was  formerly 
called,  is  now  known  by  the  conflate  name  of  Thorpe  Tilney. 

Towthorpe  (Threo  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  55,  E  3),  an  extinct  hamlet, 
now  included  in  the  parish  of  Londonthorpe.  A  place  in  Belton  park, 
partly  surrounded  by  the  river  Witham,  in  the  extreme  south-eastern 
corner  of  the  O.S.  (6  in.  scale)  113,  n.e.,  known  locally  as  Towthorpe 
Hollow,  is  the  approximate  site  of  the  village.  No  traces  of  foundations 
remain,  for  the  land  has  been  levelled  within  the  last  fifty  years.  See 
F.C.,  p.  Ixii.  Lunderthorp  cum  Touthorp'  was  a  uillata  in  1327  and  1333 
{Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  69  ;  ibid.,  135/15.  mem.  8d.  ;  cp.,  F.A.,  iii,  190). 

Trig  (Candleshoe  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  circa  48,  G  13),  an  extinct 
village,  the  name  of  which  is  not  found  after  1086.  It  seems  to  be 
represented  by  Skegness  in  subsequent  records. 

TuNSTALL  (Corringham  wap. — Danelaiv  Charters,  60,  62,  63  (bis)  ), 
an  island  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  parish  of  Redbourne  {O.S.,  39, 
D  5).  There  was  a  house  of  Gilbertine  nuns  here  which  was  afterwards 
united  to  the  priory  of  BuUington.     See  Monasticon,  vii,  954a. 

Tytton  (Kirton  wap. — F.C.,  ii,  307-8— O.S.,  56,  D  2),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Wyberton,  now  represented  by  Tytton  hall. 
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Vaudey  (Beltisloe  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  127 — O.S.,  64,  B  7),  an  extinct 
place  in  Grimsthorpe  park  in  the  parish  of  Edenham,  where  there  was 
an  abbey  of  Cistercian  monks.     See  above  Brachecourt. 

Walton  (Winnibriggs  wap. — F.A.,  iii,  190 — 0  S.,  55,  G  3),  an  extinct 
hamlet  in  the  ancient  parish  of  Grantham,  and  the  modern  civil  parish  of 
Spittlegate  Without.  It  is  not  mentioned  in  D.B.,  but  was  included  in 
Houghton  or  in  Nongetune  (q.  v.).  See  F.C.,  ii,  pp.  Ixiii,  Ixiv.  Houton, 
Walton,  and  Spitelgate  were  a  uillata  in  1316  and  1327  {F.A.,  iii,  190  ; 
Sub.,  135/10,  mem.  5d.). 

Waterton  (Axholme  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  33,  H  i),  an  extinct  village 
in  the  parish  of  Luddington,  now  represented  by  Waterton  hall  {O.S.) 
which  is  used  as  a  farm-house  (Stonehouse,  History  and  Topography  of  the 
Isle  of  Axholme,  445  ff).  Ludington  and  Watterton  were  a  uillata  in 
1316  and  1333  {F.A.,  iii,  185  ;  Sub.,  135/16,  mem.  id.). 

Westhorpe  (Threo  wap. — D.B),  an  extinct  hamlet,  now  included  in 
the  parish  of  Old  Somerby  (O.S  ,  55,  G  4).  See  F.C.,  ii,  pp.  Ixii-iii.  In 
1333,  Dunsthorp'  cum  Herierby  and  Westhorp'  was  a  uillata  {Sub.,  135/15, 
mem.  8d.). 

WiLLiNGTHORPE  (City  of  Lincoln — Danelaw  Charters,  343  and  note), 
formerly  a  suburb  of  Lincoln  (O.S.,  47,  D  5)  which  has  not  been  identified. 

WiLLiNGTON  or  KiRTON  WiLLiNGTON  (Kirton  wap. — Descriptive 
Catalogue  of  Ancient  Deeds,  v,  286),  probably  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Kirton  in  Holland  {O.S.,  56.  E  2).  The  road  which  runs  from 
Kirton  to  Kirton  End  is  still  called  Willington  road.  See  P.R.O.,  Feet 
of  Fines,  32  Eliz.,  Trinity,  no.  26. 

WoLMERSTY  (Skirbeck  wap. — D.B.),  an  extinct  village  in  the  parish 
of  Wrangle.  Ulmerestig  is  used  in  D.B.  (p.  68)  as  the  name  of  the 
wapentake  instead  of  the  more  usual  name  of  Skirbeck.  Wolmersty 
survived  as  a  manor  till  at  least  the  reign  of  Henry  IV  (P.R.O.,  Feet  of 
Fines,  144/152,  no.  3).  See  Thompson,  History  and  Antiquities  of  Boston, 
593-4  ;  F.C.,  i,  179,  302,  359  ;  ibid.,  ii,  p.  Ixii ;  Kirkstead  Cartulary  H.  lyjd. 
—  i92d.  passim.  It  is  not  improbable  that  Wirmele  {F.C,  i,  118,  340) 
should  be  identified  with  Wolmersty. 

WooDHOUSE  Farm  (Corringham  wap.),  in  the  parish  of  Great 
Corringham  {O.S.,  39,  G  2).  An  award  of  tithes  in  the  hamlet  or  division 
of  Woodhouse  Farm  was  made,  9  February,  1839  (Lincoln  Diocesan 
Registry,  Tithe  Rentcharge  Award,  H  295). 

WuLFHOLM  (Corringham  wap. — Danelaw  Charters,  63-4 — O.S.,  39, 
E  6),  a  place  in  the  parish  of  Redbourne.  The  name  survives  in  the 
O.S.  as  W'oofham  hill.     See  Monasticon,  vii,  954a. 

Wykeham  (Yarborough  wap. — query  D.B. — O.S.  (6  in.  scale), 
38  N.W.),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  parish  of 
Nettleton,  extending  on  the  south  to  the  boundary  of  Normanby  le  Wold 
Lincoln  Cathedral  muniments,  D  ij,  85/2,  nos.  29,  36).  The  approximate 
site  is  represented  by  Wykeham  Well  {O.S.).  Nettleton,  Herwyk, 
Wikham,  and  Draycote  formed  a  uillata  in  1316  {F.A.,  iii,  182). 

Wykeham,  West  (Louthesk  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  40,  H  3),  an  extinct 
village  and  parish,  which  comprised  and  was  co-terminous  with  the 
manor  of  Great  Tow§  and  Little  Tows,  and  now  forms  part  of  the  parish 
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of  Ludford  Magna  in  the  wapentake  of  Wraggoe.  It  was  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Binbrook,  on  the  south  by  Burgh  on  Bain,  on  the  east  by 
Ludford  Magna,  and  on  the  west  by  Kelstern  and  East  or  Little 
Wykeham.  In  1316,  Est  Wykham  and  West  Wykham  formed  a  iiillala 
{F.A.,  iii,  178).  The  church  of  West  Wykeham  was  dedicated  to  St. 
Edward  (Lincoln  Cathedral  muniments,  Dij,  86/3/42),  and  was 
appropriated  as  to  one  mediety  to  Sixle  priory  and  as  to  the  other  mediety 
to  Markby  priory.  Vicars  were  instituted  until  1382  on  the  alternate 
presentation  of  the  two  priories.  On  7  March,  1396-7,  the  bishop  of 
Lincoln,  with  the  consents  of  the  two  priories,  decreed  the  union  and 
incorporation  of  the  vicarage  with  the  vicarage  of  Ludford  Magna,  since 
the  parish  of  West  Wykeham,  having  been  attacked  by  divers  pestilences, 
was  so  destitute  of  parishioners  that  the  number  of  households  or  of  the 
persons  of  parishioners  did  not  reach  ten,  and  since  the  parish  had 
remained  continuously  desolate  without  the  rule  and  solace  of  a  pastor 
because  no  priest  had  hitherto  been  found  who  was  so  simple  as  to  suffer 
himself  to  be  joined  to  such  a  spouse,  for  which  reason  the  church  and 
the  buildings  of  the  vicarage  had  become  altogether  ruinous,  and 
hospitalitv  and  the  cure  of  souls  had  been  utterly  neglected,  and  the 
sacraments  and  sacramentals  had  not  been  ministered  to  the  parishioners 
by  their  own  priest,  etc.  {Reg.,  xi,  ff.  45od — 451). 

The  sites  of  West  Wykeham  and  South  Cadeby  (q.v.),  in  the  heart 
of  the  Lincolnshire  Wolds,  are  the  two  best  examples  in  the  county  of 
extinct  villages.  The  foundations  of  the  church  and  homesteads  of  West 
Wykeham  may  be  clearly  traced  as  they  lie  on  both  sides  of  a  little  valley 
which  slopes  down  to  the  river  Bain,  in  the  grass  close  numbered  i66a 
and  i66b  in  the  O.S.  (25  in.  scale,  47/9  and  13)  ;  and  the  town  street  is 
seen  to  be  part  of  the  road  which  leads  from  South  Cadeby,  through 
East  Wykeham,  to  Ludford  Magna.  The  church,  which  stood  in  close 
no.  166a,  about  220  feet  from  the  north-east  fence  and  90  feet  from  the 
north-west  fence,  seems  to  have  measured  about  50  by  24  feet,  while  the 
churchyard  was  about  140  by  80  feet. 

Great  Tows  was  a  grange  of  Markby  priory,  and  when  the  village  of 
West  Wykeham  disappeared,  it  supplied  the  name  by  which  the  place 
has  ever  since  been  known.  The  tithe  award  of  the  parish  of  Ludford 
Magna,  dated  19  April,  1849  (Lincoln  Diocesan  Registry,  Tithe  Rentcharge 
Award,  H.  648),  states  that  all  the  tithes  of  the  parish  were  commuted 
under  the  enclosure  act  of  31  George  III,  except  the  tithes  of  lands  in  the 
lordship  of  Ludford  called  Great  Towes  and  Little  Towes,  containing 
950  acres,  well  known  by  metes  and  bounds,  which  lands  were  protected 
from  the  render  of  tithes  by  a  prescriptive  payment  of  i/.  los.  o^.  to  the 
vicar  of  Ludford.  Under  the  award  this  charge  of  il.  los.  od.  was 
apportioned  on  an  arable  close  called  Snipewells,  which  lay  between  the 
Bain  on  the  east  and  close  no.  i66a  and  166b  on  the  west. 

As  part  of  the  parish  of  Ludford  Magna,  West  Wykeham  now  lies 
in  the  wapentake  of  Wraggoe  ;  but  until  the  union  of  the  two  parishes  it 
formed  part  of  the  wapentake  of  Louthesk,  the  river  Bain  being  the 
boundary  between  the  wapentakes  as  well  as  between  the  parishes.

APPENDIX    III 

ADDITIONAL    EXTINCT    VILLAGES 

AND  OTHER  FORGOTTEN  PLACES 

BoDEBi  (Yarborough  wap. — D.B.),  probably  an  extinct  hamlet  in  or 
near  the  parish  of  Thornton  Curtis  {O.S.,  34,  H  4).  The  identilication  of 
Bodebi  {D.B.,  36/2)  with  Bonby  is  suggested  at  p.  155  ;  but  further 
consideration  shews  that  this  is  improbable.  The  D.B.  form  of  Bonby 
is  Bundebi  (25/1  ;  36/3),  whereas  Bodebi  is  elsewhere  the  equivalent  of 
Boothby. 

Campney  (Gartree  wap.  —  O.S.,  47,  E  11)  seems  to  have  been  a 
hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Bucknall.  which  is  now  represented  by  Campney 
grange.  The  road  which  runs  south-westwards  from  the  grange  is 
known  as  Campnev  lane.  Campney  occurs  in  the  Feel  of  Fines  (6  Eliz., 
East.,  [8]  ;  8-9  Eliz.,  Mich.,  [61]  ;  40  Ehz.,  East.,  part  2,  [6]  ;  43  Eliz., 
Trim,  [16]). 

Cauthorpe  (Walshcroft  wap.),  was  returned,  circa  1565,  as  a  hamlet 
of  Thornton  le  Moor  (O.S.,  39,  E  7),  containing  six  families 
(B.M.,  Harlcian  MS.  618,  f.  14).  Its  approximate  site  is  probably 
indicated  by  a  close  called  Cauthorp  Close  which  lies  to  the  south-east 
of  Thornton  le  Moor  church  on  the  southern  boundary  of  the  parish. 
{O.S.,  39.  F  7  ;  O.S.  (25in.  scale),  37/10/109). 

EsTHORPE  (Louthesk  wap.),  was  returned,  circa  1565,  as  a  hamlet  of 
North  Elkington  {O.S.,  40,  G  6),  containing  one  family  (B.M.,  Harlcian 
MS.  618,  f.  I  id.)  ;  but  it  does  not  exist  now. 

FuLSBY  (Horncastle  [afterwards  Gartree]  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  48,  G  3), 
an  extinct  hamlet  in  Tumby  in  the  parish  of  Kirkby  on  Bain. 

Helethorpe  (Wraggoe  wap. — B.J^.,  172),  an  extinct  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Rand  (O.S.,  47,  B  9),  the  site  of  which  has  not  been  found. 
The  name  appears  in  various  forms — Helghetorp,  Belethorp  [sic], 
Ellethorp  (5.i^,  172,  1061,  1093).  Circa  1565,  Halithorp  was  returned 
as  a  hamlet  of  Rand,  containing  one  family  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS. 
618,  f.  I4d.). 

Hirst  (Axholme  wap. — O.S.,  38,  A  12),  in  the  parish  of  Belton,  the 
site  of  an  Augustinian  priory,  now  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  the 
mansion  called  Hirst  priory. 

Holme  (Lawress  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  47,  C  7),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Sudbrooke,  which  is  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  the  modern 
mansion  of  Sudbrooke  Holme.  In  1316,  Sudbrok,  Holm,  and  Langwath 
formed  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  186)  ;  and  in  1327  and  1333,  Sudbrok'  and 
Holm'  were  a  uillata  {Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  25d. ;  Sub.,  135/16,  mem.  6d.). 

Kettleby  (Yarborough  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  39,  B  7),  an  extinct 
village  in  the  parish  of  Bigby,  now  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  Kettleby 
house  (moated).  In  1316.  Bekeby,  Ketelsby,  and  Thorp  in  Mora  formed 
a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  181).  Circa  1565.  Kettleby  was  returned  as  a  hamlet 
of  Bigby,  containing  one  family  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS.  618,  f.  13). 
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Kettleby  Thorpe  (Yarborough  wap. — D.B. —  O.S.,  39,  B  7),  an 
extinct  hamlet  of  the  extinct  village  of  Kettleby  {q.v),  in  the  parish  of 
Bigby,  now  represented  in  the  O.S.  by  the  farm  of  Kettleby  Thorpe.  In 
1316,  it  appears  as  Thorp  in  Mora  {F.A.,  iii,  181).  Circa  1565,  it  was 
returned  bv  the  name  of  Thorp  as  a  hamlet  of  Bigby,  containing  five 
families  (B^M.,  Harleian  MS.  618,  f.  13). 

Laythorpe  (Bolingbroke  wap. — O.S.,  48,  G  6),  was  returned,  circa 
1565,  as  a  hamlet  of  West  Keal,  containing  six  families  (B.M.,  Harleian 
MS.  618,  f.  9). 

Newbo  (Winnibriggs  wap.),  in  the  parish  of  Barrowby  {O.S.,  55, 
F  2),  the  site  of  a  Premonstratensian  abbey. 

Newstead  [by  Stamford]  (Ness  wap.— C^.S.,  64,  F  7),  in  the  parish 
of  Uffington,  the  site  of  an  Augustinian  priory. 

NoRTHORPE  (Louthesk  wap.— 0.,S.,  40,  E  9),  was  returned,  circa  1565, 
as  a  hamlet  of  North  Somercotes,  containing  26  families  (B.M., 
Harleian  MS.  618,  f.  11).  It  is  to  be  identified  with  the  hamlet, 
lying  to  the  north-west  of  the  village  of  North  Somercotes,  which 
appears  in  the  O.S.  as  The  Bank,  and  vi^as  formerly  called  The  Bank 
Village.  It  takes  its  name  from  its  position  near  the  old  sea  bank  from 
which  the  sea  was  pushed  northwards  and  eastwards  by  the  enclosure  of 
Porter's  marsh  (O.S.,  40,  E  9)  by  Endymion  Porter  in  1635.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  main  village  of  North  Somercotes  seems  to 
lie  along  an  older  sea  bank  which  is  probably  the  original  Roman  bank 
{Ex  informatione  Canon  Longley). 

Santon  (Manley  wap.— Z).i?.— (9.,5'.,  39,  A  4  and  33,  J  4),  an  extinct 
village  in  the  parish  of  Appleby,  which  is  represented  in  the  O.S.  by 
High  Santon  and  Low  Santon,  places  which  are  now  scarcely  more  than 
farmsteads.  In  1316,  1327,  and  1333,  Saunton  was  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii, 
184  ;  Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  21  ;  Sub.,  135/16,  mem.  3). 

Shillingthorpe  (Ness  wap. — F.C.,  i,  115,  361 — O.S.,  64,  G  8), 
an  extinct  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Braceborough,  which  is  represented 
in  the  O.S.  by  Shillingthorpe  hall.  It  appears  as  Skeldintorp  and 
Scheldingthorp  {op.  cit.)  ;  as  Scleldingthorp,  Sceldingthorp  and  Schelding- 
thorp  {Rotuli  Hiindrcdoriim,  344,  345,  395)  ;  and  as  Shillyngthorp  {P.R.O., 
Fcei  of  Fines,  145/162,  no.  48).  Shillingthorpe  was  returned,  circa  1565, 
as  a  hamlet  of  Braceborough,  containing  one  family  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS. 
618,  f.  8).    The  place  has  sometimes  been  confused  with  Skellingthorpe. 

Swine  Haven  (cee  pp.  Ixiii  f.)— A  charter  of  1250  to  Nun  Ormsby 
priory  refers  to  a  fishery  in  Grainthorpe  extending  a  porta  que  vocatur 
Shuyn  usque  in  profundum  maris  (Lincoln  Record  Society  Publications, 
xviii,  49).  That  Shuyn  is  a  possible,  though  abnormal,  form  of 
Swine  is  proved  by  the  thirteenth  century  representation  of  the  personal 
name  Swein  by  Swayn  or  Schuyn  indifferently.  In  Ancient  Deeds,  L2945 
(P.R.O.),  a  man  who  grants  as  David  filius  Schuynn'  of  Skidbrooke 
appears  on  his  seal  as  David  filius  Suain. 

ToTHBY  (Calcewath  wap. — D.B. — O.S.,  48,  B  9),  an  extinct  hamlet  in 
the  parish  of  Alford.  The  moated  manor  house  survives  as  a  farm-house, 
and  appears  in  the  O.S.  as  Tothby  manor.  In  1316.  Alford,  Welle, 
Toutheby,  and  Malthorp  formed  a  uillata  {F.A.,  iii,  178).  In  1327, 
Salby,  Thoresthorp,  and  Touwythby  wereauillata  {Sub.,  135/11,  mem.  20). 
Circa  1565,  Tothby  was  still  a  hamlet  of  Alford  (B.M.,  Harleian  MS, 
618,  f.  10).

In  1086,  Alan  held  of  the  countess  Judith 
in  Hardwick  (Herdewiche,  Hardewiche)  (a)  a  manor 
of  one  hide  which  Ulf  held  with  sake  and  soke  in 
1066,  and  (b)  a  tenement  of  i  hide  which  is 
entered  in  the  form  generally  used  in  the  case  of 
a  berewic  or  sokeland  {D.B.  (Record  Com.),  i, 
f.  229a,  col.  i).  The  land  in  the  latter  entry  may 
have  been  a  berewic  of  Ulf's  manor  of  Hardwick, 
or  even  of  his  manor  of  Chadstone  (Cedestone),  a 
few  miles  to  the  south,  which  Drew  de  Beurere 
held  in  1086  {ibid.,  228a.  col.  i)  ;  and  the 
description  of  it  as  the  berewic  of  Harduic'  in  the 
Clamores  {D.B.  72/10)  may  well  be  intended  to 
distinguish  it  from  Ulf's  manor  in  the  same  village. 
In  1066,  Ulf  had  land  at  Witham  on  the  Hill 
{D.B  ,  30/32),  which  was  held  by  Drew  de  Beurere 
in  1086,  and  afterwards  seemingly  passed  to 
Croyland  abbey.  He  bequeathed  his  land  in 
Manthorpe  in  the  parish  of  Witham  on  the  Hill  to 
his  brother  Brand,  abbot  of  Peterborough  (see 
above,  p.  xlii)  ;  and  this  land  also  seems  to  have 
come  into  the  possession  of  Croyland  abbey.  He 
also  disposed  of  his  land  at  Willabyg  and  his 
berewic  of  Heordwican  by  will  {ibid.)  In  view  of 
these  facts,  it  is  not  without  significance  that,  in 
the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  Croyland 
abbey  held  land  in  Witham  on  the  Hill  and 
Manthorpe  and  also  in  Wilby  and  Hardwick  near 
W^ellingborough  {Croyland  Abbey  Cartulary  (in 
the  possession  of  Ashley  K.  Maples),  ff.  179-184, 
236-238).  True  it  is  that  Ulf  does  not  appear  in 
Domesday  Book  as  the  tenant  of  land  in  Wilby  in 
1066  ;  but  neither  does  he  appear  as  holding 
Skillington  of  which  he  disposes  by  will  soon  after 
that  year  {D.B.,  2/37)  ;  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
there  were  appurtenances  in  Wilby  of  his  manor 
of  Hardwick,  or  even  of  his  manor  of  Chadstone. 
It  may  be  added  that  the  principles  of  philology 
forbid  the  identification  of  Willabyg  with 
Willoughby  or  any  other  known  place  in 
Lincolnshire,  and  that  they  are  entirely  in  favour 
of  Wilby  as  its  equivalent.

1.  In  the  city  of  LINCOLN  there  were  t.  r.  e.  970  inhabited 
messuages.  This  number  is  reckoned  according  to  the  English  method, 
I  GO  counting  for  120.  In  the  same  city  there  were  12  lawmen,  that  is 
[menj  having  sake  and  soke  : — Hardecnut  ;  Suartin  son  of  Grimbold  ; 
Ulf  son  of  Suertebrand,  who  had  toll  and  team  ;  Walraven  ;  Alwold  ; 
Britric  ;  Guret  ;  Ulbert  ;  Godric  son  of  Eddeve  ;  Siward  [the  priest]  ; 
Lewine  [the  priest]  :  and  Aldene  [the  priest]. 

2.  Now  there  are  as  many  there  haviiig  sake  and  soke  in  like 
manner  : — [i]  Suardinc  in  the  place  of  his  father  Hardecnut ;  [2]  Suartinc  ; 
[3]  Sortebrand  in  the  place  of  his  father  Ulf ;  [4]  Agemund  in  the  place  of 
his  father  Walraven  ;  [5]  Alwold  ;  [6]  Godwin  son  of  Brictric  ;  [7]  Norman 
Crassus  in  the  place  of  Guret  ;  ("8]  Ulbert,  brother  of  Ulf,  who  is  still 
living  ;  [9]  Peter  of  Valognes  in  the  place  of  Godric  son  of  Eddeve  ; 
[10]  Ulnod  the  priest  in  the  place  of  Siward  the  priest  ;  [11]  Buruolt  in 
the  place  of  his  father  Lewine  who  is  now  a  monk  ;  [12]  Ledwin  son  of 
Ravene  in  the  place  of  Aldene  the  priest. 

3.  Tochi  son  of  Outi  had  in  the  city  30  messuages  besides  his  hall 
and  2I  churches.  And  he  had  his  hall  quit  of  all  custom.  And  with 
respect  to  other  30  messuages  he  had  by  way  of  letting  ;  and  in  addition 
to  this  [he  had]  from  each  [messuage]  one  penny,  that  is  '  /andgable.'  ^ 
Upon  these  30  messuages  the  king  used  to  have  toll  and  forfeiture,  as  the 
burgesses  made  oath.  But  Ulviet  the  priest  gainsays  what  they  say  thus 
upon  their  oath,  and  proffers  himself  to  prove  by  the  ordeal  of  lire  that  it 
is  not  as  they  say.  Geoffrey  Alselin  holds  this  hall,  and  his  nepos  Ralf. 
Bishop  Remigius  holds  the  aforesaid  30  messuages  in  respect  of  the 
church  of  Saint  Mary,  so  that  Geoffrey  Alselin  has  nothing  therein  either 
by  way  of  exchange  or  other  render.  The  same  Geoffrey  has  i  messuage 
outside  the  wall,  wherefrom  he  has  'landgable,'  as  Tochi  had. 

4.  Ralf  Pagenel  has  i  messuage,  which  was  Merlesuen's,  quit  of  all 
custom, 

5.  Ernuin  the  priest  has  i  messuage  [which  was]  [Earl]  Morcar's, 
with  sake  and  soke  ;  and  he  holds  it  of  the  king  in  the  same  way  as 
Morcar  had  [itj,  as  he  himself  says.

13.  Siward  the  priest  and  Outi  had  another  carucate  t.  r.  e.,  and 
6  acres  of  land  which  Ulviet  the  priest  holds.  Now  Alfnod  has  a  moiety 
of  this  carucate,  and  Norman  son  of  Siward  the  priest  has  the  other 
moiety.  But  Unlof  the  priest  invaded  this  aforesaid  moiety  of  this  land 
and  Siward  the  priest's  wife,  while  it  was  in  the  seisin  of  the  king  on 
account  of  [a  fine  ofj  40  shillings  which  the  king  himself  had  laid  upon 
Siward  the  priest. 

14.  Peter  de  Valognes  has  the  third  carucate,  which  t.  r.  e.  Godric 
had. 

15.  The  fourth  carucate  belonged  to  the  church  of  All  Saints 
T.  r.  e.,  and  12  tofts  and  4  crofts.  Godric  son  of  Gareuine  had  this 
church,  and  the  church's  land,  and  whatever  belonged  to  it  ;  but.  on  his 
becoming  a  monk,  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  obtains  it.  But  all  the 
burgesses  of  Lincoln  say  that  he  has  it  unjustly,  because  neither  Gareuine 
nor  his  son  Godric  nor  any  one  else  could  give  it  outside  the  city  or 
outside  their  kindred,  except  by  grant  of  the  king.  This  church  and 
what  belongs  thereto  Ernuin  the  priest  claims  by  inheritance  from  his 
kinsman  Godric. 

16.  Saint  Mary  of  Lincoln,  in  which  the  bishopric  now  is,  had  and 
has  the  remaining  half  carucate  of  land. 

17.  The  churches  of  Lincoln  and  the  burgesses  had  among  them 
36  crofts  in  Lincoln,  excepting  the  12^  carucates  of  land  which  are 
enumerated  [above]. 

18.  Of  the  aforesaid  messuages  which  were  inhabited  t.  r.  e.,  there 
are  now  waste  200  by  English  reckoning,  that  is  240  ;  and  by  the  same 
reckoning  760  are  now  inhabited.

Nor  has  Gilbert  paid  geld  in  respect  of  3  houses.  Nor  has  Peter  de 
Valognes  in  respect  of  his  house.  Nor  [hasJ  the  ]  Countess]  Judith 
in  respect  of  her  house.  Nor  [has]  Ralf  Pagenel  in  respect  of  i 
house.  Nor  [has]  Ralf  of  Bapaume  in  respect  of  his  house.  Nor 
[hasJ  Ertald  in  respect  of  his  house. 

20.  The  house  in  respect  of  which  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  has 
not,  as  they  say,  paid  geld*  Norman  [Crassus]  claims  [asj  of  the  king's

fee,  for  Godred  his  predecessor  had  it  in  gage  for  3^  marks  of  silver. 

21.  Colsuen  has  in  the  city  of  Lincoln  4  tofts  of  his  nepos  Cole's 
land  ;  and  outside  the  city  he  has  36  houses  and  2  churches  to  which 
nothing  belongs,  which  he  built  on  the  waste  land  that  the  king  gave 
him,  and  that  was  never  before  built  upon.  Now  the  king  has  all  the 
customs  from  them. 

22.  Alfred,  Thorold's  nepos,  has  3  tofts  from  Sybi's  land,  which 
the  king  gave  him,  in  which  he  has  all  customs  except  the  king's  geld  in 
respect  of  minting. 

23.  The  abbot  of  Ely  has  half  a  messuage  from  Edstan's  land. 

24.  Hugh  son  of  Baldric  has  2  tofts  which  the  king  gave  him. 

25.  Of  the  aforesaid  waste  messuages,  166  were  destroyed  on 
account  of  the  castle.  The  remaining  74  are  waste  outside  the  castle 
boundary,  not  because  of  the  oppression  of  the  sheriffs  and  officers  but 
by  reason  of  misfortune  and  poverty  and  the  ravage  of  fires. 

26.  T.  R.  E.  the  city  of  Lincoln  used  to  render  to  the  king  20 
pounds  and  to  the  earl  10  pounds.  Now  it  renders  100  pounds  by  tale 
between  the  king  and  the  earl.     The  mint,  however,  renders  75  pounds.

[THE     ROYAL     BOROUGH     OF    STAMFORD] 

1.  The  royal  borough  of  Stamford  gave  geld  t.  r.  e.  for  12^ 
hundreds  for  army  service  and  boat  service  and  for  danegeld.  There  were 
and  are  6  wards  there,  five  in  Lincolnshire,  and  the  sixth  in  Northampton- 
shire which  is  beyond  the  bridge  ;  and  yet  this  [sixth  wardj  used  to 
render  every  custom  together  with  the  others  except  [landjgable  and  toll, 
which  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  used  to  have  and  has. 

2.  In  these  5  wards  there  were  t.  r.  e.  141  messuages  and  half  a 
mill,  which  used  to  render  all  customs.  And  also  there  are  as  many 
[messuages]  now  except  5  which  are  waste  on  account  of  the  work  of  the 
castle. 

3.  In  these  wards  there  are  6  messuages  which  T.  R.  E.  used  to  give 
all  customs,  but  now  they  do  not  give  them.  Brand  has  four  [of  themj, 
and  Ulchetel  son  of  Merewine  two. 

4.  In  these  wards  there  are  77  messuages  of  sokemen,  who  have 
their  lands  in  demesne,  and  seek  lords  where  they  will ;  over  whom  the 
king  has  nothing  except  the  fines  of  their  forfeiture,  and  heriot,  and  toll. 
And  there  is  i  mill  rendering  30  shillings,  which  [Eustace]  of  Hunting- 
don took  away.     It  belonged  to  one  of  the  sokemen. 

5.  In  Stamford  there  were  T.  R.  E.  12  lawmen  who  used  to  have 
sake  and  soke  within  their  own  houses  and  over  their  own  men,  excepting 
geld,  and  heriot,  and  forfeiture  o^  their  bodies  up  to  40  ores  of  silver,  and 
excepting  larceny.  The  same  have  this  now,  but  there  are  only  nine  [of 
them].  One  of  them  has  17  messuages  under  him,  and  half  a  mill 
rendering  15  shillings.  The  second  [has]  14  messuages,  one  of  them  is 
waste.  The  third  [has]  two  messuages.  The  fourth  [has]  2^.  The  fifth 
[has]  5.  The  sixth  [has]  4.  The  seventh  [has]  3.  The  eighth  [has]  one. 
The  ninth  [has]  3,  but  Hugh  Musard  has  taken  2  away  from  him.

8.  Edward  'cild'  had  14  messuages  and  70  acres  outside  the  vill. 
Now  Countess  Judith  has  [themj. 

9.  Queen  Edith  had  70  messuages  which  belonged  to  Rutland,  with 
all  customs  except  those  touching  bread.  To  these  [messuages]  there 
belong  2\  carucates  of  land,  and  i  ploughing  team,  and  45  acres  of 
meadow  outside  the  vill.  Now  King  William  has  [itJ  ;  and  it  is  worth 
6  pounds.     T.  r.  e.  they  were  worth  4  pounds. 

10.  In  Stamford  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  had  and  has 
10  messuages  belonging  to  Lincolnshire,  and  i  mill  rendering  40  shillings, 
and  5  shillings  in  respect  of  houses  and  of  8  acres. 

11.  Lewin  used  to  have  9  messuages  ;  now  Alfred  has  [themj. 
Lewin  also  [used  to  havej  i  messuage  with  every  custom  except  geld, 
which  [messuage]  Guy  de  Renbudcurt  has  now. 

12.  Fastolf  had  i  church  of  the  king,  quit,  with  8  acres. 

13.  Albert  [hadj  one  church,  [thatj  of  Saint  Peter,  with  2  messuages, 
and  half  a  carucate  of  land  which  belongs  to  Hambledon  in  Rutland.  It 
is  worth  10  shillings. 

.   14.     The   king   has  600  acres   of   arable   land   outside   the  vill  in

15.  The  lawmen  and  burgesses  have  272  acres  without  any 
custom. 

16.  T.  R.  E.  Stamford  used  to  give  15  pounds  ;  now  it  gives  by  way 
of  farm  50  pounds.  In  respect  of  all  the  king's  custom  it  now  gives 
28  pounds. 
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[TORKSEY] 

I.  In  Torksey  there  were  t.  r.  e.  213  burgesses.  All  these  used  to 
have  the  same  customs  as  the  people  of  Lincoln,  and  this  in  addition, 
that  whoever  of  them  had  a  messuage  in  the  same  vill  used  to  give 
neither  toll  nor  custom  either  coming  in  or  going  out.  This,  however, 
was  their  duty,  that  if  the  king's  messengers  should  come  thither,  the 
men  of  the  same  town  should  conduct  them  to  York  with  their  ships  and 
their  means  of  navigation,  and  the  sheriff  should  find  the  messengers' 
and  sailors'  food  out  of  his  farm.  But  if  any  of  the  burgesses  should 
wish  to  go  elsewhere,  and  to  sell  [hisj  house  which  was  in  the  same  vill, 
he  could  do  it,  if  he  wished,  without  the  knowledge  [and  licence]  of  the 
reeve.

Queen  Edith  had  this  suburb  of  Torkse}'  and  the  manor  of 
Hardwick  adjoining  it  in  demesne,  and  she  used  to  have  2  carucates  of 
land  exempt  from  geld  outside  the  city.  Now  the  king  has  [themj  in 
demesne  ;  and  there  are  102  burgesses  dwelling  there,  but  iii  messuages 
are  waste.  To  this  vill  belong  20  acres  of  meadow  and  60  acres  of 
underwood  and  1 1  fisheries.  One  of  these  [fisheries]  is  Berenger  de 
Todeni's.  T.  r.  e.  it  [i.e.  Torksey  and  Hardwick]  was  worth  18  pounds 
between  the  king  and  the  earl ;  now  30  pounds. 

3.  T.  R.  E.  Torksey  and  Hardwick  used  to  render  in  Lincoln  the 
fifth  penny  of  the  city's  geld.  To  this  fifth  part  Torksey  used  to  give 
2  pennies  and  Hardwick  the  third.  From  this  Torksey  [Earlj  Morcar 
used  to  have  the  third  penny  of  all  customs. 

4.  In  Hardwick  Suen  and  Godric  had  i  carucate  of  land,  and 
12  men  used  to  dwell  there.  Now  Roger  de  Bush  has  a  moiety,  and  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln  the  other  moiety  in  respect  of  Saint  Mary  of  Stow. 
On  this  there  falls  the  third  part  of  the  king's  geld  which  the  king  now 
has  from  that  which  belongs  to  Torksey.

3.  In  the  same  hundred  the  Wapentake  says  that  Robert  the  Steward 
ought  to  have  with  his  land  the  mill  which  was  Agemund's,  and  after 
Agemund,  Lambert  and  Gocelin  his  son  had  it.     [See  38/12]. 

4.  In  Louth  hundred  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  claims  i  mill  against 
Count  Alan  ;  and  the  Wapentake  bears  witness  that  it  ought  to  be  the 
same  bishop's.

[WAPENTAKE     OF     HORNCASTLE] 

33.  The  Wapentake  of  Hornecastle  says  that  Robert  the  Steward 
makes  an  unjust  claim  against  Gilbert  de  Gand  touching  half  a  carucate 
of  land  in  Baumber  [see  24/20]  and  touching  another  half  carucate  in 
Edlington  [see  24/22].     Tonna  had  this  land  T.  R.  E.  [see  24/20].

39.  In  Saltfleet  Haven  and  in  Mare  and  in  Swine^  a  new  toll  has 
been  established,  and  Ansger  of  Skidbrook  has  taken  it,  and  Raynald  and 
Humphrey  and  Geoffrey  also  ;  and  the  Wapentake  of  Louthesk  says,  and 
the  whole  South  Riding  also,  that  this  toll  did  not  exist  T.  R.  E.  Godric 
gave  a  toll  of  i  penny,  according  to  the  testimony  of  Ulchil  of  Asterby 
who  saw  it.  Archil  of  Withern  testifies  that  he  saw  Ansger  receive  the 
toll  in  respect  of  24  ships  from  Hastings.

The  roman  numerals  refer  to  the  pages  of  the  Introduction  and  Appendixes. 

The  text  of  Doinesday  Book  is  indexed  according  to  the  chapters  into  which 
it  is  divided,  and  the  entries  which  have  been  numbered  in  this  edition  ;  except 
that  the  page  is  sometimes  specified  in  place  of  the  chapter  :  thus  4/3  refers  to 
the  last  entry  on  page  37  ;    and  p.  3/8  signifies  the  last  entry  on  page  3. 

The  text  of  the  Lindsey  Survey  is  similarly  indexed  according  to  the  chapters 
and  entries,  the  references  being  distinguished  from  those  to  Domesday  Book  by 
the  letter  L  :  thus  Li/23;  2/11  mean  the  last  entries  on  pages  238  and  239 
respectively.

Where  a  person  is  indexed  under  his  surname,  a  reference  is  given  from  the 
christian  name  to  the  surname,  or  vice  versa,  unless  the  date  is  later  than  the 
thirteenth  century. 

In  such  a  form  as  '  Aschil  son  of  Toke,'  the  reference  is  generally  given  under 
'  Aschil,'  with  a  cross-reference  from  '  Toke  '  ;  but  occasionally  vice  versa.  Son 
is  represented  by  s. 

References  to  the  current  forms  of  place-names  have  been  supplied  from  the 
more  important  of  their  medieval  variants. 

The  name  of  the  wapentake,  enclosed  in  round  brackets,  has  been  added  to 
the  Lincolnshire  and  Rutland  place-names  ;  and,  in  the  case  of  Lincolnshire,  the 
county  has  been  omitted. 

In  early  records,  there  is  often  confusion  between  personal  names  beginning 
with  the  respective  stems  /Ethel  and  ^If.  The  stem  ^Ethel,  under  Norman  influence, 
often  appears  as  Ail  or  Eil,  and  is  frequently  reduced  further  to  Al  or  EL  In 
names  beginning  with  Mlf,  the  /  usually  disappears  when  the  second  element  of 
the  name  begins  with  a  consonant.  Mlfnoth,  for  example,  will  probably  appear 
as  Alnoth,  Alnod,  or  Elnod.  When  this  change  has  happened,  there  is  nothing 
to  shew  whether  the  name  originally  began  with  /E//  or  ^Yith  ^thel.  In  this  Index, 
therefore,  all  the  forms  between  which  there  may  be  confusion  have  been  brought 
together  for  convenience  of  reference.
